INTRODUCLORY, 


In the present work ‘LE shall desevihe the history 
of the Khoiive of Ryypt’s expedition, which Is 
had the honour to‘ command, as the first practical 
‘stop that has been taken to suppress the shive. 
trade of Central Africa, ; Fig 
{shall not repeat, beyond what mney he abso- 
Intoly nevossary, that which has already been pub- 
“Tished in my former works on Africa, “The Albert 
Nyanga”? and The Nile Tributaries of Abyssinia,” 
lt T shall adhere to the simple path taken by 
the expedition, ‘Chis enterprise’ is. the practical 
result of my. original explorations, in which J had 
been an cye-wilness to the hotrors af the slave 
trade, which [ determined, if possible, to suppress. 


von, T u 
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In my former journey I had traversed countries 
of extreme fertility in Cent ral ~Aftica, with a 
healthy’ climate favourable for the settlement of 
Europeans, at a mean altitude of 4,000 feet above’ 
the sea level. ‘This large and almost boundless 
extent of country was well peopled by a race who 
only requived the protection of a strong but pater- 
nal government to become of considerable import- 
ance, and to eventually develop the great resources 
of the soil. . 

I found’ lands varying in natural capabilities: : 
according to their position and altitudes—where 
sugar, cotton, coffee, rice, spices, and all tropical 
produce might be successfully cultivated; but those 
lands were without any civilized form of govern- 
ment, and “every man did whet scemed right in 
his’ own eyes.” 

. In this dislocated state of society, the slave trade 
prospered to the detriment of all improvement, 
Rich and well-populated countries were rendered 
desolate; the women and children were earricd 
into captivity ; villages were burnt, and crops ware 
destroyed or pillaged; the population was driven 
out; a terrestrial paradise was vonverted. into an 
infernal region; the natives who’ were originally 


friendly were rendered hostile to.all strangers, nud 
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the general result of the slave trade could only be 
expressed in one word—‘ruin.” 

The slave hunters and traders who had caused. 
this desolation were for the most part Arabs, sub- 

‘jects of the Kgyptian government. ‘ 

These people had deserted their agricultural ocen- 
pations in the Soudan and had formed companies 
of brigands in the pay of various merchants of 
Khartoum. The largest trader had 2,500 Arabs 
ain his pay, employed as pirates or brigands, in 
“Central Africa, These men were. organized after a. 
rude military fashion, and armed with. muskets ; 
they were divided into companiies, and were offieered’ 
in many cases by soldiers who had deserted from 
their regiments in Egypt or the Soudan, _ 

Tt is supposed that about 15,000 of the Khe- 
dive’s subjects who should have been industriously 
working and paying their taxes in Lgypt were. 
engaged in the so-called ivory trade and slave- 
hunting of the White Nile. , 

Each trader occupied a special district, where, 
by a, division of his forces in a chain of stations, 
each of which represented about 300 men, he could 
exercise a right ‘of possession over a certain amount 
of assumed territory. . ; 

Tn this.,.manner enormous tracts of country were 
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occupied by the armed bands from Khartoum, who 
could make alliances with the native ‘tribes to 
attack nad! destroy their neighbours, and to carry off 
their women and children, together with vast herds. 
of sheep and cattle. — 

~ Thave already fully described this system in “The 
Albert N’yanza,” therefore it will be unnecessary 
to enter into minute details in the present work. 
“It will be sufficient, to “convey an idea of the 
‘extended scale of the slave-hunting oporations, to 
explain that an individual trader named Agid 
assumed. the right over* nearly ninety thousand 
square miles of territory, Thus his companios of 
brigands could pillage at discretion, massacre, take, 
bitrn,” or “destroy throughout this enormous aren; 
‘or_eyen beyond this broad Hmit, if they had tho 











Tt is impossible to know the actual number of 
slaves taken from Central Africa anngally ; but T 
should imagine” that at least fifty. thousand axe 
positively either captured and held in the‘ various

- Khedive’s intentions, a short tithe previous to an 


invitation with which I was honoure

during their tour in Egypt. ° 
It is. almost needless to add that, upon azrival 
in Egypt, the Prince of Wales, who represented at 
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heart tho principles of “Great Britain, took the 
warmest interess in the suppression of tho slave 
trade, 

The Khedive, thus supported anc sneouraged in 
his ideas of reform, concluded his arrangements for 
the total abolition of the slave trade, not only 
throughout his dominions, but he determined to 
attack that moral cancer by, actual cautery al 
the very root of the evil. : 

I was accordingly requested to draw up a plan 
_ for the proposed expedition to Central Africa, 

After somo slight modifications, T received from 
the Khedive the following firman :-—

Tt was thus “that the Khodive deeunined: at the 
risk of his popularity gmong his own subjects to 
strike o direct glow at the slaye trade in its distant 
nest. ‘To insure the fulfilment “Of this difficult en- 
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terprise, he selected an Mnglishnun, roamed with a 
dospotie power such as had never been intrustod 
by x Mohammedan to a Christian. 

‘Lhe shive trade was to be suppressed 5 legitimmabe 
commerce was to be introduced, and protection waa 
to be afforded to the natives by the extablishiment: 
of a goverment, 

‘Nhe suppression of the slave Grade was a come 
pliment to the Ewopean Powers whieh world denote 
the superiority of Beypt, and would lay the first 
stone in the foundation of a new civilization; and 
& population that was rapidly disappeavins would 
he saved to Africa, 

‘To effect: this grand veforme it world bo necessary 
to annex the Nilo Basin, and to establish a poverne 
menb in countries that hak bean ditherte without 
protiation, aid a prey bo the aulventirens: fran tlie 
Soudan, ‘To convey steel steamers from Iaghawd, 
wid to Jaunch them upon the Albert Take, and 
thas open the resourses of Central Afrien slo 
ostablish legitimate tande in wv vast counlry whieh 
hat hitherto been a field of raping and of aur 
der; to protect the weak and to pumish the avil- 
doer, and to open the road to a great fabure, where 
the past had been all darkness aul the present 


veekless spoliation — this was the grand object 
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which Ismail, the Khedive of Keypt, determined to 
accomplish, 

In this Lumane enterprise he was firmly sup- 
ported by his two Ministers, Nubar Pacha and 
Ghorif Pacha (an Armenian and a Circassian). ‘The 
young princes his sons, who are well-educated and 
enlightened men, took the greatest interest in the 
undertaking ; but beyond these and a few others, 
the object of the expedition was regarded with 
ill-concealed disgust, 

Uaving received full powers from the Khedive, 
T gave orders for the following vessels to be builé

‘These vessels wero fitted with engines of the best 
construction by Messrs. Penn & (Co, and were to 
be carried across the Nubian desert in plates and 
sections, 

Th addition to the steamers were steam saw mills, 
with a boiler that weighed 8 cwl. in one picco— 


all of which would have to be transported by camels. 
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for several hundved miles across the Nabhan desert, 
and hy boats and camels alternately front Alesiudria 
to Gondokero, a distunce of about dhree thocscned 
miles, 

In the desuription of Chis enterprise, whieh Cor. 
minated in the suppression of the slave trade of the 
White Nilo and the winexaution of a hage equuctoria 
territory to Beypt, I shall be compelled to expose 
many abuses whieh were the result of tiisgovern- 
ment in the distant provinces of Upper lyypl Lb 
must be distinedy understood Ghat his Highuess the 
Khedive was ignorant of such abuses, and that he 
took prompt and vigorous Mmeasires to reform the 
administration of the Soudan taanedidely sapere 
ceiving information of the inisgovermment of that 
extensive bervilory.  ‘Shronghout Wis expedition his 
Tighness his exhibited a decermination to sueecud 
in the suppression of the slave trade in apile of tho 
adverse opinion of the public. therefore, when t 
expose the abuses that existed, ik mt be neespted 
without hesitation that the Khedive would Tuve 
been tho foremost in punishing the authors and in 
rectifying such abuses had he been aware of their 
existence.

In addition to the 
above wore two servants. 

I laid in stores sufficient to last the Iurepean 
party four years. 

I provided four galvanized iron magazines, each 
eighty feet long by twenty in width, to protect 
all material. 

Before I left Mngland I personally selected every 
article that was necessary for the expedition; thus 
an expendigure of about £9,000 was sufliciont for 
the purchase of the almost innumerable items that 
formed the outfit for the onterprise. ‘This included 
an admirable selection of Manchester goods, such 
as cotton sheoting, grey celico, cotton, and also 
woollen blankets, white, searlet, and blue; Indian 
searls, red and yellow; handkerehicfs of gaudy 
colows, chintz printed; scarlet flannel shirts, serge 
of colours (blue, rec), linen trowsers, &e., &e, 

Tools of all sorts—axcs, small hatchcts, harness 
bells, brass rods, copper rods, combs, zine mirrors, 
knives, crockery, tin plates, fish-hooks,” musical 
hoxes, coloured prints, finger-vings, razors, tinned 
spoons, cheap watches, &e, &. 

All these things were purchased through Messrs, 
Silber & Ileming, of Wood Street, Cheapside. 
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I thus had sufficient clothing for a considerable 
body of troops if necessary, while tho wagnzines 
could produce anything from a needle to a crowbar, 
or from a handkerchief to a boat's sail, Ub will 
be scen hereafter that these careful arrangements 
assed the suecess of tho expedition, as the troops, 
when oft without pay, could procure all they re- 
quired from the apparently inexhaustible stores of . 
the magazines. 

In addition to the merchandizo. and general sup~ 
plies, I had several large musical boxes with bolls 
and drums, an excellent magic lantern, 1 magnetic 
battery; wheels of life, and-an assortment of toys. 
The greatest wonder to the natives wore two largo 
girandoles; also the silvered balls, about six inches 
in diameter, that, suspended from the Iranch of a 
tree, reflected the scene beneath. 

In every expedition tho principal difficulty is 
the transport, 

“Travel light, if possible,” is the best advico 
for all countries ; but in this instanee ib was 
simply impossible, as the object of the expedition 
was not only to convey steamers to Central Afrien, 
but to establist legitimate trade in the place of 
the nefarious system of pillage hitherto adopted 
by the so-called White Nile traders. It was there- 
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fore absolutely necessary to possess a lures stock 
of goods of all Kinds, in afldition to the machinery 
and stecl sections of  steumers, 

L amvanged that the expedition should stort in 
three divisions, 

Six steamers, varying from 40 to 80-horse power, 
were ordered to leave Caivo in Jime, together with 
fifteen sloops and fifteen dinhhecahs-—-total, thirty- 
six vessels—to, ascend the caturaets of tho Nile to 
Khartoum, a distanee by river of about 1,450 
miles. ‘These vessels wero to convey the whole of 
the merchandize. 

‘Iwonty-five vessels were ordered to he in readi- 
neas ab Khartoum, together with three steamers, 
Tho governor-genoral (Djinffer Paelin) was to pro- 
vide theso vessels hy a ‘cortain date, together with 
the enamels and horses noressary for the land 
: transport. 

Thus when the fleet: should arrive aé Khartoum 
from Cairo, the total foree of vessels would’ be 
nine steamers and fifty-five sniling vessels, the 
latter averaging about fifty tons each. 

My. Higginbotham had) the command of. the 
desert transport from Korosko to Khartomn, and 
to that admirable officer I intrasted the charge of 


the steamer sections and machinery, together with 
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the command of tho Tnglish’ engineors and me- 
chanics. 

I arranged to bring up the rew by another 
youte, vid Souakim on the Red Sea, from which 
the desert journey to Berber, on the Nile, N. Jat. 
17° 37’, is 275 statute miles, 

My reason for this division of routes was to 
insure a quick supply of camels, as. much delay 
would have been occasioned had the great mass of 
transport been conveyed by one rond, 

The military arrangemonts comprised a force. of 
1,645 troops, including a corps of 200 irregular 
eavalry, and two batteries of artillery. . ‘The in 
fantry , were two regiments, supposed to be well 
selected. The black, or Soudani, regiment ineluded 
many officers and men who ad served for sone 
years in Mexico with the Jrench army wider 
Marshal: Bazaine, The Eeyptian regiment. tined 
out to be for the most part convietecl folous who 
had been ‘transported for various crimes from yy pt 
to the Soudan. 

The artillery were rifled moutein guns of 
bronze, the barrel weighing 230 Ibs, and throwing 
shells of 8} lbs. The authorities at Woolwich had 
kindly supplied the expedition with 200 ale’s 
rockets—three-pounders—and fifty snidox rifles, to- 
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gothoy with 50,000 yveunds of sider ammmuni- 
tion, ‘The military foree and supplies were to be 
massed in Khartoum ready to mect me upon my 
‘avtival, 

T had taken extra preeautions in the packing of 
ammunition and all perishable goods. The teak 
boxes for snider ammunition, also the boxes of 
Hale's rockets, were lnied and hermetically sealed 
with soldered tin, "Phe light Manchester goods 
wd smaller articles were packed in strong, useful, 
painted tin boxes, with locks and hinges, &e, 
Hach box was mumbered, and when the lid was 
opened, a tin plate was soldered over the open 
face, so thaé the lid, when closed, locked above 
wi hermotically seed ense, Each tin box was 
packed ino a deal case, with a mmmber to eor- 
vospond with the box within. 

By this ‘wrangoment the tin boxes arrived at 
their destination as good as new, and were quite 
invaluable for travelling, as they cach formed 2 
handy loud, and were alike proof against the 
— wbtaeks of insects and had weather.

_ The captain of our sloop was a most respectable 
man, apparently’ about cighty "years of age. ‘The 
first lieutenant appeared to be somewhat his senior,

Khartoum was not changed externally; but I 
had observed with dismay a frightful change in 
the features of the country between Berber and 
the capital ‘since my former visit. The rich soil 
on the banks of the river, which had a few years 
since been highly cultivated, had been abandoned. 
Now and then a tuft of neglected date-palms 
might be seen, but the river's banks, formerly 
verdant with heavy crops, had become a wilderness, 
Villages once crowded had entirely disappeared ; 
the population was gone. Ivrigation had ceased. 
The night, formerly discordant with the’ creaking 
of countless water-wheels, was now silent as death. 


There was not a dog to howl for a lost master. 
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Indust#y had vanished; oppression had driven the 
inhabitants from the soil, ; 

_ This terrible desolation was caused by the governor- 
general of the Soudan, who, although himself an 
honest man, trusted too .much to the honesty of 
others, who preyed upon the inhabitants. As a 
good and true Mohammedan, he left his territory. 
to the sole care of God, and thus, trusting in Provi- 
dence, he simply inereased the taxes. In one year: ~ 
he sent to the Khedive his master £100,000 in hard 
dollavs, wrung from the poor peasantry, who must 
have lost an equal amount in the pillage that ac- 
companies the collection of taxes, 

The population of the richest portion of the 
Soudan fled from oppression, and abandoned the 
country; and the greater portion betook. them- 
selves to the slave trade of the White,. Nile, 
where, in their turn, they might trample upon 
the rights of others; where, as they had been 
plundered, they would be able to plunder; 
where they. could reap the harvest of another's 
labour; and where, free from the restrictions of a 
government, they might indulge in the exciting 
and lucrative enterprise of slave-hunting. - Thousands 
had forsaken their homes, and commenced a life 
of brigandage on the White Nile. 
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This was the state of the country whon [ 
arrived at Khartoum. ‘The population of this 
town, which was about 30,000 during my. former 
visit, was now reduced to about half tho number. 
The European residents had all disappeared, with 
the exception of the Austrian Mission and Mx 
Hansall, the Austrian Consul; also an extremely 
tough German tailor, who was proof against tho 
climate that had carried. off his companions, 

T had given the necessary orders for vessels and 
‘ supplies six months previous; thus, I naturally 
expected to find a fleet ready: for departure, with 
the troops and supplies waiting for orders. To my 
surprise, I discovered that my instructions had been 
so far neglected, that although the troops were ab 
hand, there were no vessels prepared for transport, 
I was coolly informed by the governor-gencral, 
that “it was impossible’ to procure the numbor of 
vessels required, therefore he had purchased a house 
for me, as he expected that I should remain that 
year at Khartoum, and start in the following 
season,” <n 

There literally was not one vessel ready for tho 
voyage, in spite of the positive instructions that 
had been’ given. At the same time I found that 
the governor-general had just prepared a squadron 
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of eleven. vessels, with several companies of regular 
troops, for an oxpedition to the Bahr Gazal, where 
jt was intended to form a settlement at the copper- 
mines on the frontier of Darfur, This expedition 
had been placed under the command of one of the 
most notorious ruffians and slave-hunters of the 
White Nile. This man, Kutchuk Ali, originally of 
low extraction, had made a fortune in his abominable 
traffic, and had. accordingly received promotion from 
the governor; thus, at the same time that the 
Khedive of Igypt had employed me to suppress 
the slave trade of the Nile, a government expe- 
dition had been’ intrusted to the command of one 
of the most notorious slave-hunters, 

I at once perceived that not only was my-expe- 
dition unpopular, but that it would be seriously 
opposed by all parties, The troops had been 
quartered for some months at Khartoum ;—during 
this time the officers had becn intimate with the 
principal slave-traders of the country, All were 
Mohammedans—thus a coalition would, be natural 
against a +Christian who commanded an expedition 
avowedly to annihilate the slave trade upon which. , 
Khartoum subsisted. ; 

It was a “house divided against itself;” the 
Khedive in the north issued orders that would 
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he neutwalized in the distant south by his own 
~ authorities, 

As in the United States of America the opinion, 
of the South upon the question of emancipation was 
opposed to that of the Novth,—-the opposition in 
the Soudan was openly avowed to the reform 
believed to have been suggested’ to the Khedive 
by England. 

Tho soason was already far advanced. There is 
no weapon so fatal as delay. in the hands of 
Egyptians. I knew the intentions of the autho- 
vities were to procrastinate until tho departure of 
the expedition would become impossible, It was 
neeessary to insist upon tho immediate purchase of 
vessels which should have bee prepared months 
before, 

None of the steamers from Cairo had passed the 
ewaracts, The fifteen large sloops upon which I 
had depended for the transport of camels had - 
actually given up the attempt and retuned to 
Cairo, Only the smaller vessels had mouuted the 
cataracts, and: they could not arrive at  Khartown 
for some months. 

The first division, consisting of all merchandize 
that I had sent from Cairo, had arrived in Khartoum 


under the charge of a Syrian to whom T had given 
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the command. f teard that Me. Higeinhothan, 
accompauiied by Dr, Gedge and the Unelish party, 
together with all the Meyptian mechanics, was on 
his way across the desert in charge of the steamers 
wu machinery, carried by some thousand enamels, 
The third division, brought ‘up ly Mz, Mareopolo, 
arrived from Souakim a few days lator than ourselves, 
thus every areangement that had been inteusted to 
my own officers was well executed, 

After some pressure, the governor began to 
purchase the vessels, [6 may bo imagined that 
a studden necessity gave a welcome opportunity to 
cortnin officials, Old vessels were purchased ab the 
qwiew of new, and the government agent received a 
bribe from. the owners to pass the vessels on survey, 
Wo were now fitting out under difficulties, and 
working ab a task that should have been accom 
plished months since,  Saileloth was searce ; hempen 
ropes were rarities in Mharfoum, where the wretched 
vordage was usually obtained from the leaves of 
the date-palin, The lighest prices were paid for 
overything ; thus a prearranged delay eaused an 
inmmonse expense for the. expedition, 1 studiously 
avoided any purchases personaly, bub simply gave 
the nevessury instructions to he exeented by the 
governor, Lh is only fair fo admit’ that he now

These were certainly very irregular, Mach man was 
hovged andl armed according to his individual 
notion of a treoper’s requirements, ‘There were lank, 
halfstarved horses; round short horses; very small 
ponies ; horses that were all legs; others that were 
all heady; horses that had heen groomed 5 horses 
thet had nover gone through that operation, ‘The 
auddlos and bridles were only fit for an old ewi- 
osity shop. ‘Phere were some with faded strips of 
gold mid silver dace adhering here and there ; 
athens that resombled the horse in skeleton appear 
ance, which had been strenethened hy abrips of 
raw crocodile skin, The unseemly huge shevel- 
xuirrups were rusty 5 the bila were filthy, Some of 
the men had swords and pistols; others lad short 
Dlunderbusses with brass baerels; many iad guns 
of various patterns, from the long old-fushioned 
Ah to the commonest donble-lmerelled French gun 
that was imported, ‘The costumes varied ina like 
manner to the arms and animals. , 

Having formed in line, they now excenuted a 
Drillinnt charge al a sgpposed enemy, and performed 


many feats of valour; and having quickly gol into 
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inconceivable confusion, they at length rallied and 
returned to their original position. 

I complimented their officer ;—and having asked 
Djiatfer Pacha if these brave troops represented any 
cavalry force, and being assured of the fact, 1 dis- 
missed them; and requested Djiaffer Pacha to in- 

form them that “I regretted the want of transport 

would not permit me the advantage of their scrviecs, 
‘(nshallah!’ (Please God!) at some future time,” 
&e,, &e. 2 

I thus got rid of my cavalry, which I never wished 
to see again, J had twenty-one good horses thab t 
had brought from Caio, and these together with 
the horses belonging to the various officers wero us 
much as we could convey, 

‘Ihe flotilla was ready for the voyage. We had 
engaged sailors with the greatest difficulty, as a 
general stampede of boatmen had taken place. 
Tivery’ one ran from Khartoum to avoid the expe- 
dition. ies 

This was'a dodge of tho slave-traders, who 
had incited the people to escape from any con- 
nection with such an enterprise, It was sup- 
posed that without boatmen-we should be unable 
to stunt,

February, ab 12.30. P.M. 

There we took in fresh water, as that of the 
Sobat is superior to that of the White Nile. At 
this season the river was about eight fect below the 
level of the bank. he water of the Sobat. is 
yellowish, and it colours that of the White Nile 
for a great distance: By dead reckoning Fo made | 
the Sobat junction 684 miles by river from 
Khartoum. 

When I saw the Sobat, in the first week of 
January 1863, it was bank-full, Tho current is 
very powerful, and when [ sounded in various places 
during my former voyage, | found a depth of twenty- 
six to twenty-eight fect. The volume of water 
brought to the Nile hy this river is immense, wid 
the power of tho stream is so superiae to bhat of 
the White Nile, that as it arrives at tight angles, 
the waters of the Nile are banked up. ‘Phe yellow 

- water of the Sobat forms a distinct: line as it cuts 
through the clear water of the main river, and the 
floating rafts of vegetation Brought. down by tho 
White Nile, instead of continuing their voyage, aro 
headed back, and vemain helplessly in the buekwater, 
The sources of the Subat are still a niystery 5 let 


there can be no donbt that tho principal volume 
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must be water of mountatr origin, as it is coloured 
by earthy matter, and is quite unlike the marsh 
water of the White Nile. The expeditions of the 
slave-hunters have ascended the river as far as it 
.is navigable, At that point seven different streams 
converge into one channel, which forms the great 
river Sobat. It is my opinion that some of these 
- Streams are torrents from the Galla country, while 
‘others are the continuation of those southern rivers 
which have lately been crossed by the slave-hunters 
between the second and third degrees of N. latitude. | 

The White Nile is a grand river between the 

Sobat junction and Khartoum, and after passing to 
the south of the great affluent the difference in the 
character is quickly perceived, We now enter upon 
the region of immense flats and boundless mashes, 
through which the viver winds in a labyrinth-like 
course for about 750 miles to Gondokoro. 
. Having left the Sobat, we arrived at the junction 
of the Bahr Giraffe, thirty-eight miles distant, at 
11 aM. on 17th February. Having turned into- 
tho river, I waited for the arriyal of the flect. 

The Bahr Giraffe was to be our now passage 
instead of the original White Nile, That river, 
which had become so curiously obstructed by masses 
of vegetation that had formed a solid dam, already 


D2 
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described by me in “The Albert N’yanza,” had been 
entirely neglected by the Egyptian authorities. In 
consequence of this neglect an extraordinary change 
“had taken place. The immense number of floating 
islands which are constantly passing down the stream 
of the White Nile had no exit, thus they were 
sucked under the original obstruction by the force of 
the stream, which passed through some mysterious 
channel, until the subterranean passage became ~ 
choked with a wondrous accumulation of vegetable 

matter. The entire river became a marsh, beneath 

which, by the great pressure of water, the stream 

oozed through innumerable small channels. In fact, 

the White Nile had disappeared. A vessel’ arriving 

from Khartoum in her passage to Gondokoro would 

find, after passing through a broad river of clear 

water, that. her bow would suddenly strike against 

a bank of solid’ compressed vegetation—this was 

the natural dam that had been formed to an 

unknown extent: the river ceased to exist. 

It may xeadily be imagined that a dense spongy 
mass which completely closed the river would- 
act as a filter: thus, as the water charged with 
muddy pavticles arrived at the dam where the 
stream was suddenly checked, it would deposit 


all impurities as it oozed and percolated slowly 
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through the tangled but compressed mass of vege- 
tation. This deposit quickly created mud-banks 
and shoals, which effectually blocked the original 
bed of the river. The reedy vegetation of the 
country immediately took root upon these favour- 
able conditions, and the rapid effect in a tropical 
climate may be imagined. That which had been 
the river bed was converted into a solid marsh. 

This terrible accumulation had been increasing 
for five or six years, therefore it was impossible to 
ascertain or even. to speculate upon the distance 
to which it might extend. The slave-traders had 
been obliged to seek another route, which they had 
found wd the Bahr Giraffe, which river had proved 
to be merely a branch of the White Nile, as I had 
suggested in my former work, and not an inde- 
pendent ‘river. 

I was vather anxious about this new route, as I 
‘had heard conflicting accounts in Khartoum con- 
eemming the possibility of navigating such large 
vessels as the steamers of thirty-two horse-power 
and a hundred feet length of deck. I was pro- 
vided with guides who professed to be thoroughly 
acquainted with the river; these people were 
captains of trading vessels, who had made the 


voyage frequently. 
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On 18th February, at 10 Am, tho rew: vessels of 
the fleck arrived, and ab 11.40 At the steamers 
worked up against the strong current independently. 
Towing was difficult, owing to the sharp tums of 
the river, ‘Tho Bahy Ginffo was about seventy yards 
in width, and at this season the banks wero high 
and dry, ‘Throughout the voyage on the White 
Nilo we had had execllent wild-fowl shooting when- 
ever wo had halted to eut fuel for the steamers, 
One: afternoon Eo killed a hippopotamus, two cro- 
codiles, and two pelicans, with tho rifle, At the 
mouth of the Behr Giraffe T bagged twvonty-two 
dicks ‘at aright and left shot with a No. 10-shot 
gui 

As the flect now slowly sailed against the strong 
current of tho Bahr Giraffe, I walked along the 
bank with Tieutenant Baker, ond shot ten of 
the Jarge francolin partridge, which, in this dry 
season, were very numerous. ‘Tho country was as 
usual flat, but, bearing due south of the Bal 
Ghaffe junction, about twelve ntiles distant, is a 
low granite hill, partially covered with trees; this 
is the first of four similar low hills that. are 
the only rising points above the vast prairie. of 
flat plain. ; 


As wo were walking along the bank I poreeived 
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an animal ascending from the river, about tivo 
hundred yards distant, where it had evidently been 
dvinking: we immediately endeavoured to cut off 
its retreat, when it suddenly emerged from tho 
grass and discovered # fine lion with large shaggy 
mane, The king of beasts, as usual, would not 
stand to show fight in the open, but bounded off in 
the direction of the rocky hills. 

It will be necessary to give a few extracts from 
my journal to convey an exact idea of the Bahr 
Giraffe, Tho river was very deep, averaging about 
nineteen fect, and it flowed ‘in a winding course, 
through a perfectly flat country of -prairic, diversi- , 
fied with forest—all of which, although now dry, 
had the appearance of being flooded during the 
rainy scagon :-— 

“ Mebruary 23.—Steamed from 6 Aa, till 7 aM, 
Vast trecless marshes in wet scason—now tooming 
with waterfowl: say fifty miles accomplished to-day 
through the cyer-winding river. The wood from 
the last forest is inferior, and we have only sufli- 
cient fuel for five hours left upon the steamer, The 
diahbeeah in tow carries about twenty hours’ fuel : 
thus, should we not arvive ab some forest in twenly- 
five ours, we shall be helpless. 


Me river was exceedingly narrow about fifteen 
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miles from our starting point this morning, The 
stream was strong but deep, flowing through the 
usual tangled grass, but divided into numerous 
small channels and backwaters that render the 
navigation difficult, 

“In this spot the river is quite bank-full, and the 
scattered native villages in the distance are in 
swamps. ‘The innumerable high white ant-hills are 
the only dry spots. 

“February 24.—Started at 6 am.  Hverybody 
cation up by mosquitoes. At 9 a.m. the steamer 
smashed her starboard paddle: the whole day 
oceupied in vepairing, Saw a bull clephant in tho 
marshes at a distance. Horrible trecless swamps 
swarming with mosquitoes. 

“February 25.—Started ab 7am, At 10 am 
arrived at a very narrow and shallow portion of: 
this chaotic river completely choked by drift voge- , 
tation, All hands worked hard to clear a passage 
through this obstruction until 2,30, when we 
passed ahead. At 4 Pal we arrived at a similar 
obstacle ; the water very shallow ; and to-morrow we 
shall have to cut a passage through the high grass, 
beneath which there is deeper water,. I ordered 
fifty ‘swords to be sharpened for the work. We 


counted seventy elephants in the distance, but 
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there is no possibility of reaching them through 
the immense area of floating vegetation. 

“February 26.—Hard at work with forty men 
cutting a. canal about. 150 yards long through 
the dense mass of compressed vegetation. 

“February 27.—Working hard at canal. The 
fleet has not arrived ; thus we are short-handed. 

“February 28.—The canal progresses, the men 
having worked well. It is a curious collection of 
tvash that seriously impedes navigation. ‘The grass, 
_ resembles sugar-canes; this grows from twenty to 
thirty feet in length, and throws out roots at every 
joint: thus, when matted together, its roots still 
inerease, and render the mass a complete tangle, 
During the wet season the rush of water tears off 
large rafts of this floating water-grass, which aceu- 
mulate in any favourable locality, ‘Ihe difliculty of 
clearing a passage is oxtreme. After cutting out a 
large mass with swords, a rope is made fast, and the 
raft is towed out by hauling with thirty or forty 
men until it is detached and floated down the 
stream, Yesterday I cut a narrow channel from 
above stream in the hope that the rush’ of wator 
would loosen the mass of vegetation, After much 
labour, at 12.30 p.m. the whole obstruction appeared 


to heave. There was soon no doubt that it was

without cutting a channel. 

“T have ordered thirty vessels to form in line, 
single file, and to et a canal. 

* March 9.—The men. worked famously, but I 
much fear they will be laid up with fever if kept 
at such an unhealthy task: ‘To-day a force of 700 


men cut about a mile and a half ‘They are obliged 
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to slash through with swords and knives, and then 
to pull out the greater portion of the grass and -vege- 
table trash ; this is piled like artificial banks on 
either side upon the thick floating surface of: vegeta- 
tion. I took a small boat and pushed on .for a 
mile. and a half. I found a very narrow stream, 
like a small brook,. which gave hopes of lighter 
labour for to-morrow.. I shall therefore try to force 
the steamer through, Thirty-two men reported - on 
the sick list this evening. ' .

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channel 300 yards. in length. The marsh swarms 
with snakes, one of which managed to enter the 
cabin window of the diahbecah. Tho two steamers, 
now far astern, have become choked by a general’ 
_ break up and alteration of their portion of the 
world. The small lake in which I left them is no 
longer open water, but has become a dense mass 
of compressed vegetable rafts, in which the steamers 
ave jammed as though frozen in an ice-drift in the 
Axetic regions! There is much work required to 
clear them... The only chance of progress will be to - 
keep the entire fleet in compact line so as to push 
through a new channel ag quickly as it is made. I 
shall send back the wood tender, if possible, from 
this spot with a letter to stop Mx Higginbotham 
should he be south of tho Sobat, as it will be 
impossible for him to proceed until mnoxt season, 
Many of the men are sick with fever, and if this 
horrible country should continue, they will all 
sicken. 

* March 16,—I wont back in a rowing boat, ac- 
companied by Lieutenant Baker, to the two stcamers, 
which we found stuck fast in the drift rafts, that’ 
had closed in upon them. Many men are sick—all 
are dispirited; and they worked badly. Having 
worked all’ day, we returned at. 6.30 p.m. to my 
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diahbeeah, having the good fortune to shoot seven 
ducks by a family shot upon a mud bank on the 
way home. : : 

“T found that the main body under the colonel, 
Raouf Bey, had completed the channel ahout 900 
yards long to lake No. 8. I ordered sail to be 
made immediately, and after five hours’ hard work, 
as the channel. was already beginning to close, we 
arived in the open lake at 11.45 pm, in which 
we found the fleet at anchor. © 

“ March 17.—The lake is about 24 miles long, and 
varies from 150 to 300 yards in width, with a mean 
depth of ten feet. I sent. men ahead in the boat 
to explore the exit; they now report it to be closed 
by a small dam, after which we shall enter anothor 
lake. . Thunder and clouds threatening in the south- 
east, 

“About half an hour before sunset I observed 
the head of a hippopotamus emerge from the bank 
“of high grass that fringed the lake, My troops 
had no meat—thus I would not lose the, opportunity 
of procuring, if possible, a supply of hippopotamus 
beef: I took a Reilly No. 8 breechloader, ar 
started in the little dingy belonging to the dia 
beeah. Having’ paddled quietly along the cdge of 
the grass for a couple of. hundved yards, I arrived 
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near the spot: from which the hippopotamus had 
emerged, : 

“Tt is the goncral habit of the hippopotami in 
these marsh districts to lic in the high grass swamps 
during tho day, and to swim or amuso themselves 
in the open water at sunset, ” 

T had not waited [long before I heard a snort, 
and I perceived the hippopotamus had risen to the 
surface about fifty yards {from mo, This distance 
was a little too great for tho accurate firing 
necessary.to reach the brain, especially when the 
shot must be takon from a boat, in which there is 
always some movement, I therefore allowed the 
animal to disappear, after which I immediately 
ordered the boat forward, to remain oxactly over 
the spot where he had sunk A few minutes 
elapsed, when the great ugly head of the hippo- 
potamus appeared about thirty paces from the 
boat, and having blown the water from his nostrils, 
and snorted loudly, he ,twmed round and seemed 
astonished to find tho solitary little boat so near 
him. ‘Tolling the two boatmen to sit perfectly 
quiet, so as to allow a good sight, I aimed just 
below the eye, and fired a heavy shell, which 
contained a bursting charge of threo drachms of 
fine-grained powdor.’ ‘Tho head disappeared. A 
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little smoke hung over the water; and I could not 
observe other effects, The lake was deep, and after 
vainly sounding for the bedy with a -boathook, I 
returned to the diahbeeah just as if became dark. . 
“ March 18.—A heavy shower of rain fell, which 
lasted for an hour and a half. When the sain 
ceased, the day continued cloudy with variable wind. 
The body of the hippopotamus was discovered at 
daybreak floating near us, therefore all hands 
turned ont to cut him up, delighted at the idea of 
fresh meat, There was about an acre of high and 
dry ground that bordered the marsh in one spot; 
to this the carease of the hippopotamus was towed, 
I was anxious to observe the effects of the explosive 
shell, as it was an invention of my own that had 
been manufactured by Mr. Reilly, the gunmaker, 
of London. ‘This shell was composed of iron, 
covered with lead, The interior was a cast-iron 
bottle (similar in shape to a stoneware Seltzer 
water bottle) ; the neck formed a nipple to receive 
a pereussion-cap. The entire bottle was concealed 
by a leaden coating, which was cast in a mould to 
fit a No. 8, or two ounce rifle. The iron bottle con- 
tained three drachms of the strongest gunpowder, 
and a simple cap pressed down upon the nipple

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whore there is no foreat, we saw gitatles, Luttaloce, 
and antolopos in, considerable nunibera chiring 
the day. 

«Anril 18,—Filling up wood in the morning. We 
then travelled threo houra, aid halted eleven railes 
from the White Nile junetion.

“April Wln an how and a half we arrived 
at the Whito Nilo, and twenty minutet later we 
dow throd vessels belonging to the mnedir, or governar, 
‘of Rashodav: Wo heard from* tho people on Urea 
boats that the govornor (Ali Boy, the Koovli,) was 
making a razzie on the Shillook tribe. ‘She banka 
of the iver wore crowded with natives running . 
fiway in all directions; women were currying aff 
ete litle houschold goods, and children were 
parents, oach with a hnaket on their 
§ oither food or something tue 
Toft behind, immodiatoly wenk 
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of in a rowing boat, and, after much diffleuliy, f 
anececded in inducing somo of the natives who 
could xponk Arabic to stop and converse with me, 
They declared that the Turka had attacked them 
without provocation, and that the Kaardi (aa the. 
governor of Fashodla was enlled) had stolen many 
of their women and ehildyen, and had killed their 
people, as he was ponerally: plundering the country,’ 
1 ngged the natives uot to fly fram their dis. 
triet, Tat ta wait ull FP should make inquiries 
i the following day; and T promised to restore’ 
the women and children, should they uve Leen 
kidnapped. : 

“T halted at a forest about nine miles from the 
Junetion of the Bale Girafle, where.a bend of the 
river conecaled the atonmera and dialheenh,

ome Time we appeared foo he umoebseryed. 1 lasew 
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that, the troops wore not celebrated for keeping a 
sharp lookout, and wo arrived within three quartora 
ofa thile before the sound of our padtles attracted 
theit attention, The teleacape now disclosed some 
of tho anysleries of the expedition, [ poreeived oa 
considerable oxeitement among the tranpa on shore, 
I made out’ one tent, and To distinguished men 
hurrying to and fro apparently busy und excited, 
Duving this time wo were rapidly approaching, 
and as the distance leasened, I could cistinetly aed 
a.number of people being driven from the shore 
on board a vessol that’ was lying wlongside the 
bank. I felt convinced that these were shives, aa

“After a pipe and collec, I commenced the con« 
versntion by describing tho impossibility of an 
advance at thia senson wd the Babr Giraffe, thore- 
foro [ hud found it neceamry to refien, Hoe simply 
replied, ‘Gol ix grout! and, please God, you will

“Tonow asked him how amny traops he had 
with lim, ae | noticed two hr gins, te number 
of irregular cavalry, in addition to Kame eompaitios 
of infantry, He replied thet he had five com- 
panies, in addition to the cavalry and mounted 
Baggara Arabs; ond that he was ‘collecting the 
taxen,’ * 

“T begged him to expliin to mo his ayetem of 
taxation ; und oto informs moe whether he lind 
catablishod a pel) tas, oe house: tux, or in what 
aperdel farm the taxes were veproxented. This 
seemed to he a grent puzzle to the mind of the 
governor, and, after applying to my  eolonel, to 
wham he spoke in ‘urkish, he replied that. the 
people were very averse to taxation, therefore he 
rante one amd fom thvenghont the comitry, and 
vollevted whet he Chevyght jit. 

“TP oaskel hin whether he metre wenien and 
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children in tho same way in which le annexed 
tho natives’ cattle, ‘To this queation he replinl by 
a distinct negative, at the same time nasiming jn

“T immediately ordered my avide-do-camp, Gieu- 
tonant-Colonel Abd-cl-Kader, ta visit the vessels 
thas wero lying a few yards astern, ‘This was a 
ty oxcellent and, trustworthy ofliver, mml he 
jmmediately atartod upon an examination. Ty the 
meanwhile the Koordi governor sat rigilly upon 
‘the. sofa, puffing away at his long pipe, bne 
evidently thinking that the affair would net end in

“In a few minntes [heard the voiew of my 
ycolonal angrily. oxpostulating: with = the crow of 
“tho vossol, who Tul denied that any shives were 
dnboard. . Almost at the smme time a crawl af 
unfortunate captives emerged from helow, wher 
“Uhoy had been concenled, and walked singly along 
the plank to the shove ; being counted by the afliver 
according to xox as they disembarked. Ihe Kaori 
governor looked uncomfortable, na thin lppenc 
before our cys, T made no remark, Int simply 
ed awish to walk-round his oneampmient. 





ving passed through the place of hivauae, 
whore: the foulest smells attacked us from ull wires, 
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T thoroughly examined the spot, accompanied by 
Lioutenant Baker and a few offteers of my staff. 
There was no military order, but the pluce’ was 
aveupled by a crowd. of soldiors, mingled with 
many native allies, under the command: of an ex- 
tremely blackguard-looking savage, dressed in a 
tong seardet. cloak ede of weollen cloth Chis 
wine belted romel his waiat, to whith was suse 
potest a evooked Purkish sabre; die were a huge 
Wass medal upon his dreast, whieh — semewhat 
resemble those ormmncnts that winlertakers wae for 
giving a lively appearance fo cofina, This fellow 
wai introduced to me by the Koordi aa the Oring 
of tho Shillooka,’ 

“Tn the rear of tho party, to which apot T bad, 
penetrated while the Noordi was engaged in giving 
ordera ta certiin offieera, To eame anddenly upon on 
masa of slaves, who wore aqmittedd pen the ground, 
mm omrremnded hy dirty: eluthos, arranged ike a 
fonee, ly the amppert of inees, yieeos of stick, 
maimed audles, &e. These people were guarded hy 
n ommber of roldiora, who at firat reemed to think 
hal my visit waa one of simple euriosity. 

“Miny of the wemen were retired tas enh 
her iy rayus; qatsveal from oueck te neck. A 


crow af chiblren, diholing very yonng infunta, 
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squatted among the maga, and all kept a profound 
ailence, and regarded me with grent curiosity. 
Having sont for my note-book, I divided the 
slaves into classes, and counted them ax follows :-—

CAS fitat he questioned my authority, enyinyg that 
Kio Held. the rank of bey, and was governer of the 
( ‘Lsimply told him that Gif he refused to 
Mberate ‘the ‘slaves, he must give me that reusnl 
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in writing’ This was an awkward fix, and he 
altered hia tone hy attempting to explain that they 
were nat alevea, but only held as hostagea until 
the pooplo should pay’ their taxes, Ab the samo 
time he wes obliged to confess that there was na 
vatablished tax, I heard that he had received 
fram one native ten cows for the ransom of bias 
child, Urs the stolen child was sold back to the 
father fae ton cows! and this was the Soudan 
method of eallecting ‘taxes! If the unfortunate 
father had been shot dead in the ragzin, his we 
rangomed elild would have been carried away and 
sold ag a slive; or showldethe pante-stricken natives 
be ‘afraid to approach with a ransom, for fear 
of being kidnapped themsatyos, the women and 
children would be Jost to them for over. 

"Twas thoronghly disguated, 1 knew that what 
Thad iappened to discover was the role ef the 
Soudan, mut that the protestations of diecaes 
of -governora waa xitaply dust thrown into the 
eyes, Tt was tine that the Shillook country was 
nat in my juriadietion ; but I was determined. to 
inteforo in behalf of the slaves, although 7 should 
vet aedalle with the general aflaiva of the country.

April WT paid a visit te ter Koords’s camp, 
accompanied by Mr, Baker andl Me, Ulipgissteothan, 
as [ wished “to have European witnesses to thy 
fret, Upon arrival, T explained to the governor 
thet ho had compromived the Byyptian geccratmient 
by his act, and’ as [ had received venetal iaatyae> 
tions from tho Khedivo (0 eupprona all slawe faniters, 
CL Gould only regard him in dst eategury, as I 
hadvectually found him in the aet, Lb anuat, there 
ford, insist upon the immediate wud aeeondtianesl 
veleaso of all the slaves, After an attsnpt at 
evasion, he consouted, and | at once determined tua 
to them personally, which waeuhd cotabdiot 
ig tha natives, 
aby Lieutenant Baker and Mr. Hag: 
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ginbotham, aud the various officers of the stall, 1 
urderieal the sopes, irons, and other ancompaniments 
of shovwry to he detached ; and T exphined through 
an duterpreter to the astonished crowd of captives, 
Uiat the Khedive had abolished slavery, therefore 
they were ab liberty to return to their own homes, 
At first, they apperred astounded, anc evidently 
cout nog realise the fiet; bué upon ny asking 
thot where heir Tomes were, they pwinted to the 
fotndless rows of villages in the distuneo, and 
anid, "hose are our homes, but many ef our men 
avo killed, and all our cattle and corn are curried 
of” Ee could only advisa them to pack off oa 
quickly ag posaible, now that they had the chanes 
of freedom, 

“Tho womon immediately took up their little

UE RATS AND WHITH ANTS, 
beneath, and ‘appearing in the midst of a rats 
puradise, among thousands of bughels of sice, bis. 
euils, lentils, &e, Tho destruction caused hy thesa 
animals was frightful. They gnawed holes in tho 
sacks, and tho coulents poured upon the ground 
like sand from an how-glass, to ‘be immediately 
attacked and destroyed hy white ants. There was 
no lime in the country, uor stone of any kind, 
thus {6 was. absolutely impossible to. stop the 
ravages of whilo ants excep hy ‘the constant 
lubow: of turing over the vast masses ol boxes 
and stores, to cleanse them from the earthen gal- 
levies which denote the presence of the termites. 

[had Kuropean: vegotuble seeds of all: kinds, 
an having eleared and grabbed up ao portion of 
forest, wo quidkly ontublishedl garden, Tho English 
qiurter was particnlirly neat, The various plots 
were sepurted by fenees, and - the gromil was 
under cultivation for about to were extouding to 
the margin of the river, J did nob build a house 
for myself, as wo preferred our comfortable dinh« 
hovah, which was moored alongside the garden, from 
the ontraned of which; a walle led to a couple of 
luvgo shady mimosas that formed amy public divan, 
where ull visibors wero received. 

In a shorg time we had above “growl sweet 
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meolona, water-melana, pumping, eablages, tarmatoon, 
cuuliflowera, beet-root, parsley, lettuce, cclery, de, 
but all the pous, beans, and a very choice aclection 
of maizo that I had teeeived from England, were 
deatroyed during the vayage.  Agginat ny express 
orders, the box lid been hermetically sealed, and 
the vituity of the larger aceda was ontinely gone, 
Seoda should bo simply packed in brawn papor 
bogs and scoured in a naket. 

Tho neighbouring country was, aa uenal in the 
“White Nilo districta, fat and uninteresting,  Forcat 
‘and bush clothed the banka of the river, but this 
formed a mere fringe for a depth of about half a 
mile, beyond whieh all was open prairie, 

Although there was a considerable extent of 
forest, there waa a dearth of uaefel tober for 
luilding purpose. ‘The only large treo were a 
species of mimosa, waned by the Arata “kool,” 
Wo wore very abort of anal] rowing bosta, these 
bolonging to the steamers were very large and 
clumay, and L wished to build a few handy ingles 
that would he extremely weful for the next vayage 
he obstructions of the Habe Giraife.

Thoro 
wore sevoral, good mon who hed roeeived a Buro- 
pean mechanical eduention among thoso I” had 
brought from Mgypt; these wero now ongnged 
with the English ogincors in repairing tho ongino 
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of the No. 10 ateamer, which required a new 
piaton, I ordered a number of very ereaked Lill. 
hooks to be prepared for cuttings the poipgled vege. 
tation during our next voyage, ‘Tho flr boat, 
about sixteen fect long, wad progressing, and the 
entire station was a fiehl of industry, ‘The gar. 
dens werd green with vegotalles, and everything 
“vould havo been flourishing had the treopa been 
in good health, ‘Chosa miaerable Eyyptians ap: 
peared to bo in # hopeless condition morally. Lt 
wag impogsiblo to instil any apirit into them, and 
Af aick, they ab onco made up their minds to die. 
Tt is to be hoped that my regiment of convicts 
was nob a fair aunple of the spirit and intelligence 
of the Mgyptian felluh. Sone of them deserted, 
There ik an abeurd prejatics among the men 
that tho grinding of flour upon the vewal fiat mill 
stone is an unmanly trak that should alwaya be 
performed by a woman, This ia a very ancient 
prajudics, if wo may judge by the aymbola found 
upon tho flat milletones of the ancient Eyyptinna.

Although: this country: was exceedingly, rich in 
soi], “it was ontirvely uninhabited on our aide (the, 
east) of the river, This had formerly been the 
Dinka country, but it had been quite depopr- 
lated by xazzias mado for slaves by the former and. 
present governors of Iashoda,  ‘heno raids had 
been mado on a large scalo, with soveral thousand + 
troops, in addition to the sharp slave-hunters, the 
Baggara Arabs, as allies, Tho .result was almost 
tho oxtormination of tho Ditka tribe, It scemect 
incomprehensible to tho Shillook natives that a 
governmont that had only Jately made slaye-hunting 
‘nw profession should suddenly tum against the 
slave-huntars. 

I frequently rode on horseback about the country, 
and wherever I found a spot slightly raised above 
the general lovel, I was sure to discover quantities of 
noken pottory, the vestiges of villages, which had at 
a former time heen numerous, There was very little 
game, but now and then ostriches wore seen stalking 
about the yellow plains of withered grass, On one 
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occasion | waa riding with Lieutenant Baker, neon 
panied by a fow orderlies, when | distingnished the 
forms of aoveral ostriches ab a great distance. They 
wore fooding’on the flat plain where it was hopeless 
to attempt an appronch, 1 waa just replacing my 
teleacope, when [observed an ostrich emerge from 
behind some bushes, about 400 yarda’ distance, 
This was a malo bird, by .tho black colour, and it

on my loft, .Wo were at the moment partially 
couiconlod by the green foliage, IU immeiatoly dis

Our native traders arvived daily in fests of 
théso canoes from a considerable distance.

complomont of flow, I never had a complaint 


brought before mo of dishonesty when a Shillook 
had beon trusted. I have grené hopes of theso 
people, they simply require an asstvance of good 
faith and protection to become a valuable race. 
From the Shillook country to Khartoum the 
uivér is. superb and can be navigated at all seasons, 
The northern ond of this country is rich in forest * 
of the Acacia Arabica (Soont), a wood that fs in" 
valunble as fuel for steamers, and ia tho only 
really durable wood for ship-huilding in the Sou- 
dan. ‘Tho rains begin in May, and ara regular 
throughout four months, thus cotton may he eul- 
- tivated without the expense of artificial irrigation ; 
ai the samd, time tho dry summer offera an in- 
estimable advantage for gathering the crop. 

The Dinka ,country on tho cast bank would 
have beon of equal valuo, but, as T have already 
desoribed, it has heen depopulated 

Thero was an old blind sheik who frequently

On tho 10th May, a sail was reported by the 
gentries in the south, Nono of the slave-traders 
had any intelligence of my station at Towfikeeyuh, 
Tho people of Kutchuk Ali, on the Bahr Giraffe, 
were under the impression that we had returned 
dircet to Khartoum, I was rather curious to know 
whether they would presume to send slaves down 
the Whito Nile during this season, knowing that tho 
Khodive had scut me expressly to suppress tho trade. 
I could not believe that the Koordi governor of 
Hashoda would Have the audacity to allow tho free 
passage of slave vessels after tho stringont orders 
that had been given, Although I had hoard that 
this governor had umassed a considorable fortune by 
tho estublishmont of a toll per head for overy slave 
that passed Fashoda, I imagined that ho would this 
yeu nuke up hig mind that tho rich harvest was 
over, 

If any vessels should attompt to deseend with 
alave cargovs, they must pass my new station, of 
which thoy were ignorant, and tho fect would prove

of the crew and soldiers. 

Colonel Abid-el-Karer wns an excellent officer ; 
ho “was one of the exeeptions who took a great 
interest ,in the oxpedition, end he always served 
mo fuithfully, Ue was a fine powerftl man, upwards 
of six feet high, and not only active, but extremely 
determined, Efe was generally called “the English. 
min” by his brother ollieors, as a bitter compli 
ment reflecting on his debased taste for Christian 
soviety. ‘This officer was not the man. to neglect a 
soureh heease the agent of Kuteluk Ali protested 
his immoconce, and exhibited the apparently naked 
charactor of his vessel. Sho appeared suspiciously 
full of corn for a bout homeward hound. Shere. 
was an awkward smell about tho closely-honrded 
forecasts whieh resembled that of wovashed NESTOR, 
Abd-ol-Kader drew a steel vumvod from a soldier's 
rifle, and probed sharply through the corm, 

A. smothered cry from beneath, and a wriggling 
mnong the corn, was sveeeeded by ea woolly head, as 
the strong Abd-el-Kader, having hinst his long 


am inlo the grain, dragged forth by tho wrist a 
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~ negro woman, ‘The corn was ‘at once removed ; the 
planks’ which - boarded up the forocastle and the 
stern were broken down, and thero was a mass of 
humanity , exposed, boys, girls, and women, closely 
_ packed like hertings in a barrel; who wnder the fear. 
cof threats had remained perfectly silent until thus 
liscovered,. The sail attached. to the mainyard 
of the vessel appeared full and heavy in the lower 
part; this was examined, and upon. unpacking, it 
yielded: 2 young woman who had thus been sewn 

up ‘to avoid: discovery. 

The case was immodiatély reported to mo, I ag’ 

_ once ordered the vessel to be unloaded, We dis 
~.covered one hundred and fifty slaves stowed away 

_ ina most inconceivably small area, The stench was 
horrible when they. began to. move, Many were 
in ivons; these wore quickly released by tho Dlack- 
smiths, to the astonishment of the captives, who did 
not appear to understand the provecding. 

I ordered the vakeel, and the reis or captain of 
_the vessel, to be put in irons, The slaves began to 
comprehend that their captors were now captives. 
‘They. now. began to speak, and-many: declared that 
the greater portion of the men of their villages 
-had been, killed by. the slave-hunters, 

» Having, weighed the ivory baa counted the 
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tusks, I had tho vessel reloaded ; and having placed 
an offiecr with a guard on board, I sent her to 
Khartoum to bo confiscated as a slaver, 

I ordered tho slaves to wash, and issued clothes 
from the magazine for the naked women, 

On. the following day I inspected tho captives, 
and I explained to them their exact position, They 
wore freo people, and if theiy homes were at a 
reasonablo distance they should Je retumed. . If 
not, they must make themselves generally useful, 
in retwen for which they weuld be fed and clothed, 

If any of the women wishod to murry, there 
wore many fine young mon in tho regiments who 
ywould make capital husbands, I gave each porson 
a papor of freedom, signed by myself. This was 
contained in a hollow reed and suspended round 
thoiy necks. ‘Their names, approximato age, sex, 
and country were registered in a book corresponding 
with tho munbers on their papers, 

Theso amangements occupied the whole morning: 
In tho afternoon I again inspected thom, Having 
asked tho officer whether any of the negrcsses 
would wish to be mazricd, he replied that all 
the women wished to marry, and that they had 
already selected their husbands} 

This was wholestle matrimony, thet required a

Ing to our naval Drignde sand very unprentisinge 
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farm, that had beon managed hy my colonel, Raout 
Boy. ‘The saldievs had never even cleared the rough 
uive gras from the surface, but had tamed 
up the soil in small lots at intervals of about a 
foot, into which they had carelessly dropped a few 
grains of corn. 

We now found agricultural, enemies that AWere 
unexpected, Guinca-fowl recognised the importanco 
of cultivation, and created terrible damage. Small 
Divds of the sparrow tribe infested the newly-sown 
laud in clouds, but worse than these enemies were 
tho vast armios of pront ants, 

‘These industrious insects, ever providing for: the 
future, discovered the newly-sown barley and wheat, 
ail considering tht such an opportunity should 
not he uogleated, they literally marched off swith. the 
groater portion of the seed that was exposed. 
C sew them on many ocensions returning in. count- 
Jess munbers from a foray, each carrying in its 
mouth a prain of harley ov wheat. I tracked them 
to their subterrancen nests, in one of whieh I found 
about a peck of com which had been conveyed by 
aurea ruins j and patches of Jand had been left 
nearly Darren of geod, 

‘The darge erimson-headed goose. of the White 


Nile quickly discovered that barley was. a food 
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well adapted for the physical constitution of geese, 
and great numbers flocked ‘to the new form, The 
guinea-fowl were too wild to approach successfully ; 
however, we shot them daily, I set little boys to 
scream from daylight till sunsct to scare the clouds 
of small birds; but the boys screamed themselves. 
to sleep, and the sparrows quickly discovered the’ 
incapacity of the watchers, Wild fowl were so 
numerous on an island opposite the farm that we 
not only shot them as we required, but on ono oc- 
casion Lieutenant Baker and myself bagged in about 
two hours sixty-eight ducks and geese, mast of 
which were single shots in flight overhead. 

T found the necessity of ve-sowing the land so 
thickly that there should be sufficient grain to allow 
for the depredations of our enemies. J set vermin 
traps and caught the guinca-fowl, Then the natural 
enemy appeared in the wild cats, who took the 
guinea-fowls owt of the traps, At first the men 
were suspected of stealing the birds, but the un- 
mistakable tracks of the wild cats were found 
close to the traps, and shortly after the wily eats 
themselves became victims, ‘These were generally 
of the genus Herpesiris. 

When -the crops, having resisted many onemies, 
appeared above ground, they were attacked by the 
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mole crickets in formidable uumbers. ‘Theso do- 
structive insects lived beneath the small solid clods 
of earth, and issuing forth at night, thoy bit the 
young shoot clean off close to the parent grain at 
the point of extreme sweetness. The garden suflered 
terribly from these insects, which destroyed whole 
rows of. cucumber plants, 

I,had brought ploughs from Cairo. These wore 
the native implements that are used throughout 
ligypt. There is always a difficulty in the first 
commencement of agricultural enterprise in a wild 
country, and much patience is required, 

Some of my Egyptian soldiers were good plough- 
men, to which -employment they had been for- 
* merly accustomed ; but the bullocks of the country 
were pigheaded creatures’ that for a long time 
resisted all attempts at conversion to the civil- 
ized labour of Tgyptian cattle, They steadily 
refused to draw the ploughs, and they determined 
upon an “agricultural strike.’ They had not con- 
sidered thet wo could strike also, and tolerably 
hard, with the hippopotamus-hide whips, which 
wore a more forcible appeal to their feelings 
than a “lock-out.” However, this contest ended 
in the bullocks lying down, and thus offering a 


passive resistance that could not be overcome, 
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There is nothing like arbitration to obtain pure 
justice, and as I was the arbitrator, I ordered 
all refractory bullocks to be eaten as rations by 
tho troops, A few animals at length becamo’ fairly 
tractablo; and wo had a couplo of ploughs at 
work, but the result was a serics of zigzag furrows 
that more resembled the indiscriminate ploughings 
of a hord of wild Doar than the effect of an agri- 
eultural implement. Nothing will ever go straight 
at the commencement, therefore the ploughs naturally 
went crooked ; but the whole affair forcibly reminded 
mo of my first agricultural enterprise on the moun- 
teins of Ceylon twenty-five years carlicr,! 

The mean temperature ab the station of ‘Tow- 
fikeoyah had been

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Sickness increased proportionately with the increase 
of rain, owing to the sudden chills occasioned 
by the heavy showers. ‘The thermometer would 
sometimes fall rapidly to 68° Fahy. during a storm 
of rain, accompanied by a cold rush of air from 
the cloud, Fortunately I had provided the. troops 
with blankets, which had not been included in their 


kit by the authorities at Khartoum, 


CHAPTER V. 
EXPLORATION OF THE OLD WHIT NILE. 


T wap long since determined to explore the sudd, 
ov obstructions of the main Nile, in the hope of 
discovering some new passage which the stream 
had forced through the vegetation, A Shillook, 
noned Abdullah, closely connected with Quat Kero, 
had promised to accompany me, and. to supply the 
necessary guides, ‘he river was full—thus I 
started on 11th Angust 1870. 

The engines of the No, 10 steamer had heen 
thoroughly repaired during our stay at Tewlikeoyah, 
IT had loaded her to tho maximum with well-cut 
“Soont” (Acacie Arabica), which is the best fuel ; 
and knowing, by the expericnee of former years, 
that a scarcity of wood existed near tho Bahr 
Gazal, I had loaded one of the largest vessels 


(about seventy tons) with the best wood, to accom- 
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pany us as a tender. Thad also filled my diahbeah 
with selected fuel. - 

We steamed thirteen hours from Tewfikeeyah, 
with the tender and diahbeah in tow, and reached 
the old sudd about twelve miles beyond the Bahr 
Giraffe junction. The water below the sudd was 
quite clear from floating vegetation, as it had’ been 
filtered through this extraordinary obstruction, 

I will not fatigue the reader by a description 
of this voyage, We were as usual in a chaos of 
marshes, We found a small channel, which took 
us to the Bahr Gazal. ‘This swampy and stagnant 
lacustrine river was much changed since I had 
last seen it in 1865. It was now a succession of 
lakes, through which we steamed for several hours, 
but without discovering any exit, except the main 
passage coming from the west, which is the actual 
Bahr Gazal. 

This was the third time that I had visited 
this river, Upon the former occasions I had 
remarked the total absence of current; this was 
even still more remarkable at the present time, 
as the river was not only full, but the surface, 
formerly clogged and choked with dense rafts of 
‘vegetation, was now clear. I sounded the depth 


of the lakes and main channel, which gave a 
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remarkable mean of seven feet throughout, show~ 
ing that the bottom was perfectly flat, and had 
not been subjected to the action of any strewn 
that would have caused inequalities in tho surface 
of the ground. 

When the vessels lay at anchor, the filth of 
the ships remained alongside, thus proving the 
total absence of stream. It has always appeared. 
to me that some western outlet concealed by the 
marsh grass must exist, which carrics away the 
water brought down by the Djour, and other 
streains, into the lacustrine regions of tho Bahr 
Gazal. There is no doubt that the evaporation, 
and also the absorption of water by the immense 
area of spongy vegetation, is a great drain upon 
the volume subscribed by the affluents from the 
south-west ; nevertheless, I should ‘have oxpeeted 
some stream, however slight, at the junction with 
the Nile, My experience of tho Bahr Gazal assures 
me that little. or no water is given to tho White 
Nile by the extraordinary series of lakes and 
swamps, which change the appearance of tho sun 
face from year to year, like the shifting’ phases of 
a dream. . 

Our lamented traveller, Livingstone, was com- 
pletely in error when he conjectured that the 
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large. xiver Lualaba that he had discovered south- 
west of the Tanganyike lake was an affluent of 
the Bahy Gazal. ‘Tho Lualaba is far to the west 
of the Nile Basin, and may’ possibly flow to the 
Cotigo, I have shown in former works, in deserib- 
ing the. system of the Nile, that the great affluents 
of that river invariably flow from the south-east— 
vide, the Atbara, Blue Nile, Sobat; and the Asua, 
which is very inferior to the three great rivers 
named, . 

We have lastly the Victoria Nile of the Vie- 
tovia N’yanza, following the same’ principle; and 
flowing from the south-east to the Albert: N’yanza, 
This proves that the direct drainage of the Nile 
Basin is from the south-east to the north-west; it 
is thovefore probable that, as the inclination of the 
country is towards the west, there may be some 
escape from the lake marshes of the Bahr Gazal 
in the same direction. 

On 21st August, having: been absent ten days, 
duiing which wo had been very hard at work, 
exploring in the unhealthy marshes of the Bahr 
Gazal, we returned hopelessly to Teowfikeyah. 

‘The great river Nile was entirely lost, and had 
heeome a swamp, similar to the condition of the 


Bahr Givalfe. It was impossible to guess the ex- 
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tent of the obstruction; but J was confident that 
it would be simply-a question of time and Inbonr 
to clear the original channel by working from 
below the stream. ‘he great power of the current 
would assist the work, and with proper management 
this formerly beautiful river might be restored tu 
its original condition. It would be impossible to 
clear the Bahr Giraffe permancatly, as thore was 
not sufficient breadth of channel to permit the 
escape of huge rafts of vegetation occupying the 
surface of perhaps an acre; but the great width of 
the Nile, if once opened, together with the. im- 
mense power of the stream, would, with a little 
annual inspection, assure the permanency of the 
work, 

T came to the conclusion that a special oxpe- 
dition must be sent from Khartoum to take this 
important work in hand, as it would be quite 
‘useless to annex and attempt to civilize Contral 
Africa, unless a free communication existed with 
the outer world by which a commercial channel 


could be opened. My exploration, in which I had 





been ably assisted by Licutenant Baker and Mr, _ 


Higginbotham,. had proved that for the present it 
“was impossible to penetrate south by the main 


river, therefore I must make all preparations for 


he 
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an advance hy the Bahr Giraffe, where I hoped 
that our past labour might have in some degveo 
improved tho channel, 

The elosa of August showed a moan temperature 
of 7Buy" at’ 6. AM, and 85° Fahvenheit at noon, 
with seven days of heavy and sovon of light rain, 
Although the station was admirably drained, the 
climate acted unfavourably upon the people. On 
9th September it was necessary for tho unfortunate 
Dr. Gedge, my-chicf medical officer, to return to 
Khattoum; as his state of health roqnired immediate 
chinge. 

Just as the diahbecah was leaving the station, a 
vowsel avived from the Baly Gazal, by which T 
voevived a letter from the German. traveller, Dr. 
Schwoinfith, ‘This goutleman, to whom | was quite - 
unknown personally, had the extreme courtesy. and 
generosity to intrust mo with all the detuils of his 
geographical observations, collected in his journey in 
the Western Nilo Basin, 

Tt was necessary for mo to return personally to 
Khartoum to assure myself that my avangements 
- should bo eavried out without dehy. I had deter- 
mined that the expedition should start for the south 
from ewfikeeyah on Ist Dee, at which time the Nile 
would be full, and tho wind strong from tho north, 
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As Tewfikeeyah was nearly half way in actual dis. 
tance from Khartoum to Gondokoro, I trusted that 
we should have time to accomplish the work of cut- 
ting through tho marshes, and be enabled to pass 
the shallows- before the river should begin to fall, 
I therefore--sent Mr. Higginbotham to Khartoum 
‘to engage vessels; I followed on 15th September, 
with the No, 10 steamer towing my dishbecah—and 
ten empty vessels to bring up a supply of corn, 
Wo reached Khartoum on 21st Sept. ab 9.80 Aa, 
to the astonishment of the governor and population, 
who could not understand why I had returned, — 
now met for the first time the Vicomte do Bizemont, 
who was to accompany the expedition. ‘This gontle- 
man had been intrusted by the Umpress of tho Jrench 
with a very gracious token of her interest in tho 
expedition, which he presented as a gift from her 
Majesty to my wife. I now heard for the first timo 
the startling news of the war between Trance and 
Prussia, I found Dr. Gedge alive, but.in a deplorable 
state of health. It was impossible for him to travol 
north, therefore he was carefully attended by the 
Greek physician to the forces, Dr. Georgis, I at 
once saw that there was no hope of recovery. Mx. 
Higginbotham had been exceedingly kind and atten- 


tive to his wants, 
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I was very well received by my old friend, 
Djiaffer Pacha, the governor-general, but as usual 
the work was all behind-hand, and Me. Higgin- 
botham had been in despair until my arrival, Only 
seven vessels were forthcoming. I had expected 
thirty! Thus, it would again bo impossible to 
transport the camels that were indispensable for 
the transport of ‘the’ steamers from Gondokoro, 
This was very heart-breaking. Instead of com: 
pleting the expedition by a general direct move 
south with all material, transport animals, stores, a 
&e,, in trevelling order, the operation would ex- 
tend over somo yeurs, for the simple reason that 
the government had nob the means of transport, 
Iiven now the steamers had not arrived from 
Cairo, ‘Che fitteon large sloops had failed to pass 
the cataract; thus, I was reduced to the miserable 
open vessels of Khartoum, and even these were of 
an inferior description and few in number, For- 
tunately T had brought ten. empty vessels with me 
from Tewfikecyah, otherwise wo should not have had 
suflicient transport for the necessary supply of com. 
However, now that I had arived, things began to 
move a little faster, I find this entry in my journal, 
dated “ist October, 1870. ‘Thermometer, 6 3.01, 80°; 
noon, 94°. Wind, north. The fact of my having

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captured the boats of Kutchuk Ali and Agiid with 

slaves on board, has determined a passive, but stub- 

born resistance in Khartoum to the expedition, ‘This 
‘is shared by the officials. 

“ Although I wrote to Djiaffer Pacha months ago 
requesting him to send me thirty vessels, there is not: 
one actually ready, neither aro there more than seven 

‘to be obtained. ven these are not prepared for 
the jouncy. ‘The object appears to be to cause 
such ‘delay as shall throw me hack until the river 
shall be too low for the passage of the Babr Giraffe, 

“ October 2,—I wrote an official letter to Djiaflor 
Pacha, protesting against delay, and reminding him 
of the Khedive’s instructions.” 

The only authority who, I helievo, takes a real 
interest in the expedition is Ismail Bey, who is a 
‘highly intellectual and clever man. ‘This Bey is the 
President of the Council, and I have known him 
during many years, He speaks excellent French, and 
is more Turopean in his ideas than any of my 
acquaintances.' : 

The action that I had‘ taken against the pro- 
ceedings ‘of the governor of JFashoda was very 
distasteful to the Khartoum public. I much re- 


1 Since this was written Ismail Boy has become Pacha, and ig

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gvotted tho necessity, laut E could not have acted 
otherwise, This complication placed “my friend, 
Djiuer Pacha, in a most wrpleasant position, 
ad the Koordi of Fashoda was his employé; ib 
would therefore appear that no great vigilance had 
been oxercised by the governor-genoval at Khar- 
toum, and suspicions might be aroused that the 
character aud acts of the Fahsoda governor must 
have been previously known to the Khartoum 
authoritics, 4 : 

The curtain bogan to: vise, and disclosed certain 
fuets of whieh I ought to have been informed 
many months ago, when I first arrived at Khar- 
toum. I heard from Mz.’ Higginbotham that ‘the 
principal trader of the White Nile (Agid) had a 
contract with the government, which gave him 
the exclusive right of trading throughout certain 
distant countrics, ‘This area comprised about 
ninety thousand square miles? ‘Thus, at tho 
sane time that I was employed “by the Khedive 
to suppress the slave trade, to establish. commerce, 
and to amex tho Nile Basin, the, White Nilo 
countries that were to be annexed had already 
beon leased by the governor-general of the Soudan 
for several thousand pounds sterling per annum, 


together with the monopoly of the ivory trade, 
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A country theb was in ‘no way connected with 
Egypt, and over which Egypt had no more au- 
thority than Ingland has over China, had actually 
been Jeased out to adventurers of tho class known 
as merchants at Khartoum, but thoroughly well 
Jmown to the authorities as slave-hunters of tho 
_preatest renown. 

Tt was hardly credible that such dust should 
be thrown in the eyes of the Khedive, after the 
styingent orders he had given; but Egypt is cele 
brated for dust; the Soudan is little clse but dust, 
therefore we must make some allowance for tho 
blindness of the authorities. My cyes had evidently 
been filled with Khartoum dust, for it was only 
now upon my rettn from Tewfikyecah that T dis- 
covered that which should have beeu made known 
to me upon my first arrival from Cairo to command 
the expedition. It was tho trader and lesseo, Achniet 
Sheik Agad, who had applicd to Mr, Tigginbotham 
as a mediator, and he stated cloarly a caso of 
great hardship. THe had paid annually about 30001. 
for the sole right of trading. Thus, if he paid rent 
for a monopoly of the ivory, and the government 
then started as traders in ivory in the country 
leased to him, hée would be in the same position 


as, a man who rented a cow at a-fixed sum per 


‘hobs. 
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week, pay the ‘owner, nevertheless, spans “upyu 
av wight to her milk. 

Tt would be a hard case upon the traders at any 
rate, even should they trade with equal rights to the” 
government, es 

There was no actual bartering of merchandise for 
ivory, neither was any merchandise: shipped from 
Khartoum, except that required as clothing for the 
people who belonged to the slave-hunters’ companies. 
If an honest, legitimate trade were commenced by the 
government, and law and order thoroughly estab- 
lished, it would become impossible for : the’ slave- 
hunters to exist in the White ‘Nile districts, Their 
so-called trade consisted in harrying one country to 
procure cattle and slaves, which they exchanged for 
ivory in other districts. If a government were estab- 
lished, such vazzias must cease at onee—and the 
Khartoum traders would be without an occupation. 

I had originally proposed that the districts of 
the White Nile south of latitude 14° N. should 
bo placed under my command; this, for some un- 
explained reason, was reduced to latitude 5° N,, 
thus leaving the whole navigable river free from 
Gondokoro to Khartoum, unless I should assume the 
responsibility of liberating slaves and seizing the 
slavors wherever [ might find them. This power Tat 
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once assumed and oxercised, although IT purposely 
avoided landing and visiting tho slave-hunters’ 
stations that were not within my jurisdiction, I 
regarded ‘tho ‘river as wo regard tho high seas, 
Ib was clearly contrary to. all ideas of equify 
that the government should purchase ivory in 
countries that had been Icased to the traders, I 
was, therefore, compelled to investigate the matter 
with the assistance of Djiafler Pacha, who had made 
the contract in the name of the government. — It 
was then ‘explained that tho entire White Nile 
was rented by the traders, ‘The govermnent had 
‘assumed the right and monopoly of tho river, and 
in fact of any part of Aftica that could bo reached, 
south of Khartoum; thus no trader was permitted 
to establish himself, or even to staré from Khartoum 
for the interior, until ho showd have obtained a 
lease from the government. If Central Africa had 
been already annexed, and the Jigyptian government 
had been established throughout the country, [ should 
not have complained; but IT now found that my 
mission from the Khedive placed me within “house 
divided against itself” I was to annex a country 
that was already loased out by tho government, 

My task was to suppress the slave trade, when 
the Khartoum authorities well- knew that their 
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tenants wore slave-huntcrs; to establish legitimate 
ecommerce where tho monopoly of trade had already 
been leased to traders; and to build up a‘ govern- 
ment upon sound and-just principles, that ‘must of 
necessity rin thé slave-hunting and ivory-collect- 
ing parties of Khartoum. : 
It was easy to conceive that my mission was 
regarded as fatal to the interests of the Soudan. 
Although the actual wording of the contracts was 
pure, and the lessees bound themselves to abstain 
from slave-hunting, and to behave in a’ becoming 
manner, it was thoroughly understood that they 
were simply to pay a good round sum. per annum 
punctually, and that no questions would be asked, . 
‘Thero were no authorities of the government in 
those distant countries, neither consular agents to 
send Jomo unpleasant reports; thus, when fairly 
away from all restraint, the traders could act as 
they pleased, It appears hardly credible that, al- 
though the wording of the contracts was almost 
. holy, to examination of tho vessels was made before 
their departure from Khartoum, Had the Soudan _ 
government been sincere in a determination to lease 
out the White Nile for the purpose of bencfiting the 
county by the establishment of legitimate commerce, 


surely the authorities would have convinecd them- 
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selves that We traders’ vessels contained cargoes of 
suitable merchandize, instead of being loaded with 
_ ammunition, and manned by bands of armed pirates. 
If the owner of a pack of wolves were to send 
them on-a commission to gather wool from a flock of 
sheep, with the simple protection of such parting ad- 
vice as “ Begone, good wolves, behave yourselves like 
lambs, and do not hurt the mutton!” the proprictor 
of the pack would be held responsible for the acts of 
his wolves. This was tho situation in the Soudan. 
The entire country was leased out to piratical slave- 
hunters, under the name of traders, by tho Khartoum 
government; and although the rent, in the shapo of 
large sums of money, had been received for years into 
the treasury of the Soudan, wy expedition was to ex- 
plode like » shell among tho traders, and would at 
once annihilate: the trade. I now understood the 
‘reason for the altcration in my proposed territorial 
limit from the 14° N, lat. to the 5°. Khartoum is in 
lat, 15° 85’. Gondokoro is N. lat. 4° 54’, thus, if 
my jurisdiction should be reduced to the suuth of 
Gondokoro, the usual traffie of the White Nile might 
continue in the north during my absence in the south, 
and the original contracts would be undisturbed. 
It is a duty that I owe to the Khedive of Egypt 
to explain’ these details, It would at first sight 
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appear that the expedition to suppress ‘the slavve-teade 

was merely a theatrical announcement to court the 

sympathy of Europe, but which, in reality, had no 

solidity. I am perfectly convinced that the Khedive 

was thoroughly sincere in his declared purpose of sup: 
pressing the slave-trade, not only as a humanitarian, 
but ag an enlightened man of the world, who knew, 

from the example of the great Powers of Europe, that 

the timo had arrived when civilization demanded the 

extinction of such horrors as were the necessary ad- 

juncts of the slave trade, The Khedive had thus de- 

termined to annex the Nile Basin, and establish his 

government, which would afford protection, and open - 
an immense country to the advantages of commerce, 
This reform must be the death-blow to the so-called 

traders of Khartoum, who were positively the tenants 

of the govenor-general of the Soudan, 

The expedition of the Khedive, launched with 
admirable determination on his part, was thus inimical 
to every local interest, and was in direct opposition 
to public opinion. It was therefore a natural con- 
sequence that pressure should be exerted by every 
interest against the governor-general of the Soudan, 
Djiafer Pacha was an old friend of mine, for whom 
T had a great personal regard, and I regretted the 


false position in which both ho and I were placed. 
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My title aud position aa governor-general of Central 
Alview (oa certain extent werkoned bis authority, 

Tle hivt by the faree of cirenmstances, and acer. 
ing to former tages, wa far Lolertted the aebs of the 
White Nile teademc at to aekuewledess thea as cans

consternation, ‘Tho traders, as Molmiamiedias ane 
subjects, trusted to the: protection of thebe ow 
governoreneral,  Alreudy 1 hitd captured their 
vessel, tiiprisoned their agents, liberated thee staves, 
wl confitented the ivory, sthject to the decision of 
the Khedive, Already (hal caught the pavernot 
himself (AL Bey of Heshoda) in the net of denaspings 


helpless women and children, whom E hal inmertiate ly 
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insistod upon liberating, although I had no legal 
jurisdiction in his provinee. [simply depended upon 
the personal support of the Khedive, whoso, sincerity 
I never doubted ; thus I acted as I firmly believed 
the Khedive would have desired me to ack der the 
circumstances. The Khedive proved that my con- 
fidence in his sincerity was well founded, . Te at once 
dismissed from his service and disgraced the governor 
of Tashoda. These facts cast shadows of ‘coming 
events, ‘Tho Soudan authorities were compromised ; 
my interference in the Shillook country was naturally 
distasteful to the governor-general. Both the goven- 
ment of the Soudan and the traders at Khartoum 
pereuived that 0 should act in strict accordance with 
the instructions I had reeeived from the Khedive. 
There was no hope left, except in delays, that might 
yonder an advance impossible with a heavily-leden 
feet Unrough the obstructions of the river, 

Tt was necessary to modify the terms of the 
contuact entered into hetween the govermor-genoral 
and Sheik Achmet Agi. ‘Chis tradcr represented 
his enso to mo as one of considerable injustice, whieh 
TI was foveed to acknowledge, As a mark of respect 
to Djinller Pacha, who had originally entered into 
the contract, Lo vequestod him to arrange tho terms 


of the new agreement together with anysell in the 
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publie divan, Th was argued hy Sheik Achmet: Apiil 
thab the fact of the goverment being extublished in 
commlsies where he had been independent would eaux 
a erent loss to bis Grade, as ib world pact the conti« 
dence of the natives, and they would ease to bring 
ivory for sale, dn reality, this argiiment should he 
interpreted: CTE the government is established, there 
will be an end toe one ragzias, wud we shall tae neither 
sluves vor eatile te offer in exchange far ivary.”

deal honostly with the natives, 

The working representative of Achmet Sheik Agad 
was his sou-in-law-——a man named Abou Sacod: 1 had 
seen this person when at Tewfikeeyah ; he had arrived 
in charge of sevoral vessels from Gondokoro during 
— the rainy season, when the flooded river and strong’ 
south wind had allowed the passage of his bouts, 
At that time he had no slaves on board, but I subse- 
quently discovered that upon hearing that [had formed 
av station near the Soubat, he had discharged a largo 
eoryo of slaves at tho station of Kutehuk Ali on the 
Bahy Ciralle, so as to pass Towfikecyah in a state of 
innocence and purity, and thus save the confisertion 
of his ivory. ‘This man was present eb the divan 
when the final agreement was signed by myself and, 
his principal. Te vowed fidelity in so forcible a 
manner that [entertained serious’ doubts of his 
sincerity, An arrangement was entered into, that 
he was to supply the government troops with beef, 
mutton, butter, &e; together with the native carriers 
for the Wansport of baggage, stores, &e., at an estub-

“Many of the women slaves whe were released

given them by the government, but they also stole 
some of the soldicr’s kit, It is very diflienlt to 
munege these people The fact of their having 
heen kidnapped by the slave-lhunters destroys all 
confidence, and they cannot understand their trae 
position, [tis dificulé to persuade them that the 
government has interfered in their behalf simply 
with a view to thei welfare; they imagine that the 
government has some ulterior object in their release ; 
and inany have a strong suspicion that they may: ab 
some fubtre time “ho transported to somo distant 
counlry and sold. ‘They have been so often deceived 
that they cannot understand the tuuth ; and having 
been accustomed to brutal treatment, they camo 
comprehend the intention of kindness, which they 
attribute to a wish to deceive them, This is a 
(lveadfal stato of moral degradation, which nothing 
Dub time and patience will overcome,” 

On 28rd November the wind begun steadily 
from the north, [ was nearly ready.

A searelr was aude 
averywhore, hi no trace of the Chiek could he fumed, 
On making an examination of Che premises, we foul 
a dirty shirt thab the thief had in bia lury lett 
behind him; this was evidently intended to peesive 
the spoil in Tiew of a bag. Econ net find the traes 
of a bullet-mark either upon de platks oy upon the 
Vonolian blinds, therefore, [ considered thug the thief’ 
must have boon hit, ov if sniased, the ball ninst have 
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passed. out as ho pushed the blinds aside when in the 
ack of apringing through. 

I suspected the sentry, who was an Egyptian 
belonging ‘to the “Torty Thieves.” To was stripped 
and examined, but there was no wound, All tho 
shirts wore alike, therefore the shirt in my possession 
was no clue. My wife had heon startled, but she 
quickly recovered. horself; the sontry was flogged, 
ail there tho matter cnded; we had no London 
detectives.

THE STARTS 


December Viethe first division of the dent, 
composed. of gight vessels, had aborted, aceordiug: bo 
my previous arrangement, on dsb inst. lyvery third 
ov fourth day another division followed the advances, 
until on the Uith FE brought ap the rear, and come 
Plotarl tho dopartawo with twenty-six vessels, deluding 
tho No, 10 slemmer and iny dinkhoowh, "The wind 
was fair from the north, 

The extensive and nent station of Towlikenyah 
was completely disnuntled, ‘Tho iron magazines and 
their contents were now safely stowed in tho varions 
ships, and wero alvendy on thee voyage towns 
Gondokoro. ‘Tho horses were shipped and the stables 
had boon pulled down, and the wood ent ap for fuel 
The long rows of white tents had vanished, and tits 
remained of the station exeapt a few rows of deserted 
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huts, 16 seemed extraordinary that so lurge a place 
could be packed up and stowed away umong the 
fifty-nine veasels of the fleot. . 

The Euglish shipwrights had constructed threo 
very useful bouts, each exactly the same size, about 
16 ft x 6 ft; thus we had a total of sevon small 
hoats to assist in the explorations of the obstructed 
river, 

I loft tho Shillook country at peace,  Djiaffer 
Pacha hat paid much attention to the sons of Quat 
Kave wi Khartoum, and the Khedive, in reply to my 
reprosentations, had appointed him chief of the 
country in placo of the pretendexs dangy, ‘Tho 
governor of Tashoda had been condemned to dis- 
gro, Jefe aw handsome prosont for tho old king 
Qual Kare, anc wo departed exeollent friends, ‘The 
Knglish party: hack been reduced hy the departure of 
Mr. Wood, Dr. edge, and two servants. 

Wo had been deeply grieved hy the sul news of 
the death of (Dro Gudge, wh Khevtoun, a fow days 
before wo broke up the station of Lewlikeeyah, ‘This 
wifortunate gentleman was e grent Joss to the oxpedi- 
tion, as he was not only my chief medical officer, but 
combined the seiontifie attainments of a botanist and 
naturalist, 


| had made every preparation for cutting through 
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the sudd, and we were well prepared with miny 
hundved sharp bill-hooks, switching-heoke, hon 
hooks, sabres, &eo Thad also sone hundred niin 
spades, shovels, &e, in ense ih night be necessary 
to deepen the shallows, While the whale Thysliah 
party were fall of spivik and determined fo succeed, 
I veeret to say there was general feeling of dis- 
appointment among the Mgypliun troops: (ineluding 
officers) that the oxpeditian was ence again be Cull 
anil towards the south. ‘Their hearts were either ab 
Khartown, or sighing for the flesh-pots of Ryypt. 
Thad Jost mony men from siekness diving on 
sojourn ab ‘Towlikeoyah, and the mon were dis- 
heartened and depressed. ‘Thin feulings wna tne 
ereased, by the twiforbtiatea veeurrence of the fast 
of Roatan, during whieh amonth the Mohan 
metus will neither out, drink, ia amoke fron 
strive till stmsot, ‘The Reran exemple thom fren 
the obaorvance of this pormivious fest when ona 
Jong jowney, but my people preferred to keep ib 
religiously, as it would he a plausible exense foe 
nagleating work, 

The Nilo was fall and namemally digh s this wes 
in favour of the voyage, as snecess depended Upon 
our crossing the shallows during the flood; it wax, 


therefore, necessary to push on with all speed so. as 
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to reach the shallows which had been impassable 
Jaat April, befor the river should fall. 

Le will now be netessary to refer to my original 
journal, as it would bo dificult to convey an idea 
of the voyage hy a general deseription, A. fow hours 
aftor starting, on L1th December 1870, I find this 
entry r-—“Thank goodness, we are off, and in good 
time, as the river is excoedingly high, although it has 
already fallow about five inches from ils maximum. 
My, Higginbotham has beon ill for a long time. 
Lientonunt-Colonel Abd-ol-Kader, my first aide-de- 
camp, Wthough an excellent ofliccy, is almost uscless 
from ill-health; thus tho whole work falls on myself 
and Julian (Lientent Baker) personally, and were 
{ nob to dvive tho officers forward from sunrise to 
sunset, we should nob have been off for another 
frvo months, “these miserable people do not under- 
stud enorgy, and the Ramadan increases theiv in- 
enpacity, 

© December WWe~Ab 2.30 AM, we were hailed 
when ten minutes within the Bale Girafte, by two 
nogeurs (vessels) in distress. Stopped the steamer 
immediately, and thon heard that the No, 15 noggur, 
theix consort, had sumk in deep water, close to this 
Apot. 

At day-lveak [ searched the river, wid discoverod 
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the wreek in eighteen feeb depth of water, "Two 
goad divers worked for about bwe hours, and vee 
covered three muskets aid several eopput eau 
pots holonging to the saldiers Tho ataey af Che 
reis (captain) is, that she sprang oa plank uk 
about 4a, six clays age, while wieder ell with a 
Hight wind, and she filled and sank: immediately, the 
men having barely time ty save Cheneslyes, Une 
fortimately, she had on hoard, in nddition to one 
hunted wrdeps of com (450 biehels), a seefion nf 
ons of Sunude's stool lifehouts ; thin was placed apon 
the com, hefore the mast, Imb having wi ab-tight 
compartment, if must have flouted away in the dark 
without being nobiewd, 

The story of tho rein is falues there enn be ate 
doubt that tho erew and soldiers were Task usteap, 
and tho vessel wes rian inte hy one of ler contort, 
Nad the pooplo been awake, the datat movement of 
the helm would have rue the vessel Tigh ruddy 
in this nmvow river, as the banks aro tloodedt, and 
sho was lose to the side, As the collision aeeurred, 
the peoplo, suddenly awakened from sleep, were seized 
with panie, and only thought of saving themselves; 
thus the nogeur lies in three-fathom water, and the 
Dwvaluable section of ni lifebont is lost. Tha worry 


and disappointment, Logether with the loss of property, 
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occasional by these people, is bayond all deseviption, 
Tvery man detesis the expedition, ‘The loats aro 
nearly all old and rotten, and with sueh wretched 
material T have to conduet this fleck with 30,0002 
worth of property, IT dread the probablo loss of some 
vessel Jaden with sections of the lake steamers, in 
which caso the expodition would be ruined in spite of 
all my eave, I trust that the floating portion of the 
lifehoat may be picked up hy some of Agiid’s vessels 
in the rear. 

“Leaving the hopeless wreck, wo continued the 
voyage at 10,50 a.m, in company with the two 
noggurs, with a brisk north wind, At 5.20 »M,, we

« January 20,—At-7 A.M, £ took tho dingy, and 
with much difficulty I pushed about a milo through 
tho grass until I found the wholo country closed 
by vogotation, I think tho river has opened a 
new channel, and that the passage of yesterday 
will take us to nearly the same spot above the 
sudd that we reached by another route last year.

I then passed ahead with tho diahbecah 
for about a mile and a half, tho depth of watex, 
as usual, varying, but often as low as four fect, We 
wore ab length stopped ab the confluence of two 
channels, cach shallow, ‘The sun was setting, thore- 
fore we halted for -the night, A. buffalo crossed 
the river about 200 yards ahead, 

“Mebruary 4.1 tools the dingy carly in tho 
moming aul oxplored both ehannols; that on tho 
tight has‘no water beyond a dopth of about’ two 
foot, Tho loft is tho true stream, but the depth in 
some placcs is only three feet; thus there is moro 
work for the men upon their wrivel, [fad we wrived 
here a month earlier, we could have just passed the 
shallows, as our vossely dhinw an average of a little 
over four fect.

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“February T—Last evening I brought the dia- 
beosh back to the flock, so as to “push tho work 
forward personally. ‘ho soldivrs and. officers hope 
wo shall rotum as failures, in the same manner as 
last year. I havo, therefore, informod them and 
Raoul Boy officially, that no boats shall retrent, but: 
that should tho river run dry, they shall remain 
here until the xiso of the water during tho next 
wet season, when they shall go on to Wat cl Shami. 
This decision has frightened thom, and they are 
working to-day with better spirit. 

“T unpacked and served ont a hundred spades 
for digging channels; and I havo ordered them to 
commence to-morrow morning, aud. dig owt a straight 
passnge for tho thirty-ono vessels that still remain — 
in tho shallows. 

“ February 8.—This is tho date of departure last 
year from Khartoum; an inconceivable madness, 
had any one known the character of the viver, All 
hands as usual tugging, hauling, and ceapening the 
river with spades and hoes; but tho moro we dig, 
the faster the water runs out of the bed, which 
threntens to leave us high and duy. 

« Mebruary 9.—The work as usual. All hands 
thoroughly disgusted, IT am obliged to lighten the 
vessels by discharging cargo in the wud. Our 
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waggons make excollent platforms for the Tgp. 
Fvon with this assistunes wo only drew seven vesaeh 
through the shallows into the true river channel, 

“To-morrow we mush diselairge mare eng, 

“Tho anxiety of leading 1,600 mon, and fifty.

When [shall have sueceeded in dvtweing the

“Mebruiry We ol gave ordera to diselargo all 
eargous, so thab no vestel should draw amore iin 
theco feet. AN hands ara now employed at dite 
work, as ib is impossible lo ewe a chanel through the 
sand, which fills in as fast as it is deepened, 

“Rebrucy Lem wonty-seven vesels paesedt thie 
diahbocah, having Jightenedt their enryoes ¢ these 
vossols must dischuryo everything ab the Khor, ous 
and a half milo abel, and rotwn te fotele the 
vomisining baggage "he work is Gremeudons, rnd 
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the risk growt, ‘Tho damage of stores is certain, wad - 
should a heavy shower fall, which the cloudy state 
of the weather renders probable, the whole of or 
stoves, now lying on the soft mud, will be destroyed, 

‘To-day I ent a deoper chumel near the diahbeeah, 
and divided the men into gangs on the various shallow 
spots, to tow cach boat past as she may arrive, Tho 
steamer is hard and fast, although she has discharged 
overything, and she must bo literally dug out of the 
“passag0,” 

March 9—Vrom Velbruwy 11 to this dato we 
had toiled through every species of difficulty, The 
men had ent ono straight lino of enna through a 
stil clay for a distance of 600 yards. Many were 
sick, somo had dicd; there appeared to be no hope, 
Tt was in vain that I cndeavoured to cheer both 
ollicors and mon with tales and assurances of the 
promisod land before thom, should they only reach 
tho Nile. ‘hey had worked like slaves in these 
fetid marshes until their spirits were entirely 
broken,—-the Mygyptians lad eccased to care whethor 
thoy lived ox died. 

‘The cnormous quantity of machinery, iron sections 
of steamors, supplies, &e,, had actually been discharged 
from fifiy-olght vessels, ‘he river had fallen still 


lower, and upon the quickly sun-baked surface [ 
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mado a road, and having seb up my waggons, L 
conveyed tho grent mass of cargo worosa the Tand by 
short out, and hus reached my long line af veusols, 
and reloaded them after great Ivboun. ‘Tho waggons 
wero thon taken to pieces and reshipped. It would 
bo wearying to givo the journal of every incident 
dwing this trying poviod, bug from tho dexeription 
already given, tho fatigue and ansioly may be 
imagined, ‘hank Cod, I seomed to ben a chamned 
Tif, From morning Gl night £ was exploring fn 
a small dont through mud and marsh, dub twas 
completely fever-proof, My wife was also well. 
Tieutonant Baker and Mr Ligeinbotham Tad 
atfered frequontly from fever, Dut these energetic 
oftigors xondored mo most important services — While 
To owas eahoad exploring, sounding, andl phuming 
ont tho vontio, Miontonant Uaker was commuding 
und directing the steamor, which appeared more like 
a hugo strmded whale among the rushes than an 
ohject adaptod for tho navigation of this lerrihls 
country, Chad a first-rate eraw an my diahheenk, andl 
some pieked mon of the “Morty Thieves” who ulways 
accompaniod me, ‘The hest and most devoted man that 
Thave overseen was a corporal of the * Morty ‘Uhioves” 
named Monsoor, This man was a Copb (Christian 
descondint of the to Lgyptians); he was thor 
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short, but exceedingly powerful ; he swam and dived 
like an obter, and never seemed to fool futigne, Te 
was alvays in good Tealth, very courageous, and he 
accompmiicd me like my own shadow; he soomed 
to wateh over me as a mother would regard an only 
child, In fact, this excellent man appeared to have 
only one thought and object. 

I had been as usual exploring fur ahead of the 
toiling and lvbouring fleet, when, after pulling our 
little boat with fourteen men for several hours over 
a great mass of high, floating grass, wo suddenly 
emerged Upon open water, We at oneo took to our 
boat, and hoisted ‘the sprit-sail ‘The men stowed 
thomselyes as ballasb in the bottom. ‘The wind was 
strong from the north, and wo travelled at ebont - 
five miles per hour, the lake expanding’ as wo 
rounded a promontory until ib attained a width of 
whou& half a mile Hollowing the course of the 
Inke for about five miles, we found av river flowing 
divectly into the long-sought chanel, Only one 
mile and a quarter from the lake, hy this small 
river, wo ontered tho great White Nile! I cannot 
deseribe my joy and thankfulness. My mon shaved. 
my feelings. We all drank water from the turbid 
river, #0 wnlike the mavsh-filtered water of the 


swamps 5 and as each man washed his hands and 
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free in the noble stream, he ejaetuted from his 
heart, “UL habe ob Mah’? (Phindk Gade’) T 
also thanked God, [6 was an howe after dirk when 
wo voturned that night, after neh diieully, to omy 
Minhboowh, to whieh wa were guided hy a hontern 
ab the masthead, honghtlully placed there hy ay 
wite’s orders, Tho ood news mule all happy, We 
had aetually that day drunk water fron the White 
Nile. 

The great difficulty vemeined of bringin the 
flows into the Targa Jake that communiented with 
the river, After all the Tibour of the last fave 
months, Fohad, succeeded in esenbling the entire 
flue ino sort of shallow pond, from whiel thee 
was aobially no exit (had evrtainty wwenpedt fron 
this place hy drageine the little dingy aver whout. 
wonile of frighthal andl dat although thin sudd 
covered deep water, ib appenred te Tis shut out 


from us hy solid mul, through whieh minereus 





stromns percolated, the hugest of whiele wie abet 
three feet brond and six inches doa. ‘These snl! 
draius concentrated faa narrow ditel, whieh wie 
the principal feeder of the pond, in whieh, with such 
infinite trouble, the fleet laut been assemblel 16 
was an anxious moment, as ik woul he necessary 


to cut a ennal through solid mud fora erent distuuee 
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before we could reach the lake ; and as we had made 
a freo “oxit for tho water behind ws, while it only 
slowly: oozed through before us, we stood a fair 
chaneo of\ being left helplessly aground, 

On the’ following morning, the good news of the 
discovery of the White Nilo flew through the expo- 
dition. Many did not believe it, but considered it 
was a dodge to induee them to extra exortion, I 
immediately gave orders for a channel to be opened 

“through tho mud and largo obstruction into tlie lake, 
After some days’ hard work, a passage was completed 
that was. sulliciontly deep to admit the dialbecah. 
Tt vequired a whole day to foreo her through this 
narrow channel, and in the evening wo entered tho . 
lake, and hoisted tho flag at tho ond of the tall yard, 
wa signal to tho fleet that wo had accomplished 


the passage, 





tt was now only necessary to work hard and 
improve the chaimel sufficiently to adinit the passage 
of the steamor and heavier vessels, 

Vulortunately my fears head proved correct ; the 
fleet was hard and fast agromid! ‘Tho steamer was 
so helplessly deserted by the water, that she would 
have served for a Nilometer upon which to mark 
the level, like the rock at Assouan. [6 was simply 


impossible to move her, as she was as solidly fixed 
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asa Aluiveh, Every other vesnel off the fleet alood 
high out of the water, which had run ont hy 
the ¢lewy chaunel we had opened for one al vinnie, 

Tho oflteers and anon were th consternation, 
With the prize within our prasp, it would he phy 
qilly inpossihly to proceed 1 Chese sorb af poople 
aro soon disheartened, and Tomade great allowance 
for them, as the worl of the lash two mouths had 
hoon suflicient to destroy all enerpy, 

Lat once determined to make a chun bebiul dhe 
vessels soas to ineloss the position in whieh we lay 
Tike a mill-pond, Common sense nsstred ine Quel 
this must sneceed ino vaising the level, provide! we 
could consti dian of miadiieint atreneth Gi inane 
Ue preasine of water, 

Lhad a great quatity: of fie tinker in this slape 
of hems mid rafters for building: purposes 1 Chores 
fore instrueted My, Higginbotham to prepare fave rowe 
of piles whieh were to be driven aero the river, 
This able engineer seb to work: with his usual enenyy, 
assisted by Tiewtenant iA. adeer aid tho Magtish 
nen, together with all the mechanies Chit had been 
brought from Cairo, , 

The piles were driven with some diticulty, 
and diagonal atvuts were fastened from the tap 
of the front vow to the base olf the rea. [fori 
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zontal beams then secured tho ontive line, of skeleton 
Inidge, ; 

Vor two days 1,500 men wore employed in 
muking faseines of long, thick reeds tied in largo 
bundles, in tho contro of which was conecaled a 
mags of about fifty pounds of stiff clay, Theso 
bundles wore firmly lashed with twisted mshes, I 
had 500 corn sacks filled with sand and clay, theso 
wore to form the foundation of tho dam, and to pre- 
vent the water from burrowing beneath, 

Every company of troops had to preparo a 
certain nuinber of fascines, which were piled on tho 
sido of the river, which had now exposed. solid banks 
overevown with tho high reedy grass, This im- 
wnensely long and thick grass, resombling sugitr-cancs, 
was oxuctly the material thet we vequired, Ib was 
this grass that created natural obstructions, and would 
thoreforo assist us in owr artificial obstauction or dam. 
Tho sailors of the flect worked in divisions undor 
soparate officors, 

On March 13, all the proparations were com- 
pleted for the work of filling in the dam. Great piles 
of solid balls of clay, of about 40Ibs. cach, had beon 
mranged in convenient placcs to stop up ary leuks 
that should ovew, : 

I stood on one of the stranded boats only a fow 
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yards from the row of piles, ‘The men were all in 
their places, The buglers uid deuminers stoidl pon 
another vessel realy to pive the signal At Une divat 
Tage, every dave men Tilted the muds of suet ated clay, 
Atones all the drains ant bugles then somnded tlie 
adyanee, an G00 heavy sneke were drapyut inte 
the row of piles, and dirmly stamped down by 
the wen, The “troops new worked with titer 
cnerey, Ti was a rae between the Soudania sane 
the Myyptians; this was au work lo whieh the fatter 
were acouatomed in their own country. ‘Mie sailis 
worked us vigorously ac the Groapas piled af teeter 
aul olay balls were laid with extraordinary rapidity, 
while some alunpedl frantically and daneet upon the 
atagled mass, all seremmine aid shouting: in event 
oxditemont, and the tre aud dra kept ape an 
Deessint ding A dane double Tine of meat formed a 
bremaport coups, aul passed a nevereliiting: aapply af! 
faseines to Ue workers who stood ian the water and 
kneaded firmly the adhesive mass. 

Ab 315 wa. the river: wie completely shut in, 
and-the people with inereased onergy worked at the 
attperstrnetive of the dam, whieh now roa like a 
evusoway for about one Inmedved and ten yards: from 
shove bo shore, 

Ab 3.30 thé water ad risen to an axtent that. 
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obliged tho mon in some places to swim. Tho steamer 
that had been hopelessly stranded, and tho entire 
float, wore floating menily in the pond, “Thank God, 

T had forgotton nothing in the preparatory ervauge- 

ments for tho oxpedition, Without the spados, hoos, 

grass-knives, bill-hooks, timber, &, &c,, wo novor . 
could have succeeded in this journcy, 

My diahbeceh was in'the lake waiting for tho fleet. 
to accomplish the passage. I had mado an excursion 
ono day in the dingy to oxamino the south ond of 
tho lake, which T found to be about eight miles in 
longth. On returning, I was rather anxious for the 
small hoat, as a bull hippopotamus, made a hostile 
demonstration, ‘Tho water was not more than five 
foot six inchos deep; thus as tho hippo, after having 
snorted and sunk, continued to approach tho boat, 
I cowld distinguish tho path of his advance by the 
slight wavo raised upon tho. swzfaece, To presently 
raisod his head about twenty yards from the hoat, 
but at the sano time he received a Reilly explosive 
shell under the eye which ended his wouldly caves, 

Thoro wero many hippopotami in thiy lako, and, 
vory shortly after [ had killed tho first, T shot a 
second much after. tho samo manner, I always 
oatried a harpoon in the boat with the ropo and 
wnbotch float ‘The latter was painted red, so. that 
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ib could be easily observed. I therefore stack tha 


harpoon in the dead hippopotamus as a mark, and 
Thastoned back to. my diahbeorh for assistance, as the 
flesh of two hippopotami would be very weleome fo 
the people, who had not received vations of Tutehor's 
meat for many weeks, On arrival ab the dinhbeenh 
wo quickly mado sail, and soon vetnmmed ta tha 
hippopotamus, By tho time we had euk up this 
large animal and secured the flesh, the sat wus so 
low that I considered ib would bo better bo seer 
the other hippo by a ropo attached ‘to the hind legs, 
and tow i bodily astern of the diahbeoah, Tb could 
then be divided on the following day. 

In this manner wo rotwned to our anchorage at 
the tail of the lake, close to tho entrances ol the new 
channel, By tho time we arrived, the moon waa up 
The diahbecah was closo to a mud-hunk covered 
with high grass, and about thirty yartls aston of 
her was a shallow part of the Jake about tires feet 
deep, A light boat of zine was full of strips of 
hippopotamus’ flesh, and the dingy was foxtened 
alongside. 

After dinner and a pips, the usual armngemonts 
swere made for the night, ‘There were many servants, 
male and female, on board ; these began to suspend 
their mosquito curtains to the rigging an to ereep 
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th ; the sailors, aftor chatting for a considerable 
dropped off to sleep-—until tho sentry was the 
aan on hoard who was on the alert, T always 
on the poop-deck, which was comfortably av- 
L with sofas ancl earpets, 
night was cold, and the moon clear and bright, 
one was wrapped up in warm blankets, and I 
» sound asleep, that I cannot deserihe move 
was suddenly awoke by a tremendous splash- 
ite close to the diahbecah, accompanied by the 
wild snorting of a furious hippopotamus, I 
Lup, and immediately perceived a hippo which 
aparently about to attack tho vessel. The 
leck being crowded with people sleeping he- 
their thick, mosquito curtains, attached to tho 
of tho poop-deck, and to the rigging in all 
ms, rendered it impossible to deéscond. I at 
ore sway somo of tho ties, and awakened 
py people, My sorvant, Suleiman, was sicep- 
xt to tho cabin door, I ealled to him for 
, Before the afftighted Suleiman could

indescribable fury. With one blow he capsized and 
sank the zine boat with its cargo of flesh, In anothor

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waves tiised hy tho efforts of so largo an animal; 
this movement rendered the aim’ uncertain, At 
length, apparently badly wounded, ho retired to 
the high grass; there ho lay. by tho bank, at 
wou’ twenty-five yards’ distance, snorting and 
blowing. - , : 

I could not distinguish him, as merely the head 
was above water, and this was concealed by the 
deep shadow thrown by the high grass. ‘Thinking 
that he would dic, I went to bed; but before this 
I took the precaution to arrange a white paper sight 
upon the muzzle of my rifle, without which, night 
shooting is very uncertain, ; 

We had fallen asleep; but in about half an. 
hour wo were awoke by another tremendous splash, 
and ones more this mad boast ‘came charging 
directly at us as though unhurt.. In another instant 
he was at tho diahbeeeh ; but T met him with a 
lull in. the top of his head which sent him rolling 
over and oyer, sometimes on his back, kicking with’ 
his four logs above the surface, and again producing 
waves which vockod the diahbeeah, In this helpless 
mannor he xolled for about fifty yards down. tho 
stream, and wo all thought him killed. 

To our amazement he recovered, and we heard 
him splashing as he moved slowly along the river 

PQ 
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through the high grass hy tho left hank, ‘There 


he remained snorting and blowing, and as the light 
of the moon was of no service in the dick shadows 
of the high grass, wo waited for et consideralla 
time and then went to bed, with the rifle placed 
in readiness on deck. 

In a short timo I heard louder splashing, — 
again got up, and I perceived him about eighty 
yards distant, walking slowly across the viver in 
the shallows. Having a fair shot at the shoulder, 
I fired right and left with tho No. 8 Reilly rifle, 
and distinctly heard tho bullets strike, Tle never 
theless reached the right benk, when he presently 
turned round and attompted to vo-eross the shrllow, 
This gave mo a good chanco at the shoulder, au his 
body was entirely exposod. ‘This time he stugyercl 
forward at the shot, and fell dead in’ the stallaw 
flat of the river, 

He was now past recovery, Tb was very call; 
the thermometer was 64° Fohrenheit, and the 
blankets were vory agrecablo, as one more all 
hands tumed in to sleep, 

On the following morning I mado a postamarten. 
examination, “Ho had received thea shots in the 
flank and shoulder; four in the hoad, one of whieh 
‘had broken his lower jaw; another had passed 
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through his nose, and, passing downward, had out 

_ off one of his largo tusks, I never witnessed such. 
determined and unprovoked fury as was exhibited 
by this animal—he appeared to bo raving mad, 
His body was'a mass of frightful scars, the result 
of continual conflicts with bulls of his own species ; 
some of these wounds were still unhealed. There ; 
was one scar about two feet in length, and about 
two inches below tho level of the surface skin, upon 
the flank. To was evidently a character of tho 
worst description, but whose madness rendered him. 
callous to all punishment, “I can only suppose that 
the attack upon the vessels was induced by the 
smell of the raw hippopotamus flesh, which was 
hung in long strips about the rigging, and with 
which the zine boat was filled. ‘he dead hippo- 
potamus that was floating astern lashed to the 
diahbecal had not been molested, 

We raised the zinc boat, which was fortunately 
unhurt, ‘The dingy had lost a mouthful, as the 
hippopotamus had bitton out a portion of the side, 
ineluding tho gunwale of hard wood; he had 
munched out a piece like the port of a small 
vessel, which he had accomplished with the same 
ease as though it had been a slice of toast. 

I sent the boat to the English shipwrights for 
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repair, and these enpital workmen tirned iG out 
in a few days nearly as good as now. 

The success of tho dam was anost compote, 
The river rose so as to overflow Lhe nievshes, 
which enabled us to push all the vessels up the 
channel without the necessity of deepening ib hy 
spade labour, 

“ March 14,—Should wo succeed in renehing 
Gondokoro without sorious loss, if will be the 
greatest possible triumph over difleultios tet no 
one can understand who has not witnossed the 
necessities of the journoy. 

Mx, McWilliam’s veasol arrived in the dike, 
breaking her yard in uw sudden shift of wind, and 
giving a man a fall from aloft, whieh was fate, 

“Tho steamer wad fleet avo conting through tho 
sudd ag fast as the troops clow the ehamnol. 

March 15,—The steamer arrived in the ale ab 
3.30 PM, 

“March 16,~Vhormometer, 6 AvM., G1; Moen, 
82° leven vessels cutered the luke Iasi nighe, 
The wind has been very variable for the Inst Cow 
days, and tho ‘tne north wind appears to hava 
deserted us; the absonce of wu fair wind delays 1s 
sadly in pushing through the naxrow channols ayreinist 
the stream, 
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“Dysentery aud scurvy are provalont amovg the 
Ugyptions, Vour ligyptian soldicrs and two Soudants 
havo desertod. Where theso wretched fools intend 
to wandor is quite a speculation ;—they appear 
to have yielded to a temptation to run away 
upon the first dry land that they have seen for 
months, 

“Tho fleot assembled in the lake, The Egyptian 
troops eut‘a passage for fifty yards through a sudd 
in a channel through which the flect must pass, as 
there is a shallow that will prevent thom from taking 
the main course of tho lake, 

“To-morrow the whole: forco. will tun out and 
out the romaining portion of about 300. yards; 
thore will then bo no difficulty except sudd of 
about three quarters of a mile botween the lake and 
the White Nilo, 

March 17.—Wo cut through the sudd, and all 
the vossels cntered tho broad waters of the lake and 
anchored in the evening opposite some native huts, 
close to the channel that we must open to-morrow. 
‘hese huts aro tho first habitations that wo have 
scon for more than two months ;—they are now 
desorted by the frightened fishermen who had occu- 
pied. them. 

“ March 18,—Dho diahbocah led tho way at 7.30 
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Am, through the channel that is closod by grass 
and the Pistia Stratiotes. At 10,15 we arrived in 
the White Nile. -There is plenty of water throughout 
the closed channel, but there was some heavy work 
to clear the vegetation, 

“ March 19.—All the vessels came through into 
the White Nile, and there was great xojoicing 
throughout the fleet. At length tho men roally 
believed that a country of dry Jand .might lio 
before them, and that they were delivered from the 
horrible chaos or ‘Slough of Despond’ in which 
they had now laboured for sixty days. 

“TI served out new tow-ropes to the flect, and 
ordered No, 18 transport to discharge and divide her 
cargo among other vessels, and to take on board 
thirty soldiers to accompany the steamer to-morrow. 
We remounted the steamer’s paddles and toutenod. 
all the rigging of the diahbeeah ; mended sails, and. 
thoroughly repaired for a start to-morrow, No, 31 
being a rotten vessel, I ordered her cargo to bo 
divided among the lighter boats. I gavo stringont 
orders to the officers to protect all ammunition and 
bales of goods with galvanized -iron plates in case 
of rain, : 

Myo March 20,—All the vessels got away by 9 AM, 
with a rattling breeze. The steamer started at 10.8 
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AM, but was delayed one hour and twenty minutes 
by her stupidly dragging the nogeur ashore in 
rounding » sharp comer 

“At 5.15 PM. wo arrived at a forest on the west 
bank, At 6.45 PM, we stopped, as I was afraid 
we might pass the station of Wat-el-Shambi in 
the dark, : 

"Merch 21—At 8.25 A.M, we started. ‘Three 
natives came to the vessel and reported the zareeba.. 
to be close ahead. 

“T served out fifteon rounds of snider ammunition 
per man to the ‘Forty Thieves,’ thus filling up their 
pouches to thirty rounds, The banks aro now dry, 
and about two fees six inches above the river's level. 
‘Lhe country is as usual flat, but covered with forest 
on the west. Cattle numerous, and bellowing in all 
directions, 

Ab O15 am, wo arrived at Wet-cl Shambi. The 
forest is distant from the river, therefore ut 10 we 
started with light south-east wind, and at 10.30 we 
returned to a good station for cutting fuel in the 
forest ubout four miles below Wat-el-Shambi. 

“Tho few representatives of Ali Amouxi, the trader 
at the latter- stetion, declared that they could not 
supply us with cattle, thoy being hard up for™ 


provisions themselves, ‘Their looks bolied the 
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excuse, Wind south all day, but changed to north 
at 6.30 pa. ‘The boat of the French trader, Jules 
Poncet, that had accompanied the fleet, arrived in 
the ovening. 

“A number of natives, stark naked, and mmenred 
with wood ashes, came as usual to bee for corn, 
Thave given strict orders that on no recount hull 
corn bo exchanged in purchases from the natives 
otherwise our supply will be stolen wholesale, ‘This 
order was broken through by Mustapha Ali, who 
therefore received a hundred lashes, as [owas deter 
mined to enforce obedience, 

“ March 22,.—Much lightning and wit from the 
south during tho night T fear rain, At dayhrenk 
we fownl Raouf Bey’s vessel close up, mid namy 
others near, ‘Che north wind of last night must 
have aided thom, Tho natives came in kone 
numbers, 

“ March 23—AU hands yesterday antl to-day 
busied in cutting wood for steamer. 

“March 24,—Poor Jusef, ono of the howokecpers, 
died. 

“ March 25.—Started, with tho steamer towing 
noggur and my diehbeeah with about fifty hours’ fuel 
on board, at 12,50 rm, 

“There has been wholesale theft of stores on No, 
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50 nopeur, J caught and punished the eaptain in 
the act of selling our wmnmunition to the slave- 
traders’ people in their zarecha, 

* March 26,.-—We travelled throughout last night ; 
tho stream is nearly threo miles per hour, We lost 
an hour last evening in taking wood from the 
nogew: in tow, as she leaks dangerously. I took 
six men and. their effects from her, and placed thom 
on the stemmer, as she is quite wnsufo, 

* Arrived ab the station of Abou Kookah at 10.25 
AM, huving travelled badly against the strong south 
wind, and our bottom dirty, At 3.10 pa we loft 
Abou Kookah, and at 9.50 2,2 we arrived ab the 
forest, eloso to the doserted mission station of St, 
Croix, where we halted for the night. ‘There weve 
vast hovds of cattle and many natives on tho cass 


bank.” 


CHAPTER VIL 
ARRIVAL AT GONDOKORO, 


Ayre the usual voyage upon the White Nile, 
during which we passed the Bohr and Shir tribes, 
and had excellent sport in antelopo shooting whan 
the steamer stopped at forests to cut fuel, we arrived 
opposite the old mission station ab Condokera on 
April 15, 1871. 

I found a great change in the viver sinee any last 
visit, The old channel, which had been of preat 
depth where it swept beneath tho cliflk, was chokud 
with sand-banks, Now islands had formed in many 
places, and ib was impossible for tho vessela to 
approach the old landing-placo. Wo therefora 
dropped down tho stream to a spot whore high 
ground and a few trees invited us to the vast bunk, 
At this spot the tradors had founded a new sutile- 
ment that was now without inhabitants, and 
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was xopresented Dy half-a-dozen broken-down old 
huts. 

«lhe country is sadly changed; formerly, pretty 
native villages in great numbers were dotted over the 
landscape, bencath shady clumps of. trecs, and the 
land was  thiekly populated. Now, all is desolate: 
not a village exists on the mainland; they have all 
beon destroyed, and the inhabitants have been driven 
for refuge on the numorotis low islands of the river ; 
these ave thronged with villages, and the people are 
busily cultivating the soil. 

“T sent for the chief, Allovron, who, upon arrival 
with somo other natives, explained that his country 
had heon destroyed by tho attacks of the people of 
Loquia at tho instigation of tho traders, I promised 
him protection if he and his people would retuwn 
to the’ mainland and become true subjects to tho 
Khedive, At the same time I informed him that, in 
return for protection, his people must cultivate corn, 
and build the huts required for the troops upon 
avvival, This he promised to do, and I arranged that 
he should summon a general mecting of the head- 
men and their people to-morrow, or as soon as 
possible. 

“T at onco cleared a small plot of ground and 


sowal somo garden seeds on the new soil now 
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annexed to Heypt. My soldious took a grent iatevost, 
in the operation, and as we covered the seeds with 
light cavth, wo concluded the sawing with the inl 
gjaculation-—* Bismillah!” (in the mame ef Curd) 

“TJ walked up to the old mission stution Not one 
brick remains upon another all is totally destroyed, 
Tho few fruit-trees planted by tha pias hands of 
the Austrian Missionaries remain ina dongle wilder 
ness hy tho river's bank, ‘The beautiful avenue of 
large lemon-trees has been defaced by the: destruction 
of many boughs, while the ground borenth is Titerally: 
eovered by many thonsmads of withered leowons tue, 
havo fallon neglected from tho ranches withonh a 
hand to pather them, ‘he natives will nok ont 
them, thus tho dolicious fruit has Teen wasted; 
povhaps sixty ov cighty bushels haves robbed on the 
earth, T tsb that tho seeds J dave alvenly sewn 
will have a move useftl result than the dost labor 
of the unfortunate missionaries, Tt would bi heart: 
breaking to thom could they sea the riiserabhe are 
mination of all theiv good works, 

“April 16.~-The mileage from the jmietion of 
the Bahr Giraffe T have ealeulated at 64 te this 
point (Gondokoro) ; It [ deduct 10 pet eant, ae we 
took several wrong turns of the river, ‘Tho distanen 


may be about 330 miles,

Tho chief Allorron arrived with a number of his 
people, and asked for “araki and cognac!” To 
is a big and savage-looking naked brute of the 
lowest. deseription, his natural vices having bean 
inercasod by constant associations with tho slave- 
hunters, ‘This man declared that his people could 
not Prepare materials for the camp, as tho noigh- 
howring wibes were hostile; and ho could not venture 
to collect bamboos, 

I told him that if my ordors wero not obeyed, 
tho troops would bo obliged to be sheltered in his 
villages wpon arrival, us 1 could not alow them to 
be exposed to the rains, 

Both Allorron and his people looked extremely 
sullen, and although I always knew the Baris to ba 
the worst tribe in the Nile basin, f was not, prepared 
for such a morose welcome. LF explained to him the 
object of the expedition, He seemed quite in- 
eredulous, aad made some remark to his followers 


in his own Janguaye with a eontemptnons smile, To 
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rather approved. of the idea that slaye-fuleigy woul 
be suppressed in his own tribe, but he eonlt not 
sympathise with the ‘general principle, and he ked 
“What will the slave-traders do?” Calonel Alubcl. 
Kader replied to the question by explaining: lo him 
my exact position, and the relative piosition of Me 
traders. At this ho burst out laughing in the midest. 
manner, He had seen mo and my wilh on or 
former voyage, and hoe well rememberedL thivt in those 
days we had been not only helpless in Condokoro, 
but that the traders had spoken of all Mnvrapenns wilt 
contempt. Ho had already heard from Alu? Suood's 
people of my expected arrival, by whom he fad Lew 
incited against the expedition, Tt had heen expliined 
to him, that if baflled, we should soon hevonte cis 
gusted;, and retumn to Khartoum, Heo also remem 
bered that many Huropeans had visited Clailokere 
like myself, bué none had-romained,  [t was tharefure 
natural that a brutal savago, whose people were allied 
with the slave-tradors to attack and pillage outlying 
countries, should not regard with fuveur a new 
government that would establish Jaw and orden, Jor 
many years Allorron’s tribe had heen assaciuted with 
the slavors, ang now that the ontive counley Tid bee 


1 Tho agont of the gront company of Saath & (to, who farmed 
the district from tho government, 
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leased to ono man, Abou Saood, he had bocomo the 
vakecl, ox representative of this individual, by whom 
he had been thoroughly propared for our arrival, Wo 
had beon oxpected long ago, but, as already described, 
the delays attending the opening of the Suez canal 
had prevented us from starting, 

I quickly -perecived the real state of affairs, A 
great number of Allorron’s people were’ absent in the 
interior, omployed by Abou Snood’s companics as 
mereonary soldiers. The Baris are a most warlike 
tribe, and would make execllent twoops; thus they 
wero valuakle allies of tho slave-huntors, as tho 
geographical position of Gondokoro rendered it the 
only spot thet was adapted for an important station, 
The traders now possessed of the monopdly of tho 
ivory trade, found no necessity. for a pormanent 
atation at Gondokoro, as their interests word watched 
during their absence in the interior by their ally 
Allorron; they accordingly only visited Gondokoro 
when they rotwned periodically from. tho interior 
with their ivory and slaves to meet the vessels from 
‘Whartoum, . 

Allorron was in tho habit of despatching mes- 
sengors to tholr various camps (seven or eight days’ 
march for a rmming negro) to give the vakecls notieo 
of the arrival of the expected vessels. Many lun- 
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dreds of his people did beer amnedt with gins by 
the traders, therefore his Gibe und the companies 
of Abou Saood were thoroughly inearporated, brig 
ands allied with Driguids, and Goudekero had 
become the aivelews to whieh the spoil was cone 
contented, 

These were people hy whan the blessings of a 
good government were hwrdly to he tiderstood, 

“Undortnately for Allorran, he lived joined the 
slave-hanters of Abou Snool agninst neighbours 
thet were tnipleasmitly close te Gondokero, The 
Loquia, a most powerlul ibe, only three diya! mareh 
to tho south-east, had lost shaves and eatiie hy those 
dopredations 5 hus, whee dhe shuveshinters’ paurties 
had quitted Gondokero and velarned tu thei stition 
in the dntevior, Loqnia hud fivaded Che mmproteeted 
Allorron, and had utterly destroyed hin disteiet on 
the eastern uininaid, For many niles the county 
now resenthled a very levely park. livery hihi 
tation had disappeared, and this formerly populares 
position was.quile deserted hy the surviving indie 
hitents, who had taken refuge in the ishuds, or on 
the west-side of the river, Ab this season the entire 
country was covered with a tender herbage ~ cut 
species of fine grass, enlled hy the Araha “adgleel,” 


which is the best pasturage for eattle, — Allorvan’s 
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people dared not Ining their herds to pastive upon 
this beautiful land from whenee they had heen driven, 
as they wore afraid that the news would soon reneh 
Loquia, who would pounce nuexpectedly upon then 
from the neighbouring forest. 

T had therefore arrived in a country from which 

the original possessors had been banished by superior 
foree: there was not a single ropresentative of the 
tribe upon the mainland, neither could their cattle 
venture across the river to pasture upon the beautiful 
herbage, that was now entively neglected except hy a 
few herds of antelopes, At the same time, the jms 
“turage on the islands, being insufliciont for the linge 
herds of cattle, was consumed, and the animals were 
dependent upon the rank grass, which they could 
only reach hy wading into the water; this many 
were taken hy crocodiles, 

Te would have heen etural to suppose that 
Allorron and his people would have welcomed! the 
protection now offered by the new government. 
I invited them to retwn to their old country, from 
which they had heen expelled, and to rebuild their 
villages on their old sites, where they could recon 
monce their cultivation, and form a new seltlement 
under the wing of our hheud-quarters, 

Tt was ensy to perceive by the naauner af the 


Qoy 
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chief, Allorron, and Tis people: iat thoy hed been 
invited hy Abou Saool and dis compuaies mist 
tho expedition My delay in starting from eypet 
had deen: of immense advantage to thi shives 
traders, as it lad given them time to ovganiza oa 
resistance to tho expedition, ‘The negroes are easily 
misled ; naturally vicious and treacherous, they ave 
realy to believe any tales of evil: mid as a young 
child may be frightened hy a ghost story, thoy 
also may hy a fow words bo rendered: stapicious of 
their best friend. Cheit interests were the siune as 
thoso of tho slave-tradors, 

My “Jorty Thieves” were excellent fellows, and. 
al the men who were constantly about me were 
vory diferent from those whe formed the bull of 
tho military. fore To now commoner a xmall 
atation and a large garden, 

T had choson a pretty spot for my shiution, aa T 
did not intend to reside ab end-quartera, whieh would 
bo the sito originally oceupied hy the Austrian 
mission, and was well adapted for a iaewe town, 

My station was oa rising knoll of abort six aeres 
upon which grew a few shady treos, This spot 
had beon the station of a missionry Inown hy | 
tho natives. under the namo of “Suloiman;” his 
was tho only name remembered hy the Baris, and 
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his body had heen buvied here, but nothing nuaked 
the spot, He hal “posed away, like all the red. 
of those good aul self-snevificing people, without 
leaving onc traco of good works among this “Tau 
barous tribe oxcopt tho, lemon-trees 5 Gheins wan 
the only seed that appeared to have fallen on good 
ground, 

Tn a few days my men had made w large garden, 
in which I sowed onions, vadishes, leans, spinach, 
four varieties ‘of water mnclons, sweet melons, 
cucumbers, oranges, custard apples, Indian corn, 
gulic, barmian, tobacco, eablages, tomatoes, cliilis, 
long .capsicums, carrots, parsley, eclery, Ll avrangserl 
tho daily Iubowr so that tho soldi mut suilors 
should work at the cultivation from 6 aat Hill 
11; after which they might have the day to thems 
selves, to construct their own ints, 

At this season, 20th April 1871, Ue river was 
extremely low; J therefore Jixed a pole with imarked 
inches to register the riso of foods, 

By the 28rd Aqril all my men had aveanged 
gardens parallel with the lines of their enmp. | 
geve them various secds, with w promis af prizes 
for tho finest spechnens of vegetables that iinht 
be produced, Thad always cudeaveured ti create 


a taste for agriculture among iy people, and they 
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had now leans that the commoncoment of i new 
settlement was the signal for cultivation, [believe 
thab no employment engenders such a love ofr 
pecticulay locatity as that of farming, provided al- 
ways that tho soil and climwte ave tevenrable, ‘Thos, 
in an expedition to a distut land, iG is necessary 
to induco the feelings of home among the people, 
The hug hy itself is simply shelter, bub tho sane 
hat surrounded by woneab mul productive garden, 
the vesulé of industry, becomes a sebHed residences, 
16 is pleasnnt bo wiateh the blossoms of home Sowers 
and vegetables that you may live yoursel! intro 
duced and planted. A good Thiplish enbbiqo or ere 
rob may not he introduced i peotry so generally as 
tho Yose, bub ina new setblement, ina wilde country, 
the success Of a eablage or carrot is ot more im. 
portance to the expedition than houquebs of flowers, 

Jiven, the women and boys that were domestic 
servants, originally slaves Cit tb liad lihevaterd from, 
the traders, had lewné to take aw prent interest in 
cultivation, Mach had aw garden, wet a day never 
passed without permission being asked for a tow 
houry yeereation will the spule or hoe, tho latter 
being the favourite implement, as the want of shoes 
wondered the imaniagement of the spade extremely 
diftieult, exeopt in very light sail, 
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I believe that o taste for gardening hea a nioxt 
civilizing influence among snvages; and if [ wers 
a missionary, [ should commence with such practical 
teaching, thus proving in your joint Inbow: with 
the natives the principle that industry and peace 
will create prosperity. 

A. few extracts from my journal will describe the 
gradual progress of the gottlemont + 

“My, Higginbotham shot a waterbuck during an 
exploratory ramble that we took through the forest, 
in search -of large timber for building purposes, 
The main forest begins about two miles from this 
station, in which is an unlimited supply of wood, 
including the most magnificent’ — tamavind-trees, 
Thess beautiful specimens aro dobled abous tho 
country, like park timber in England. ‘There ia 
a. tamarind-tree about ® mile from this station, 
benewth which about a thousand eattle might fad 
shade,

Baker, Mr. Tigviubothua, and my wile, to measure 
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out tho camp and fort. As usual in Mnyland, tho: 
pienic brought on heavy rain, whieh lasted from 
9,30 AM. till 2 pat, to the great ‘benefit of the 
garden. 

« April 95.-—Thermometer, 6 A.M, 69°; noon, 80°, 
We completed the large garden; tho soldiers’ gudlens 
are also complete. ‘The camp of the “Torty ‘Lhieves” 
is very neat; a spirit of industry has seized upon 
the whole party. The women have made gardens 
around their buts, and agriculfure appears to be the 
prevailing fashion. I am swrounding the garden 
with a livo fence of euphorbia, Julian has been 
wiwell for some time past, 

«The natives appear to have gained confidenus, 
as they are bringing their catilo across tho river 

‘from the ishinds to our fine pasturnge, Tt is curious 
to see the manner in which the herd follows the 
man who swims before them as their guide, while 
other natives direch them while swimming hy 
striking them upon the horns with long Iamboos, 

“Yesterday the river rose about to feet, bus 
it foll almost ‘as suddenly, showing that the rise 
was only the effect of the heavy rain upon the 
mountain ranges throughout te country, 

“One of the boys, Said, caught Uvee fish, weiehing 


about vight, ten, and twenty ponds each, ‘hose

were of the Stlurus species, and are excellent 
eating. é 

“The white ants are now issuing from the 
ground in vast numbers in the winged state, and_ 
are taking flight. Myriads of the black and white 
tern and the white storks are following them. 
The lizards are also at work in the general 
persecution, 

“April 26, 27.—Made new garden beds, All 
the seeds sown by the troops are above ground, 
to the great delight of the men, We cleared and 
sowed about an acre with Indian corn to-day.” 

We thus continued working and improving, until 
we had in a comparatively short time: produced a 
great result. About ten acres of corn were above 
ground, as a few showers had started the seeds like 
magic, My men were comfortably housed in a 
neat station on the high ground, while my servants 
had a pretty little village of theix own situated on 
the knoll, by the river side, about fifty yards from 
my diahbeeah. ‘This vessel was moored alongside 
the bank, the fine grass of which was kept closely | 
cut, so as to resemble a lawn, that extended for 
about thirty yards; this was bounded by prickly 
pears and omamented by a large and showy butter- 
nut-tree, which formed our out-door drawing-room, 
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It was all very well to establish a government, 
and to commence the civilization of Central Africa, 
but we were’ very ‘hungry, and we could procure 
nothing from the native, We had no butchers’ 
meat, neither would the Sheik Allorron or his 
people sell us either sheep or cattle. 

For several days we lived upon sparrows, whicli 
Monsoor shot by sprinkling corn upon the ground 

“and ‘firing into the assembled flock of hundveds. 
The country was swarming with these small birds, 
which are no doubt delicacies; but 1f you have a 
good appetite they are a little too light on the 
stomach, In the meantime, although the natives 
could now venture to drive their cattle to the 
rich pasturage under our protection, which they 
could not before enjoy for fear of their enemies, 
the Loquia, they absolutely refused to sell, or ta 
supply us in any manner, In spite of my explana- 
tions to the sheik by the interpreter Tomby, he 
refused to bring either grass or wood for the 
expected soldiers’ huts, or in fact to do anything 
to serve us, waa’ . 

Upon one occasion, as my men were sowing and 
clearing the land for planting, he employed natives 
to work at the same kind of cultivation in front 


of the troops, in order to claim a right to the 
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soil, On this oceasion he came himself, prepared, 
with a cup fonued of a small gourd-shell slang 
hy a string upon his neck, Ue explained: that this 
was his cup for drinking araki, with whieh ho 
requested to be supplied, 

“Tow Jong are yor going to remain here 1” he 
asked. Io continued, “You had better go back to 
‘Khartoum, wil Twill eat the carn you have planted 
when if becomes: viper? 

Lexplained that Gondokoro would be headquarters, 
aul Cheb troops would always remain there, and 
wo shoald cultivate a huge extent for com. To 
replied: “Then who does this land belong to? to 
you or to me?” Ll explained that his people had 
Teen driven out by superior force, and that we 
had found ib abandoned sat the same tine, neither 


he nor his people dave remain here withoub my 





protection, thereforo the land helonged to the 
Khedive of Myypts Iut if the natives: wished to 
re-acbtlo TC would give them their original property, 

Ile simply replied, “Who does this treo belong 
to 4” (we wero standing Leneath its shade), Ut 
belongs to the Nhedive of Meypt,” £ replied, “who 
is now protector of the whole country, and Coan 
his representative to establish his government” 

He replied: Then you had better he of! to 


bis 
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Khartoum, for we don’é want any pevermment 
here,” 

Thero can be no dowht that in the abstraet uf 
people's rights, any atmoxation of the tervitary of 
anothor is an infringement. Tad this principle heen 
adhered to throughout the history of the world, 
there would have been no progress, Suvages: of all 
countries are prone to strife; and a state of chrouie 
warfire with neighbouring trihes is the example of 
Afviean politics, 

I had always expected trouble with the Darin, 
as Thad known them during my former journey us 
a tribe of intractable suvages, he Austrian tiission- 
aries had abandoned them as hopeless, after many 
efforts and a great oxpendibitre of money and ener. 

Tho natives had pulled down tho nent anisaion 
house, and they had pounded and growl the Driht 
vod bricks into’ the finest: powder, whieh aixed with 
“grease formed a paint to smear their naked bation, 
Thus the only vesults of ammy years? levching were 
the death of many noble men, the loss of money, 
the failure of the attempt; and inatend of the 
enterprise leaving a logaey of inward spiritual grace 
to these “men and brethren,” the lnissionary establish: 
ment itself was converted into an exterual uppliention 


for the skin: the house of God was tired itites 
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“pomade divine.” This was a result that might 
have been expected by any person who had practical 
experience of the Baris, : 

‘The extent of comitry occupied by this tribe 
was about ninety miles in length from north: to, 
south, and seventy in’ width. Although the people 
who inhabited this district were all Baris, there was 
no cohesion among them. They were divided into 
numerous small chiefdoms, each governed by its 
sheik ‘or headman, Thus Allorron represented Gon- 

“ dokoro, while every petty district was directed by’ 
a similar sheik. The Bari country was thickly in- 
habited. The general features of the landscape were 

» rolling park-like grass lands ;—very little actual flat, . 
but a serics of undulations, ornamented with ex- 
ceedingly fine timber-—forests of considerable extent, 
and mountains risiig to about 2,500 or 3,000 feet 
aboye their base, From these mountains: numerous 
streams drained to the Nile: these were generally dry 
in the summer season, The soil was poor in the. neigh- 
bourhood of Gondokoro, but at a‘distance from: the 
river, the country was fertile;—the rocks were through- 
out granitic ;-the mountains yielded the finest iron 

- ore, especially those of Belinian, twelve miles from 
Gondokoro, where the natives were expert blacksmiths. 
Cultivation was carried on to a large extent thiough-

the large helix and other molluscs of the White Nile « 

ny 4-—The iron molote, or spade, of the Bari and Madi tribes, one-third of the original size, 

a. 5s—Pipe bowl of the Bari tribe, 
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out the country; the corn generally used was- the 

common dhurra (Sorghum vulgare). This was usually 

the dark-red variety, which, being rather bitter, has 

a chance of escape from the clouds of small birds 
which ruin the crops. Sesamé was common through- 

out all portions of Central Africa, and throve well 

upon the poor and light soil of Gondokoro. 

The Baris were exceedingly neat in their dwell+ 
ings, and their villages were innumerable. Each hut” 
was surrounded by a small court composed of cement - 
made from the clay of the white-ant hills mixed 
with cow-dung and smeared with ashes: these courts 
were always kept scrupulously clean, The Bari hut 
differs from that of other tribes, as it contains an 
inner circle, which can only be reached by creeping 
on the hands and knees—first through the entrance, 
which is only twenty-four inches high, and secondly 
from the passage formed by the inner circle. The 
inner walls are formed of wattles and clay neatly 
smeared ov -plastered with cement. They are quickly 
attacked by the white ants, which destroy the wattles,~ 
but the clay is sufficiently tenacious to form a wall 
when the wood or reeds may have disappeared, 

The granaries are formed of wicker-work sup- 
ported upon upright pedestals. of either hard wood 
or of stone, to resist the white ants; the wicker- 
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work is smeared with clay and cow- ~dung, and tho 
roof is thatched i in a manner similar to tho house, 

The Baris are a great pastoral people, and possess 
immense herds of cattle, These are gencrally small 
active animals with humps; white is the prevailing 
colour. The sheep are small and the mutton is 
good ; but although the fine pasturage of the Bari’ 
country is eminently adapted for sheep and gonts, 
these animals are delicate, and require much atten- 
tion during the heavy vaing,.at which time thoy 
are always kept bencath a roof at night, with fires 
composed of dry cow-dung to erate a smoke that - 
will drive away flies or mosquitoes. 

Like most of the tribes of the White Nile, the 
Baris have a strong objection to sell their cattle ; 
thus you may be surrounded by plenty, but you 
may starve in the midst of beet. 

Their large herds are confined at night within 
zaveebas or kraals, These aro formidable defences, 
The cattle zavecba is a circular stockado formed of 
a hard wood called by the Arabs abou-noos ov. 
abdnoos (ebony). This is an intensely -hard black 
wood somewhat resembling ebony. Tiles as thick 
as a man’s thigh are sunk in the carth, so as to 
leave a fence or stockade of about ‘eight feet high 
above the surface ; these piles are placed as close as

possible together, and interlaced by tough hooked 
‘ thoms, which when dry and contracted bind the 
stockade into a vory compact defence. ‘The entrance 
to this fort is only sufficiontly large to admit one 
animal at a time; thus the herd can be easily 
counted, Within the stockade are several houses, in 
‘addition to a few large circular. sheds for the pro- 
tection of young calves, The sheep and goats ave 
kopt in a soparate zaxrecba. 

All the operations of the Baris are conducted 
by signals given by the drum, precisely as our 
military movements aro directed by bugle-culls, 
The great drum ‘that belongs to the-headman or 
sheik, is suspended beneath an open shed, so that 
it is always protected from weather, and at the 
same time the sound could travel unchceked. ‘These 
dyums are eub and geooped with great Inbour from 
a peculiar wood, which is oxcecdingly tough and will 
not easily split, Tho Bari dium is exactly the shape 
of an egg with a slico taken off tho thicker end, 
Some’ of these instruments aro vory large, and as 
much as two men could carry on a polo, Both 
ends ave hollowed through ond secured witli hide ; 
but the broad ond forms the actual drum = This 
is beaten with two short sticks of hard wood. In 
the carly morning, shortly before sunrise, the hollow 
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sound of the big drum is always heard giving the 
signal by a certain number of beats for the millk- 
ing of the cows. The women and young men then 
commence, and when the. operation is completed, 
the drum beats again, and the large herds are driven 
to’ pasturage, The signal is repeated in the even-— 
ing, Should an enemy attack the country, the 
sheik’s big drum gives the alarm by a peculiar 
series of beats; which if once heard can easily be 
remembered, In a few seconds this loud alarm 
will be xe-echoed by every drum throughout the 
numerous villages, and the news of the attack will 
thus spread by signal as fast as sound can travel. 
A certain beat of the sheik’s big drum is the call 
for a general assembly, in which case, should an: 
enemy appear, the whole forces of tho district can 
be concentrated in one point. ; 

The weapons of the Baris are finely-wrought 
lances, and bows with horribly barbed arrows, They 
seldom carry shields, as they are difficult to manage 
together with the bow, and they impede the rapid 
movements which are the chief feature in Bari tactics, 

The men are generally tall and powerful, always 
naked and smeared with ashes, or on great occasions 
with xed ochre and. grease. The women are not ab- 
solutely bad-looking, but real beauties are extremely 
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rare, They wear an apron before and behind of 
tanned leather, extending nearly to the knees, which 
is only the outer garment, beneath which they wear 
a neatly-made fringe of innumerable strings, formed 
of finely-spun cotton’ thread, suspended from a 
leather belt, Some’ of the wealthy possess fringe 
composed -of iron rings, neatly worked, so as to form 
a kind of shirt of mail, 

Every man is a warrior from his childhood, as 
the Baris are always at war, They are extremely 
clever in the use of the lance, which they can throw 
with great accuracy for a distance of thirty yards, 
and they can pitch it into a body of men at upwards 
of fifty yards. Tvom early childhood the boys are 
in constant practice, both with the lance and the 
bow and arrow; thus, although their weapons are 
‘inferior to fire-arms properly used, they ave dan- 
gerous in the hands of proficients against men 
who, like my troops, were utterly ignorant of the 
art of shooting, 

Fortunately for my expedition, the warlike Baris 
were not united throughout their territory. Never- 
theless, I discovered that the Baris of Gondokoro had 
made an alHance with those of Belinian, twelve miles 
from head-quarters. I observed that women were 
constantly passing to and fro with baskets on their

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heads, carrying welt from Gondokero, and cach relia 
ing with a goat, led hy a steing, Excellent salt is 
found ab Gondokoro, vent chloride of sodium ; und this 
atticlo enables the natives of Ghat distriet to teade 
with ¢he interior, where salt is extremely rare and of 
great value Thad remarked taut women, nnd some- 
times men, were eb in amy nunbles through the 
forest, on their way to Belininn by this concealed 
rotte, instead of taking the epen publ; this: aroused 
my suspicion, as bho chief, Allomon, wid his people 
declared that they were enemies of the Belininn 
nabives, . 
The position had become intolerable, Bho fuck 
cowl na Tanger he concerted Glink the Rava wove 
hostile. No positive outbreak liad occured, Int 
tho natives wore saulon du theie demonnour, ard 
genorally avoided the new seétlement, — Butehors’ 
met was exceedingly senrce, as we Tad only i fow 
cows that had been given during tha vayage hy 
the vakeel of the Bola station, ‘The troaps were 
without rations of ment. Ab the same time there 
were thousands of cattle on the islands hofore their 
eyes, nob one of which could bo purchased from the 
netives, Although the natives refised to assiat us 


im any wey, or to supply us with cate ab any price, 
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they drove their horda across from tho isla to the 
mained to fa6ten on Ghe fit pastiurmcs unearth 
government protection, ‘This pastiape, havin heen 
abandoned by them and acenpied by the government 
troops, had etialy beeeme the preperty of the 
Khedive. ‘The natives had no more vieht to the soil 
from whieh they had been driven, than the [Mreneh 
would have to Alsnee quid Lorraine, shold those 
provinces be oeeupied by a foreign Power whieh hae 
driven out the Clomnans, 

The last vessels having arrived, terminated thes 
—voynes from Tewlikeeyah, whieh hil ucenpied five 
months and twenty-two chiys, The troops, whe tad 
autora oaneh by fibigue in eating through the 
marshes, had net heen absolutely relieved lye Ghote ar 
rival in the eloaw White Nile, "The nortls wind changed 
suddenly to the south, in whieh imfivenuradide quarter 
ib continned steadily for a month; Gline tay ontop. 
_ bimete men dind to tow the vessels along: the Inks 
aginsé wind aid strenm for about 800 miles fren 
Wateol-Shambi to Condokero, Upon arvival at dict 
station, whieh To dual deserthed to them as) the 
“Promisacd Land,” they found a lovely park, hut 
withouG a single dwelling, fustead af hein received 
as deliverors hy a friendly aud) geatelul popiation, 
they meb with newleet and ibwill from al tribe of 
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robhers, allies of the Gade, whe fildened mpon the 
spoil of weaker neighhours. 

After all thoir havd work: and suffering in abteining 
tho promised paradine, they’ founed only additional 
hubour awaiting them, as they liad to wander several 
miles in search of long thateh-prass and timber to 
constrict tho new station, in which fatigue they 
wore entirely unassisted hy the sullen inhabitants, 

Ackot to these cisappointinents, the inen were 
hungry, aud no eattle could ba purchaser from my 
new subjects, who wero obstinate and refractory. 

Lohad a serious conversation with Sheik Allorvon, 
during which T clearly defined one relative positions, 
and represented to him in the strongest tama ‘the 
folly of (rusting to the suppert of Abow Snood and 
his peaple agringg Che goverment, as thay wer all 
anhjects of the Khedive and bound to ebey my ovdors, 
At the semo time C informed him of tho absolute 
necossily of cattle for tho snpply of the troaps, whieh 
T promised to pay for, ' 

1 elenrly saw that te miserable poliey of those 
people was to starve tho: troops into the supposed 
necessity of evacuating: the position, and retuming 
to Bhavtoum. f reprosontedt to Allorron the danger 
of trifling with a hungry lion, ab which he grhmed, 
ag a goud joko, and immediately replied: "Tf you 
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want cattle, F will give you some of my people as 
guides, and you eur go and abtick a ueighhour of 
mine, and expture his herds, which will Iasi you 
for along time,” T replied, that 1 could not injure 
ay one who dul not commilberl nn offenes, Iu 
as he for the last time refused assistanee, [should 
not permit his herds to graze upon ny pastiunayse ; 
therefore 1 begyed they might he confined to. the 
island, 

At the same tine 1 ollicially invited Allorren 
and all the headmen of the country, including: the 
sheik of Belinian, to an entertainment, tb intended, 

‘formally and officially, to mumex the eoulry to 


Egypt.

my station, As they filed throtgh the green trees, 
and thon formed into sections of companies as they 
emerged into the open ground, tho cfleeb was os- 
coedingly good, and the sheik, Allorron, and his 
friends, the headmen of many villages, looked 
with amazemont upon a seone that was altogother 
now to thom, 
Having arrived opposite the Hageskil) the broops 
formed in lino two deep oon the Mab grassy nufies 
of the heights ahove my: stebion ‘Tho long row 
of glittering bayonets aud tho pay duiforme of the 
oftivors bewiklered, the astonished motives, ALL the 
seilors, servants, mal can Tollowers were dressed 
in their best clothes, The prevailing colours, white 
ancl vec, looked exceedingly way upon the elosa ane 
oven stifies of the grec Gurl My atl! was come 
posed of my nides-de-camp, Lieutenant Paber RN, 
Tiewt-Colouel Abd-el- Kader, together with Uines 
other oflicors, aul My Higginbotham, At thik 
timo the horses were all in eseellont eoudition, 
Having ridden along tho line ad halted beneath 
tho flag, the (oops formed threo sides of a square 
With the flagesteul in the centre, ‘Pho fourth side 
fuciny the viver, wax then oeeupied by the artillery, 


with ten guns. 
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The formality. of reading the official proclamation, 
describing the annexation of the country to Hey pt 
in the name of the Khedive, then. took place at the 
foot of the flag-staff. At the termination of the Inst 
sentence, the Ottoman flag was quickly mn up by 
the halyards and fluttered in the strong breeze at 
the mast-head, The officers. with drawn swords 
saluted the flag, the troops presented anus, and the 
batteries of artillery fired ‘a royal salute, 

This’ ceremony “‘being completed, the treops 
marched , past ; after which, they formed in order for 
a supposed attack upon an imaginary enemy, and 
fired away about ten thousand rounds of blank 
cartridge in the advance down the long slope whivh 
led to the temporary camp and ‘tonts erected for tha 
entertainment, - Here the bugle sounded “disperse,” 
and all the men immediately set to work to light 
fires and prepare the food that had been already 
supplied for their dinners, I believe this was the 
only day of real enjoyment that the troops had had, 
The hours passed in rest and sleep wutil sunset, 

I had invited fourteen ofthe officers to dine with 
me, and our party of eighteen was easily accommo~_ 
dated on the roomy poop-deck of my diahbeeah, 

‘The Englishmen had a table to themselves in 
the garden, and were regaled with roast. beef and 
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real English plum-pudding, that, having been brought 
out in tins for Christmas Day, could not he found 
during tho voyages therefore it added to tho feast of 
tho “day of annexation,” and was annexed: aecord- 
ingly by English appetites. This was washed down 
and yendered wholesome by a quantity of pure 
filtered water from the river Nile, which was included 
in the amoxation; and was represented in the Nilo 
Basin mixed with Jamaicn rum, sugar, nutmes, and 
lomon-juice from the fruit of the trees plaitted by 
the good Austrian missionarics at Gondokoro, Tittle 
did they think, poor follows, of tho jollification to 
which their lomons would subseribo when they first 
sowed the good sceils, 

When dinner was over, wo ‘repaired to the large 
.divan tents, where refreshments were ‘ervangod, and 
the magic lantern was propared for the -smusement 
of officers und. mon, ‘I'his was an admirable machine, 
and was well exhibited by Tieutenant Baker. No 
one had ever seen such an exhibition befoxe, therefore 
it caused immense satisfaction, Ono of tho ropro- 
sentations that was most‘applanded, was, Moses going 
through the Red Sea with the Israclites, followed ly 
Pharaoh. The story being well known to ull Moham- 
medans, the performance was cneored with such energy 
that Moses had to go through the Red Sea twice, 
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aul they would have insiated upon bia crossing a 
thivd time, had the slide nob, hoon rapidly exchanged 
for nnothor subject 5 . 

‘Lhe formal ceremony of aimexation wis over, aud 
iG was necessary to deeide upon the fede, 

Chad issued the following Camp Rezulations » -

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My mon were hurd: ab work oreeting: mnguzines 
and building the alation, and tad Pont issued the 
above regulations, they would Jnwe ent down every 
ommuental trea in the neighbourhood Althonch 
the mission-house had disappeared, the foundations 
romained; Cd them up, aud procured sulllviont 
somul bricks to buill aw powderanagazine, whieh | 
covered with a galvanized iron roof md protected 
my amuuition, : 
~ Sevoral of tho Hyyptian soldiers deserted Mhexa 
people, who were for the anoxst ynit couviels, although 
professing Islamism, preferred to live witht Ue mitives, 
to the stony discipline of military lift, 

One oventng, the soubry, on grand befire ple hove 
of Lieutenant Baker and My Uigginhotlan, was 
observed by My Baker's soldier servant (a black) to 
lay his aifle on the growed and to enter ateuthily the 
dloonway of his hut. Abdullah Maseri, die servant, 
lost no Gime in nig towards the hub whielt 
he quietly entered in the dusk, without being per 
ceived by the thief within, whe fie the absones of 
Mx, Bakor was pillaging his boxes, 

Abdullah quietly crept up behind him, phmed 
him by the Imek of the neek, and held hin 
mtil he obteined assistuies, ‘There was uo ose 


evapo from vonviction, therefors f  xentomeed the 
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thie’ Go veesive 10Q ashes and (o he eonfined 
in irons, 

While he was undergoing tli punishment ho 
yolled for merey, saying, “will confess] will con 
foss all, Le was [who entered the Preluvs room at 
Towlikeoyah, Th was ab mo that the Pacha fired 
the pistol! Put mo in irons, Dut don't flog me; I 
will confess all.” 

Chis man was an Myyplian belonging to the 
* Torty ‘Thioves,” and he now confessed lis Lormer 
delinquency, Io wag secured in ivonk and placed 
wider a guard, "The fellow lua! been a professional 
thisf, and during the night Jar imumpet fo slip off 
his ivons and uuike his eseape, no donht with the 
counivance of the sentry, 

The fact of the natives receiving tho deserters was 
enough to mtegest thea suspicion that they wore 
tampering with the “boops, Although the Baris 
would neither work nor assist in any manner, they 
conbinded in splta of amy warning, la swine thot 
cattle aeross to the pasturage ou the mutinkuid ocen- 
pied by the troops, 

EZ agein gave tho sheik Allovvon notice, that if 
he contimed to drive his eattle to dhe forbidden 
pasture, thoy would be confiseated, 

On the following morning they returned to the 
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mainland as usuel, nob the slightest notice having. 
been, taken of my repented and oficial warning. 

TL gave orlers Go seenre Gham, Abowk Con aed 
of tho “Torty TMhioves” quietly expliiued: the order 
to tho natives who guarded the enttle, and without 
any romonstiance they drove theme to my sbution, 
and stood guard around the herd. 

The natives relymed to the jshd, and re- 
ported the affair ta the: sheik Allervon aut his 
peopl, 

Horly on the following morning, the sheik, accom 
panied by fifteen headmen of villages and a monber 
of natives, together with Tondhy the interpreter, 
attended mat formed a deputetion, TP reseived them 
Veneath the shady tree nem uy dinhbecul They 
looked vory sheupish, nud asked ame, “Why dud 1 
confisentinl their eatile $” 

Toxplained the reaion sand they at length aelnow- 
ledged that they had noe positive right of pasturage, 
as they had heen driven front heir country hy: the 
Loquia, and were if not for my presence they could 
nob venture to drive theiv entéle to the mained. 
At the seme time they explained, that the extreme 
dryness of the seuson had exluusted the prass npon 
the island after the close erasing of the large herds; 


thus they had imagined L should uot have any 
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oul objection’ bo their pashiring upon the east 
Jonks, which, as To lid ae eatthy would oltivwise 
he neglected, 

T oexplained thal the government mush he 
obeyed, ait that, as they dunk dixoheyed every 
order, E should take charge of their cattle (about 
200) witil they showed a disposition ba aceepb the 
Rhedive’s authotity, At the seme time, Hf the ntives 
woukl Ining thateh grass and assivb the troops ha 
forming the station (a work which they lad always 
performed annually for Abou Saood’s people), L would 
vob them their entdle, 

A. long conversation custed among the hewlnen, 
yeveral of whom rose in sugeession, and addyessed 
the menting with grow energy and fines, Phoy 
doghwadl that there had hoon a general misunela 
whtuiding, hub that they now began te eeniprohond 
thote position. Tinformer then that they must then 
selves appoint a vesponsibls sheik or endian, as 
many had refused to obey Allorron, should regard 
one chiel as their representative, and they as heard 
mon must elect him ab the present: assembly, |

Tho omeoting ended mosh salistietorily, The 
radives explained, that, altheugh Atlerren tad hen 
the ostensihde sheik for a great length of tine, the 
truo sheik by achual deseent was oa chief named 
Moxbd; Dut us his enttle had heen earried off hy 
the Loquia, he had lost hiss property, aid aso his fiw 
fluence among the people, fi those svaye eountrien 
the possession of property ix considered absolutely. 
necessiry tow mum ina high) position, 

Morhs was elected vimmimonaly ae tis aheik 
responsible to the government, ALL henadinen dee 
clave they would: obey hia orders even Alluryvon 
appeared pleased Ghat he had ehilteal his responsibility 
pen the shoulders of mother, The headin all pra 
mised that they would beat thei drums ind stunmion 
theiy people on thei vefri te thei villuges, id tie 
on the morrow they would collect: hamboos ane thatch 
gvass for any purpose we tight require, "Che meeting. 
onded by their agrecing to deliver a eertain imiber 
of bundles ina given ported: they dso peontixerd. 
to supply the troops with oxen abn xtipalated price, 
Morbs, the new sheik, then addressed me in the 
namo of the asammbly, and begged ime to establish 
confidenes and goodwill by returning them thet 
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cattle, TL hack expected thin: request. 1 therefore 
replied, that as they hud ablendeal pay stimiatis 
and promised obedience, L would: best their sineority 
by returving them not only their own cattle, but 1 
would trust them with the care ef ny three Tires 
breeding cows thet To had brought from the Role 
country ; ab the sume thine T pave them fay warn, 
that if they broke the agreement now enter apon, 
{ showd nob be in e hurry to rebum their cattle 
on wv feture occasion, ‘They seemed to Ie quite 
satisfied, and tho meeting broke wp. 

They dvove off the herd, toyether with my three 
cows, While my soldiers looked. on with weber amaze 
ment, and regarded me ax though [hid loab my 
SCSOs, 

Although Iohad ontered fito this: agrewment, dhe 
natives had not the slightest tlea af aurying owt 
their promises A few bundles of Imuboos were 
brought, also some thatch-grass, but not a ox wits 
given to the troops, ‘tho sheik of Belinim had 
refused to appear; and he alleged as an excuse that 
he feared treachery, sineo his: father and funily had 
béon murdered when guests of Abot Snood ‘The 
Boris of Gondokoro had regained their eattl, and 
they did not trouble themselves about their contract, 


as they inwardly hoped that hy stuving us they 
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might succeed in disgusting: che troops, which would 
uecessifate the abandonment ol the expedition, 

A. few days after the breach of eoutract, Tomby, 
the interpreter, appeaved, and told ane that the Bavis 
had refused to work, aad that the governunent would 
nob steeeed in that eountey, ‘The people wished. 
me to join them with my troops, and to attack 
their oll enemy, Loquia 0 shoul Chen obtain 
eabllo and sheep in the ragzin, and the government 
would be independent, 

This was the regular negra ayatem which had. 
originally intvodeed the shave dade tiroughout the 
White Nil. One tribe invariably requests the al- 
Liance of superior Cores to ntlack seni powerful 
ivighbour: tho prisoners af war become slaves, 
When trading adventurers first commenced on the 
White Nile, the atives sold ivery for bends and 
copper bracelets; aul bade war fairly established, 
‘The armed companies of the taudens were immediately 
invited to become allies, amd outtneks were “made 
upon the various tribes, ‘The eabtlo and slaves 
beeame the property ef the eaplors, The traders 
quickly discovered that ib was fir cusier and more 
profitable to stent cattle mid sluves to exchange for 
ivory, than to impor’ goods from Khavtoum, They 
commenced the system of eattle-lilting and slave- 

82 
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hunting, which rapidly increased until it arrived ab 
the immense scale already described. 

J preached morality in vain to the Baris; they 
were mete ruffians, and they longed for tho arrival 
of Abou Saood, who would once more give them mn 
opportunity of joining his people to plunder and 
enslave the tribes of the interior. Tt was in vain that 
I assured them of the impossibility of such pro- 
ceedings, and that Abou Sacod’s people would not 
be permitted by the government to continue such 
atrocities, They ridiculed the idea, and declared 
that the traders would always continue in their oli 
customs, notwithstanding the presence of the Khecive’s 
officers, They said that no business could le done 
in any other way in those countrics; they uclyised 
me to “take women and cattle, and thon the natives 
would listen to my advice, but not othoryise.” 

Tt was utter folly to attempt negotiations with 
these people; they were the most brutal and obtuso 
savages. They had been abandoned by tho mis- 
sionaries as hopeless, and they would acknowledge 
nothing but force. 

The troops were discontented. After all their fatigues, 

promised land was starvation, There was still 
h work to be done; as the expedition was in fact 


«ly commencing. By degrees the Baris absented 
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themselves ontirely from our eunp, and wo were 
left to ourselves as utter strangers, Tho cattle wore 
driven over to our fine pasturage daily, aul returned 
ab night to thoir island; but nob an ox, or even a 
goat, was ever offered for salo, and all communi- 
cation between us and the natives had apparently 
ecasedl, 

Tt was quite impossible to allow this to continue. 
I gave the order, and once more the soldiers quictly 
surrounded the herd of eattle, and drove them to 
head-quarters as before, ‘Tho old seeno wus ro- 
enacted, ‘Che new sheik, Morhd, together with 
Allovron and many headmen, arrived, Again a long 
palaver took place, through tho medium of 'Tomby, 
the intorprotor, and the promises of good behaviour 
wero renewed, : 

I informed them that T showld not eonfiseate 
thei cattle, but T should keep them as hostages for 
their good behaviour; at the same time, I should 
select a certain number of oxen us food for the 
troops, which should bo paid for, 

The mecting terminated with fresh assuraneca of 
goodwill... . A few days elapsed, but the Baris 
did not retwn; we were completely abandoned, 

On June 29th the camp was disiurbed at night 


by an attempt of the natives to drive off seme of 
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the catile, ‘The senley fired, Dut without elect, 
T foresaw trouble, 

On Tune ist To issued a Ceneral Onder fo the 
troops

Che 
twoops were daily engaged ino building the station, 
in which they were assisted by (he aailers, all of 
whom were obliged to enry the material fem a 
distunco of two ailes Cram the forest, A yaaty 
of savyers with a small oseort of soldiers wore 
settled in a camp nbouk threo amilea fron my 
station, ag the distance was too great for a daily 
rein from their work, One night they were

to eseape diiring the darkness, and ora rwiy to 
head-quarters, 

On Sed duane, at aheut 8 pan. when the euttle 
were grading te the heautifil paek-dike pron 
about a nile from headquarters, some Baris, who 
had stentthily appronehed the herd hy sGutking: Got 
bush lo Inish, without leis observed hy the sleupes 
evards, inade a stdden rush, with lol yells, aon: 
the cattle, and steceeded tn deriving oll len cnws, 
with whieh they sami the river without ao orhot 
heing fived hy the mivenly soldiers, 

On the night of the th dine Gwo ratives were 
captured by the senteies ‘These peaple Tid rvept 
be the pitel darkness, andl Chey hacl sneeseded: in 
entoring the entitle gaveeba. Que ef them conttssed 
that a large body of natives was assembled: int 
the high griss near the Tauke of tha river, witli 
the intention of abtueking theo zaveebu during he 
night. - ; 

EC immediately took eighteen men, and posted 


them in three parties of six at various points about 
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a quarter of a milo from my station, They were 
to lic .conccaled in these positions, which com- 
manded every approach to the camp. 

At 10.80 p.m I was aroused by tho sound of 
firing, and upon arrival at the spot I found that 
the sentries had fired into the advanced party of 
natives, some of whom they declared to be wounded, 
but I could find no trace of blood. 

Open war had commenced. ‘The natives. had 
deserted their ‘villages on tho portion of tho island 
opposite to my camp. ‘This island was shout seven 
miles in length, therefore, in veturn for the attacks 
mace upon my people on owt mainland, I determined 
to pay tho Baris a visit on the island, 

T issued the necessary orders. At 3 4M, on duno 
Sth, five boats with sixty mon dropped silently 
down the cast channel of tho river, with orders to 
-land at the oxtrome end of tho island. At tho 
‘game time two companics of troops Innded on the 
island opposito my station, whoro they waited in 
the dark until the steamer, with mysclf and two 
companies on board, had rounded the head of the 
island, and had obtained a position in the west 
channel. The troops then advanced along the-island, 
while the steamer ran easily down the strong current. 
Everything went well, but the noise of the paddles 
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quickly gave the ween, and the sound of a big 
dvum in the distance was almost immediately 
responded to by many others from various points. 

The steamer now ran ab half speed along the 
river, with the intention of entting off any nativo 
canoes, or intercepting any herds of cattle that 
might be passing to the west mainland Every 
arrangement was well carried out; but, unfortunately, 
as wo were running v6 abouG nine miles at hour, 
the steamer suddenly struck upon a sund-bank, where 
sho romained fixed, i 

After some vain abtompts to flout her, I instroeterd 
-Raouf Boy to do his best with her, and act, aceord- 
ing to circumstances, ab hig own diserotion, while 
I left the stcamor in tho dingy, accompanied hy 
Lioutenant ‘Baker and six soldiers of the “ Forty 
Thieves,” with the intention of joining the two 
companies under Licutonant-Colonel Abid-ol-Kader, 
who were marching down the island from, south to 
north. : 

Wo rowed down. the stream for forty-five minutes 
along tho west bank of the island. Thad caleulated 
the distance by time, and having allowed for the 
delay -on the steamer and the paco ab which the 
troops under Abd-cl-Kader would march, T eon- 


cluded that we should now land somewhere new 
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them. ‘This tiarned ent erect ae we jained lis 
party a few quinutes after we luc Left, the Jumt. 1 
immediately detached a serestit al uineteen men 
lo dnareh alone the ent hank until they shen 
moeekay boat, whieh tad heen ordered fo eontinus 
dong Che west bank until if slioulel tam romnd 
the tal of the ishud, when ik was fe return hone 
hy tho eust channel, Ghat would lead direet to ony

We had not see any Baris upon the ishind, whieh 
appeared to he quite deserted. "Pho eharactas of 
the ground had elumged Wee dat left the dey 
portion, whieh dad heen dutely sewn with dhinra, 
to we had oarvived: amon seattered inasses: of tall 
reeds growing from mid tately: hardened hy tee stn, 
aud fall of deep cattle rites, 

T threw ont skimuishers, as we shortly entered a 
Tack pieeo of country, At this moment we heard 
shots fived aut the tail of the ishme, about two miles 
in owe front. | 

We pushed on at the double, until stopped hy a 
deep channel of the river ahout thirky yards wide. 
On the other side we now heard the hora of the 
natives aud the lowing of entile Te was necessary 
to skiré the banks of the channel through thick 
forest ; thus, following the stream, we shortly arrived

ono deft, We galloped) np, followed rlosely by 
tha “Vorly Thieves,” who ran like lownda | imme 
diately survouled the atockade, from whieh the 
nettives ind goumeenced te shel their arrows, Na 
Beyptian traopa were close ug cid ta the iteordin 
Vght ib was iiipossibly to see Ce arrawe te their 
fight; thus one soldier was inimediately wounded 5 
another recwived aeshoG thratet tin Gratwers, An 
arrow stnel: in AO Higpinbotluan’a saddle, ant they 
Dogan fo fly about very vietoudy, “Pho arty 
Thieves” now opened fire, while Cir ey ptinis were 
drawn up fia fine about fifty yards Gam the 
stockude, 6 was anther awkward, as tie defence 
was a circle: thus es the troops fired ibe a common 
contre, the billets that pessed Hhrough the ilervening 
qpices between the aprighta ef hard weed eunoe 
pinging about our ears, Tho sky liad become prey, 
and thevo was now sullicieont light’ to diseover tho 
doorway of the stockade, U arderad the bugles: to 
soul “censo firing,” and prepared ta forces the 
entvance. ‘This was a nivrow archway about fou 
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Tard wood thab it was impossible ta destray. ‘The 
Moornvay was stopped by transverse Tavs of abdioos, 
oy Bari ebony, and protected by a mass of hooked 
thorn that had been dragged into the pases and 
jammed boncath the exoss-hars, 

T ordered Gicatenant-Colonel Abd-cl-Kader to force 
the gateway, ‘This ho immediately commeneed, 
assisted by Dieutonant Baker and Mv Tigginhotham, 
together with a party of the “Vorty Thieves,” while - 
others of the sume eorps closed ap to the stockade 
on oither side the entrance, and kept wp a heavy 
fire to protect the abltuek, 

Tn the meantine, the immense diam within the 
rtoakade was thindoring ong the summons to collect 
the whole of the neighbourhood for war, This signal 
was auiswered by the heavy booming some of ine 
numorable dens throughout the disteich far and 
near; and as ib had now beeome Tight, 7 could 
distinguish tho natives collecting from all parts and 
evidently smrounding ow: position, — I» therefore 
posted my men as skirmishers around the circle about 
vighty yards distant {vom the stockado, faeing. out. 
wards, while the sniall party forced: the gateway. 

The five of the snider rifles and the steady shooting 
of the “Vorly Thieves” quickly redueed the number

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of arrows, and the natives, finding that ib was get- 
ting too hot, suddenly mace a dash throngh a scerct 
entrance and rushed through the troops, now of ne- 
cessity widely seattered, and they gained the forest. 
Attlie same time the gateway was foreed, and we 
found a prize within of upwards of six hundred cows. 
The ‘stockade, or zarecba, was immensely strong, formed 
of massive logs of ivon-wood desply imbedded: in the 
earth, and arranged so closely together that not one 
bullet out of ten would have found its way through 
the-erevices if fired from a distance, . The propor way 
to attack the circular strongholds is to make @ sul- 
den rush close up to the defence, and to lay thio rifle 
betiveen the openings; the stockade then becomes 
a protection to the attacking party, as there is no 
flank fire to-cnfilade them. 
The natives were now gathering on all sides; 
_ but we were in possession, and although our party 
consisted of--only sovonty men, wo had an im- 
pregnable position, which I could hold ‘until joined 
by Tayib Agha. I accordingly took ‘a few of the 
“Forty Thieves” toa, distance of about 150 paces 
away from the centre, and concealed them as. 
. Sharpshooters; ‘wherever I found a convenient cover. 
The fire of the sniders kept the enemy at a re- 


spectful- distance, and I took a few shots myself’ 
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at Jong range to teach thém ‘the real value of a 
snider rifle. . ; 

There were no signs of ; Tayib- Agha. Tho sun was 
risen, and clouds of steam began, to rise from the wet 
ground and the dripping trees. . I ordered some grass 
huts to be fired, as the volume of smoke might attract. : 
the attention of Tayib Agha’s detachment, which hod 
evidently gone astray. If near, they must have heard. 
the sound of our’ rifles, : 

The huts were soon in flames, and the smoke rose 
high in-air, which avould be a: signal to be seen 
from a great distance, : 

I sont two buelers to the top of a tall tree, from 
which clevated. post they blew the call for the lieu- 
tenant-coloncl- and his threé companies continually 
for about half an hour. 

We were hungry, therefore a fat calf was killed, 
and cooking immediately commenced, TI had. a iittle . 
box of salt and pepper, together with somo’ bis- 
cuits; thus we were in luxury, My good Monsoor | 
was a fair cook; therefore tho fat, kidneys, and liver 
having been cut into pieces about two inches square, 

and arranged on a stecl ramrod, were well “salted 
and peppered, and laid on the red-hot embers when. 
the flame and smoke had. subsided, There is nothing 


se good as kabobs thus simply prepared: the ramrod

open hills ab the foot of Redinim iomtain, abet 
a milo aud on hall bo our right. We shortly dine 
tinguished smoke, whieh was a reply ti awe sien, 
Te was evident Ghat Tuyth Agha tad: strayed) far 
to the south, but ik was eatishiefory ta fonew that 
he had seen our position 

We could now distinguish the trooper with the 
telescope, and even uakes oth the: pam that was 
dvagyed by about twenty iia. ‘They were an their 
‘direct way to join us, 

My mon had e¢aptured Unrew yore girls, whom 
they brought tome, ‘The oldest was abonk fifteen, 
and was prety aad" intelligent : she had formerly 
beon a slave of the traders, amt was nutrkedl, necoreings 
to their custom, by several sears on either check 
This gitl spoke good Arwhie, and did not appear bo 
show the slightest alam. 
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Yo asked her why the Beliniaa Baris had attacked 
us, nd Gaken cattle trent the station ab Condakera, 
without Che slightest: provocation? She replied tub 
they had deen invited hy the sheile Allorran to 
heeomo allies, therefore they lack ablecked ux anil 
driven off the cows, some of which were now amone 
the cattle we had that morning eaplared, 

C told her that we uever took aleves,  therefare 
sho and hee companions might return te the Baris, 
mid inform them that 2 hack come upon the tracks 
of the cattle whieh thoy dud driven off from Cons 
dokoro, Tf they desived peace, E shauld be happy to 
trout with them, but if they shold return to abttetk 
us at headquarters, | oshoulel nat spare them, bit | 
would utborly rook thon out of the neighbourhaad, 
Tho girls Inughed and started ofl) nob de the Teas 
disturbed by toe seene around then, 

At deneth, ‘Tayih Agli’s  dettehment arrived, 
‘They were very angry with) Morgiin, tie guide, who, 
thoy declared, had purposely misled then "Phis wats 
nob the trebs Che mune ted lost his way die Che dark 
in the endeavour lo seek av better path, for the gem 
Llowever, wo were now united, and [ardored the meen 
ta Ivo fist, 

The sniders. had) cleaved the natives trom the 


vicinity, and, now that we had een reitoresd by 
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“fayib Aghws parky, there war no hope for the Baris 
They accordingly kept aloof, aaul merely waleled one 
movements. fromthe tops of high trees, where they 
perched like commorunits, and suw (he enjeytient of 
the oops, ongdyed in vousting beef (hat dal lately 
heen thei own, 

Tfully expected a dillien diy with (heouadives: when 
we shoul attempt to drive the herd of strmnpe ent tle 
through the didienlé path lo Gondukore, — } Shereiore 
determined to make a recomuaissanes of) the ucigh- 
hourhood when the men should have finished their 
breakfast, inorder to drive the Baris from the 
vicinity, aud tins obtain a fair start for tee cattle, 

Leaving one company lo protect the stockade and 
captured cable, [took the remaining: tree vompuuies 
aud the gun, and extending tho Tine in apen order, 
with skirmishers Ciown oub in Ceout and the yan 
in the centre, we advanced: through Che comilry, 

A luge river bod, vow almost dry, with very 
abrupt banks, Jay on ow deft. ‘Phe wood heen 
thinner, and we suddenly emerged upon a hroul, 
open valley or plain; which was bounded on ow right 
hy the high mountain of Belinian, whouwt a mile and 
a half distant, 

This plain was covered with villages, and the entive 


country was greon with cultivation, the dhura being

then about two feeb high ‘Tho gun-carriage ran 
easily over the flat ground, aul we advanced rapidly 
forward, the Baris clearing out of their villages and 
gathering on our flanks as we approached, A. shot 
from the gun senb an eight-pound shell which ex- 
ploded in the aiv above a group about 700 yards 
distant ‘Tus was sullicient notices to quit, The 
enemy dared not stad upon open ground; thus, 
after we had driven them forward for about 
two miles, we faced about ant returned te the 
stocluule, 

Wo now opened the guteway and drove out the . 
hungry cattle, ‘They looked very wild, and I vather 
feared a stampede ib was necessary to lenye them. in 
the hands of our two allies, Sherroom, und Morgian, 
as the cattle neither understool Arabic nor the 
nimners or erstoms of (he Myeyptinns After a little 

whistling and coaxing in the Dari langunge, the herd 
started, well protected hy troops on both tanks, and 
ui oadvanee guard ab 150 paces’ distanee, The’ 
ver was brought wp hy the gua and. the “Forty 
thieves.” , 

‘The natives appeared to be wider the impression 
that we were going to pass the night wt the zareeba; 
thus they had no knowledge of ow: start, and we 


arrived at Gondokero maul entered the station: about

Lonow Tetra that the Baris al CGoadakera liad 
Hmagined that tie greater portion of Che Groupe Tied 
gone to Belinim for an exeurdion af some days;

Ts toned 
1 owe euttings open, therefore he lad au dillientiy 
wibil he wvrived at the dian, Chyongh whieh his peophs 
eb a passe, The erent rush oof wilor seouredl a 
deep channel, and his squadven of Tight vessels eame 
on without dilliculty, TL ardercd Abow Suond’s people 
to emmp on the west bank of the river, as P did: nob 
wish them to he in coustiné communication with 
my troops, who would quickly become contaminated 
by their morals. 


Tho nowa brought by Abou Snrood from Kharteun 
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informed me of the darth of Agiid; therefore the 
ryepreseniation of he firm of Apiidl & Co, Tul new 
dovalved upon Abow Srood, his: soncinelaw, 

} now heard that the people of Abon Snood, who 
numbered about 500 men, had brought with them 
w hage herd of cattle whieh they had driven along 
the west- bank of the rivers thus in dixveet detianes 
of the govermont authority, be had made a ragzin 
upon some tribe during his voyage, and he had 
Tob seruplect La present imwel!’ ta me with the herd 
of stolen eattlo staring mie in the fea on tho other 
side of the wator, 

Onomy way up trem the Buln Cavalli 1 lad lett 
aw Turkish major, Achmet Rafik  Wlondi, with a 
corporal and five men, in the Shiv teihe, whout forty 
miles from Condokorve, with a triend|y sheik unmed 
Niamboro. ‘This sheik was the tallest and most 
powerful nim (hag fever saw in Attica, and he was a 
faumstworthy anck good fellow, Woe had promined to 


cultivate a fam for the goverment, therefore J had 


given him ten Iushels of dhe for seed, and FP had- 


lofi with him ab his request the oflicar and soldiers, 
to represent the goevermmené and to superinteml the 
cultivation, 

L now discovered that the scoundrel, Abou Saaod, 


Had attacked the uatives without any provuet 
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Ri) 
tion, and hed eerried ofl Che cattle trom the: sheik 
adjoining Niambore's district, 

Vhe natives wold: uatioally: invite that mye 
oflicer aad six ee were spies who tant directed 
Abo Stood to they enttle, at there would dea 
great chanes af a conllick between Ninubere, their 
protector, aid his neighbonrs who had hee robbed. 

Toobservedd with the Celeseope: that the people of 
Abou Baood whe arrived with Che herd of entths 
were acconpunied hy a great number of natives, 
and the Baris of Condokero, whe were at open war 
with us, flocked to welegme Gir new commas as obit 
friends who diel been long absent. The brigands 
hal as usted arrived with a kewe ered af eattte 
whieh in Atvien is always the heat iuteoduetion s ties 
Vhe robber tribe of Allorren was delighted at the res 
tun of thos who dad always led thent te planter, 
and had enriched theme with tho spoil of cows mul 
slaves, Ll find the following entey in iny journal, 
dated - 

“June 1, U8?ie The natives wha are ub war 
with ous have been gathering in dere muhers 
to the spot on the west bank ovenpied by Abou 
Saool'y people, The Tatler are ueboatly holding 
friendly intercourse with them, and the Davin are 


quite at home assisting these rascals in erecting 
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their camp, although they positively refused to assint 
the geverunent upon our fiest arvival. This is the 
tremonuble conduct of Abou Savod, who knows 
perfectly well) tut we ae at open war with the 
Baris, 

“Tfis larwe herd of about 1400 fat cattle were 
deiven dong in tiamph, followed hy the admiring 
population. of thieving niggers, who iil his arrival 
as the harbinger of ful tines, Gondekoro heiny 
the general depot for all stolen cattle, shaves, &e., 
amd the slarting point’ for every pirationl expe. 
dition, 

“Tithe afferneon | stirted tna dingy, necompunied 
hy Colonel Abdel Kader, Lieutemt Baker, Monor 
maul Jour soldiers, Co yvisit: Ure traders’ campo on the 
west site of the river,

The only errov tat Tea aeknowledge throughout 
the expedition was my presen leniney. 7 should 
ab ones huve placed Ahow Snood in ions, and lave 
sont him to Khartomn, instead of dewving him at 
largn fo ervey on his infeignes atinst the govern 
mont. 

Tintended on tha first opportunity to send netica 
to the Shir tribe of Cha safety of thet cutie, Dut 
an ineident shortly oeeurred tue altered: my doter- 
miniution, 

Ab the same time that Abou Snood was in disgrace, 
he was a losom friend of the eoloncl, Raoul Boy, 
who commanded my troops, ‘They dined togothor 
constrntly in the house ef the Iatler officer, and their 
friendship had origindly commenced in Chartown 
thing the Jong interval that the regiments wero 
awaiting my arrival from Chiro, Ti was during 


that interval thaé the oalieers of tho expedition had. 
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fraternised with the White Nile tradera who vesided 

at Bhavtown. 
The vesult of such intimacy might lie haan, 
The: ‘object of the expedition lanl abwaya hee 
distasteful to both offeers and men Phe traders 
had alveady seen hy the examples incbe ak Twi 
- keeyah that IT should actually destroy Heir cherished 
slave-trade. Te was Cherefore naturel Ghat Abou 

Saood shauld exert himsell to ruin the expedition, 
Having a friend in Raow! Bey, Ins was iin posi- 
tion to create division of opinion, Ue constantly 
associated with this offcer, in order that it show 
es be generally known Uhl he wat aappartal hy an 
‘influential person in the government servies, The 
seandal of the eamp quickly aastned Ciel the 
opinions concerning the shiveteadera between amy: 
solf and Raowl Rey were ab variance, 

The officers of the expedition hind, contrary) to 
my oxpress orders, purchased 1260 slaves fram the 
stations of the traders daring the White ‘Nile 
voyage! I had only Joamnt this on avvival al 
tondokoro ; thus when carn was so geurea thal 
the rations were reduced, while those of ment were 
increased, we had an addition of 126 mouths! 

The policy of the slave-traders was identical 
with the feclings of the. oflicers and mon, all of 
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whom wished te bandon the expedition and return 
to Khartoum, Abou Saaad worked mole-like in his 
intvigites, Ue fraternised secretly with Allorvon and 
his Tavis, Many of bis men pavehased tobaeco from 
the uatives in exchange for ammunition, “The 
natives from Belinian were in daily communication | 
with Abou Saood’s eump, and thetr spies obtained 
information of our proceedings, and carriel the news 
throughout the country that & they would he sup- 
ported by Abou Saood against my authority.” 

T learnt everything that ovourved through trust 
worthy agents, Tt quickly beeame known that Raouf 
Bey waa desirous ta terminate the expedition, The’ 
contagion spread rapidly, and the men worked. 
languidly ancl withou’ the slightest dilevest © they 
had made wp their minds that the expedition was 
a failure, and thet a seareity of eorm wonld be their 
excuse for a rebum to Khartoum. Abou Saood 
fanned the flame among tho officers, and discontent 
became general, 

In tho meantime the. Ravis wore very active in 
annoying the camp at night, Although thess natives 
could nob stand against the troops in the open, 
they harassed them hy necessitating a perpetual 
vigilance both by night and day. 1 was necessary

please ino rifle prnetion, bub it appeared ahnost 
impossible to mde Chem good shots, Ont of forty 
wight aflivars and omen, flat only dtteen who 
could he ealled rewl hitters s--tha atherd were only 
shooters, 

The grent diliety was to inatruet them in’ diss 
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funces, L freiquently ook thom away from camp 
ark mado them guess the distance in paves fron some 
povticular object, such as a tree, ov whitewant hill 
Very few of the men had tho slightest idea of this 
important subject; but at the commencement, even 
: the officers were perfectly ignorant, At length, by 
constiunt practice ab the target, varying the rango 
from 100 to 300 yards, about a third of the corps 
became fair shots, and chese few were tolerably good 
Judges of distance up to 4000 yneds. Lhe colonel, 
Abd-chdCader, beeane an excellent shot, ashe was 
an officer who took: great interest in his’ profession, 
‘The remainder of the corps shot as well as they could, 
and took great pains; but although they were con 
sidered crack marksmen by the line-regiments, their 
reputation would have suffored if Utelr detivioncies 
had been exposed AG any rate, they wero very 
dangerous with such a weapon as the snider, when 
firing into masses of the enemy, 

I distingnished “The Forty” from the line regiment 
by a searleé uniform; this was a simple ved flannel 
shirt, worn outside their Zouave trousers, and seeurec 
by a belt, with ammunition-pouches, round tho waist. 
This uniform, with Hnen gaiters, and with a head- 
dvess of the scarlet fez, hound by a tavhan of cobalt 


blue, looked remarkably well, 
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Tr active seevicg, the alltecrs carvied muderss Cus, 
the corps complete cousiaterd of Covtyecivht sitders ;

Tho discipline of this picked corps— Abd-ol- Rader 

and. the Forty Uhieves was the commencemant of te

greab work of the expedition, 

Tho ollicioncy of “The Morty?’ was an established 
feb of what could be aceomplished where ofliver 
and men were governed by thet peculiar confidence 
that bound them together as one aman, ‘Mhroughous 
the expedition, aftor this confidence had boon once 
estitblished, Tnover for we instané doubted the fidelity: 
of my men; they would have followed imo through 
fire or water, without the slightest hesitation, In 
action, “ ‘The Forty” were always in advance, and 
they were watched with eagerness and even pride 
hy the other regiments: when thrown out: as skir- 
mishers they climbed yoeks, pushed through jungles, 
and cleared the enemy from tho county with ir- 
yesistible activity, Promotion, from the line to “Tho

Vorty ” was considered as un honouws, and so perfoat 


was the esprit de corps, that in the event of a 
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vaenney heiug enticed: hy sieknesa. or ether ease, he 
men reporter’ foome the ehararter nf the ne w-romer 
hefore die wie bhnitied, and respeetfally: deelined 
to oyeeeive dim HP he here a dowhthl reputation ;

who has learnt all that be knows fram his oieers, 
Wwhont he udinits as his superiors, will quickly adapt 
their veligion, ny he has been obliged to adopt 


their inilitary rules. My soldiers were all Mahain- 
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medans, simply heeauas thoy had heen faght by 
their oflicors that good soliliers sheukd he haw 
believers. 

As T havo already desertbed, my station was a 
mile and-a half distant from headamarters, and 
the arrangements ander my personal inspection were 
very diffrent from the lax discipline of Guy olticors 
ab Gondokore. , 

Tho natives of Belinian had disregurded (hoe warn: 
ing they had reeeived, and now, having lmeneel 
themselves with the Uavia of Caudokove, Chey were 
conshuntly on the watelo for an epportinity of aur 
prising tho eats puts, Coneonting themad yes 
behind thiek foliage, they stalked tho eaveless seatrbes 
with the adroitness of Ameriem Snelians, and sdines 
times suecoeded iu making a dash aud ceiving all! 
a few heal of cattle, 

Twas obliged to take ext preeantions durhny the 
night, as my little station was Topendent only upon 
“The Vorty,” while the enmp at head-quarters wis 
occupied by “1,200 men, in addition to akant dod 
stilors, and the six Enelishmen,

constantly fired at by the seutrios, 1 served ont

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tho camp. , This it waa hoped would be a ware 
ing thet might deter othors, 

On 5th July tho natives mado an attempt on 
the centile, and shot a sentry with an arrow. 

On 7th July the Baris attacked the ony during. 

‘the night. 

On 8th July IT sent a company to take posses- 
sion and to hold the island. ‘They met.the natives ; 
and Monsoar and Achmet Bash Chotsh had a 
narrow escape from lances. The Baris lost three 
killed and two prisoners, . 

On that day the river rose fow: fect six, which 
was tho highest flood during the wot season. 

On 10th July, ab mid-day, several hundred Baris, 
having cautiously approached the grazing cattle un- 
observed, made a sudden rush from the ‘bushes upon 
tho guards, killing one soldier and wounding another. 
Tho soldiers belonged to the line, and must have 
behaved badly, as-the musket and cartouche-hox 
and belt were stolen and carried off from the 
dead man, The shots from the guard immediately 
alarmed the camp. ‘Tho horses were saddled, and, 
attended by, Lieutenant Baker, I rode hard in pur- 
suit, The natives had gained tho forest and had 
aeattered, hut we rode a red-painted savage to bay, 
who fought to the last, shooting two arrows at 
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ne, whieh Poayniderdt by dropping quighkly on my 
harse’s ueek, aud third arraw stuck deeply in 
Me.

Choy toased us ab night like rats, but they lost 
many mon. I yather admired them for their per 
sistence, as tho scouts must have been adventurous 
fellows, Whenever these people were taken prisoners, 
they confessed that they wore the spies of the main 
body that was concealed at some distance in the 
your, ‘Lhe favourite method of a Bari attack is 
duving the “night, when the darkness reduces the 
diniger of fire-avms, On such oceasions they gene- 
wily halt oither in forest or high grass, aveording 
‘to chreumstances, about half a mile from the eamp 
they propose to attack, Scouts are sen forward 
to ascertain the position and vigilance of sentries 
before tho advance of tho main body. The scouts, *~ 
being quite naked, crawl upon their hands ‘and 
knees until the darknoss permits them to ap- 
proach within a few yaxds of tho sentries, ‘Chey 
then Tie flat upon their bellies unobserved until 
thoy can retreat to the oxpectant body in thoir

IT hoard the bugles at head-quarters, together with 
a confused din of native drums, horna, and yells, 
The first shots had appeared to. proceed from the 
sontrics, bub these were shortly succeeded by heavy 
file-firing from the whole force at the camp. An 
attack had evidently been made, and a regular fight 
was going on at head-quarters: it was therefore to 

“bo oxpected that my small force would soon have to 
act on the defensive. Spare ammunition was quickly 
in readiness, and we were well prepared, 

Tn the meantime, a genoral action was growing 
hotter every moment; tho yells of the natives and 
the din of thoix horns became louder, I was mo- 
mentarily expecting to hear the sound of cannon, 
and Tavas speculating upon tho offect that the fire 
of ten gus loaded with case shot would have 
mnong such a crowd of enemies; but to my astonish- 
ment not ea gun was fired, Simply the roll of 
muskebry continued, : 

In about half an hour the native yells grow fainter, 
the notso of their horns and drums was reduced, 
and the heavy firing dwindled to dropping shots, 
T heard the bugles sound “ cease fring” T then 


heard "the advance.” Again firing commenced, 
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this tine in volleys; then I heard ones more “conse 
firing,” and then “the rebreab:” the ablack was 
repulsed, , 

{ could not understand why any little station 
had not heen attacked ; bub L subsequently heard that 
the natives were more afraid of the ‘Morty Thioves” 
than of the entire force. Added to this was the 
powerful reason that T had only a few cows for mill, 
while the attxaction of many thousand head of 
evttle induced an attack on the camp ab Gondokoro, 

On the following morning before sunrise [rode 
up to eamp to hear the news, [6 appeared that 
the natives had actually surprised the sentrios. Wo 
had Jost a corporal, Jilled ; and a Heutenant end 
one soldier wero wounded by aerows, 

‘The Buris and the Loquin had attacked in largo 
force with the intention of biming the station, as 
many were provided with {kuuing firebrands, with 
which they had atvaneed Inuvely to the edge of 
the thorn fence, Ifad the station nob been pro- 
tected hy this defence it is probable that the enemy 
might have sueceeded in firing the houses, 

As usual, the troops had fired badly, Such a 
fusilade as [ had heard should have covered the 
plain with dead, ‘The oftieers and mon declared 


that great numbers of the enemy were killed, but 
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their comrades had carried off the bodies ‘This 
was true to a certain extent, as | saw blood in many 
directions, and we found a Loquia lying dead with 
two bullet wounds, through the head and thigh. 

There can be: no doubt that the camp was sur- 
prised through the neglect of the patrol and the 
sleepiness of sentries, and it was only saved by 
the thorn fenee and the fire of so large a force as 
1,200 men. The colonel in command of the troops, 
Raouf Bey, could give no satisfactory explanation 
for the silence of the artillery, but he subsequently 
told me they had forgotten rts ewistence in the 
excitement of the moment. Auother officer told me 
they had brought wp one gun, but could not find 
the key of the ammunition, I remembered what 
David said in his haste, and I came to the con- 
clusion that they had been disgracefully surprised. 

I determined to Jose no time in protecting the 
station by a ditch and earthwork, so that I could 
leave a garrison without risk, and I would then 
attack the country in every direction, — 

The iron magazines were completed, and all goods 
and supplies were stored. The camp was so far 
finished that the men were housed. J therefore 
drew a plan for the fort, which I intrusted to the 


care of Ma. Higginbotham, the chief engineer, 
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for execution, To gave orders that all hands, ine 
eluding tho sailors, should immediately be employed 
to dig the fosse, Tho experlition was well sup 
plied with tools, and the work was commenced 
with vigow, us the officers and mon did not ob- 
ject to have a deep ditch between them aud the 
enemy, 

— T also planned o triangular fort as a proteution 
to my small hord of wbout a hundred mileh cows 
ab my own station, The “dorty Thieves” did 
not require a fort, but tho cattle might be cared 
“off by a sudden rush that would induco a stampede 
unless they wero well secured, 

“Tho Horty” sob to work, assisted daily by 
thivty men from head-quurtoxs, and we soon had v 
strong fort, with ditch and rampart, that dotied 
abback, 

A short time efter tho grand surpriso of the 
camp at head-quarturs, tho lust attempt was made 
upon my little station, which ended as usuel in my 
men being well on the alert, and in the dexth of 
ono of the svouts, shot by the outlying guard 
through the thigh. Before ho died, ho confessed 
that the Belinian and the Loguia, together with 
the Baris of Gondokoro, had united in the goncral 
attack on tho camp on tho 21st; but that they 
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had lost many men, who, being badly wounded, 
had. died on the road during the retreat, 

My little station from this date went out of 
fashion, and the Baris declined to attack, as they 
subsequently declared that my sentries were lever 
asleep: like those at head-quarters. 

“Tho Forty ” had earned a reputation that increased 
their self-respect. Not only were they nearly sure to 
kill the wily scouts, but patrols at night searched out 
the ‘natives, and. generally came upon them with 
fatal effect. - 


CHATTER X, 
DESTRUCTION OF CTIEE SEEER Dae ACHEATEN TS, 


On duly do, 1871, b owas astonished ye the arrival

When Abon Snood had passed fis countey  sonie 
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weoks since, his people had attacked a neighbouring 
sheik, and had carried off a large number of eattle, 
although he was aware of the presence of a govern- 
ment officer with a very small detachment, Abou 
Swood had sent three of the captured cows as a 
present to the officer in command, . Achmet Rafik, 
who, instead of protesting against the razzia, had, 
‘Murk-like, actually accepted the present, and thus 
had fallen into the snare. 

Tho natives, smarting under the unprovoked 
attack, visited Niamboor, and desired him to send 
my men out of the country, as they wero evidently 
leagued with those of Abou Snood, Tho sheik 
Niamboor refused, and declared that he should pro- 
teeb them until he received further oxders from mo. 
This implicated Niamboor, and the neighbours then 
insisted upon the srerifiee of Achmet Rafik and his 
few soldiers in revenge for their lost cattle, Niam- 
‘hoo, with 2 chivalry that is rare among negroes, 
declaved his determination of sheltering my people 
witil, he should communicate with ime. He was 
attacked at night by the neighbouring — sheike ; 
and my soldicrs assisted him in the defenee. The 
aback was repulsed, and he determined to retun 
the compliment on the following day, with the

Al my anticipations of avecesfal cultivation liad 
Deon fuithes, Che drought of this year lad caused 
& genordl seareitys “The aientes of dady and Augnst 
should have the heaviest rainfall; duly dal just 
expired with a xdntall of only 1Gt ine ‘The 
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mean temperature had been 7iy° ab-6 AM; ab 
noon, 84°, 

I was very anxious about our supply of dhurra, 
which would not last much longer. On 1st August I 
ordered the troops to receive fifteen days’ rations 
of vice, 80 28 to save the small stock of dhurra 
until the . crops should be ripe upon the island. 
These were guarded by a company of ‘troops, I 
extract the following entry from my joumal:— 

“ August 2, 1871,—The Soudani soldiers are dis- 
contented with their rations of dhua; and to-day I 
was addressed by an unreasonable mob, demanding 
an inererso of com which does not oxist  ‘UChese, 
people never think of to-morrow, and during the 
long voyage from Teowfikeeyah they have been 
stealing tho corn, end drinking merissa heedless of ., 
the future, ; 

“Theo black colonel, Tayib Agha; is much to 
blamo for the discontent, as he has, upon several 
occasions, in the presence of the troops, told My. 
Ifigginbotham and myself that ‘the men could 
not work well because they were hingry’ This 
foolish remark, made before the soldiers by theiv own 
licutonent-colonel, is cortain to ereate discontent, 

“T wot across to tho island to examine the com: 


the greater portion of the crop will be ready in 
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about cight daysy but the Baris, in spite of the 
guards, are stewing Jarge quantities during tho 
night, 

“The terrible diflieulty in this country is the 
want of com; and now that all diveet, eomuni- 
cation with Khartoum is cut off by tho obstructions 
in the Nile, the affair is most gerions, ‘The natives 
ave all hostile, thus a powerfal force, is absolutely 
necessary, but the dilienlty ts ia feo this foree, 

“T wrote an official letter to Raoul Bey to caution 
Licutenant-Colonel Tayib Aghw against making 
remarks in the presenes of his trdops” 

On August 3 the stenmer retuned, bringing 
Achmet Rafik and the sole sueviving soldier from 
the Shir, ‘This officer deelared his men to. have 
been insubordinate, and that they joined the ne 
tives against his orders to minke an attack npon 
their enemies, 

Two witnesses, the surviving soldier and the wife 
of one that was killed, declared that Achmet Ratik 
himself gave the mon orders to attack a tribe, in 
company with the people of Niamboor; but fearing 
responsibility for the result, he now laid the onus 
of failure upon the insubordination of the men 

My ‘people were so obtuse that they could not 


understand the true position of aifaira ‘Ihe harvest 
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was commencing. I had jealously guarded the corn 
upon the island, which ‘should have produced at 
’ deast 500 urdeps; but the officers and men did 
not wish to see the granaries filled, as that fact 
would destroy the excuse for a return to Khartoum ; 
thus, instead of ‘labouring with heart and soul to 
gather ‘the harveat, they worked so lazily, that in 
nine days they only ‘reaped 237 urdeps, or not one 
half that was actually upon the fields, They per- 
mitted the natives to steal it by night, and the 
swarms of small birds destroyed an incredible 
quantity by day.” These innumerable and ruinous 
pests do not consume the entire grain, but they 
nibble the soft sweet portion -from the joint 
of each seed, neatly picking out the heart; .thus 
the ground beneath is strewed with their remnants 
of destruction, 

UT had not visited Belinian since the first attack, 
for two reasons. Virst, we were engaged .in forti- 
fying the station; and, secondly, I did not wish to 
raise the suspicion among the Baris that I might 
come down suddenly upon their crops.. Up to the 
present time we had acted mainly ‘on the defensive, 
and the natives had no fear for their harvest. I 
knew that abont 2,000 acres of dhurra would be 


at our service by a sudden attack on Belinian, if 
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y 
‘the Evoops would: work earnestly te seen i AG 
tho sume time f owast oaftail teomention the anh. 
ject, Joab some inteigno might destroy the possibility 
at sitecess, 

If Abon Saoml or his people liad pesseaser a 
knowledge of any dtteations, they wenkd ae ones 
haya given warniiyg ta our enemies, unl would 
have destroyed ny pho, Roth Abou Snood and 
the greater mouher al the ofieora were nasxiously 
watehing the close of the drama, us Choy imagined 
that with the disnppeurmnien of supplies, the eurtiin 
would full upon the bast act. 

T possessed information duce would render ine ines 
dependent. af com frant  Kyiartauta, if the troupes 
woul only work honestly, Were were ab apn wat 
with Ue Haris, uel we fuel been constantly ale 
jected to their attacks, Clad areangerd any plan to 
completa my forts Ho a to he ready for a campaign 
ab the commencement of tie turvest, when the 
country would be fall of eorn My two rich Junvests 
would be Relinian twelve niles dishintesaned the 
feuitful islands beyond the mownttin Rogiaf, about 
sixteen miles sonth of Gondakere, The latter would 
ho easily collected, a tha vowwhs could load at the 
islands, und convey the enrgaen down “alvenm direct 


to head-quarters, : 
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Evwything depended upon the officers and men. 
Raouf Bey, who commanded the troops, was in daily 
cmmmmicrtion with Alou Saood, who was exerting 
himself to the utmost to ruin the expedition by pro- 
moting discontent, and persuading the officers that 
they would dic of starvation, and that.the Baris were 
inmost: dangerous onemies, who would exterminate the 
troops should T weaken the force by taking a detach- 
inet to form stations in the interior. 

Ie was thus pre-arranged by my own people that, 
even df in the midst of plenty, the corn should not 
ly collected in any larger quantity then would sultice 
to food the expedition during tho return voyage from 
(ondokoro to haxtoun, 

“Tn that case, the oxpedition would be broken up 
aul abandoned. "The authorities would plously 
ojaculate, TL hand el Mahl" (Lhanks be to God }) 
‘the comntry would once more fall into the hands of 
Abow Snood by contract with the government of the 
Soudan. ‘The good old times of slave-hunting would 
return, wd remain widisambed. he Christian avould 
have leon got rid of by an ignominious failure. 
Abou Snood would have bonsted of the success of his 
diplomacy 5 and Allorron and his Baris, once freed 
from the vestraint of goverment, would have 
fratornised. again with their allies the slave-lnuters, 
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to pillage, kidnap, and dosolale the produetive 





countries of Central Afric 

TL determined that the expedition should sueeeed, 
and, with Co's help, £ would. overcome every oppo- 
sition, : 

The forts were completed. Condokore, ov as [ 
had named it, Ismailia, was protected by a ditch 
and carthwork, with Jastions mounting ten guns. 
My little station was also fortified ; thus I coud com. 
mence a cumptign agalast tha whole Bart tribe, 
without fearing for the safety of my hase, 

On August 30, 1871, I started with a force of 450 
men, With one gun, and one roeket-trough for Hale's 


three-pounder rockets, 





T deft twenty of the “Morty Thieves” at my litte 
station, together with a reinforcement of thirty men 
T had ordered the eaptain of the diahbeeah, upon 
which my wife resided, ta push the vessel off the, 
bank and to anchor in the strom every night, 

‘The Baris of the Belinian Mountain were well 
provided with guns and ammunition, which they 
had taken in various maasacres of the slave-traders’ 
parties some years before, On one ocoasion they had 
killed 126 of the traders in’ one day, and had possessor! 
themselves of their ams, with many cases of cart 
ridges, 
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On several occasions they had destroyed smaller 
parties with the same result, and they had never been 
at peace with Abou Saood since he had treacherously 
murdered their sheik and his family, Recently having 
allied with Abou Snood’s friends, the Baris of Gon- 
dokovo, against the government, some of the Beliniun 
people had ventured to trade, and had establishes 
a communication with Abou Saood’s people, fiom 
whom they purchased ammunition in exchange for 
tobacco, 

Having given orders on the previous evening that 
the men were to be under arms ready for the march 
at 1.A.m., I was annoyed to find that neither officers 
nor mon were prepared when I arrived punctually at 
the hour appointed at head-quarters, The colonel, 
Raouf Bey, was fast asleep, and had to be roused by 
the sentry. This was a breach of discipline that cost 
Major Achmet Rafik his life, After some annoying 
delay I started for Belinian, At that time,.in the 
dark night, I was not aware that Achmet Rafik was 
absent. This officer was a thorough-bred Turk, ‘and 
he had seen much service, having been through the 
Crimean war, and also in that of Arabia, under Abbas 
Pacha. He ought to have known better, Dut he 
shared the prevalent feeling of discontent; thus, 
instead of being on the alert and at his post, he 
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was aeep when the troops shorted: on their uigdt 
matreh, 

When awakencd, he lutedtily urensed, latehkled on tis 
rawoed) and cevalyver, and Gobi ae dontle barrelled, ge 
in hia and he endeavoured ta tollow the troops, hut 
mistook the direetion, aid lost bie way in the dark, 

Weearrived at the open valley of Retinian at cay. 
break, butt native aconta tad aleendy siven the warm. 
of om approneh, “Phere were some hinnteed vithnses 
situaled i the vile aml on the beielita alone the 
Dose of the anemitaite; buat at this aeaion only toe

The Bari drum were leatine throught the 
country, wil Cheb here: wer wounding: in dl clive 
tiom, Clearing the way with skirmishers, we marehed 
tony a ood path for uhout four miles: parallel with 
the base of the mountain, andl weoaurrived aba plain 
ov bottom, whieh bore the aarks of cattle-looth in 
greng munhers, ‘Chis spot was abouts thirteen miles 


from headl-quarters ab Condukoro, 
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There was no dhurr cultivation on the right, near 
the base of the mountain, as the soil was poor and 
sandy ; wo thus had a clear view of the country, The 
cattle. had been driven off, and we were only in time 
to sco them disappearing over the distant high ground. 
Tho natives had collected in large numbers, and 
seemed. disposed to dispute the advance of the troops. 

The ground was perfectly clean, as the cattle had 
fed off tho grass until it was as smooth asa garden 
lawn, From the position we oceupicd, the country 
inclined wpwards towards tho base of tho mountain, 
ahowk a: mile and a half distant; this interval 
abounded in villages, wll of which were defended 
ly stockades, At the base of the mountain were 
broken hills, composed of huge. granito rocks, the 
foundations of mountains that had long since 
decayed. Upon all these strong positions wero the 
sual stockaded. villages, 

I ordered the troops to extend in two lines, sup- 
ported hy a reserve with tho ficldpicee and roeket- 
trough, With the “ Forty Thieves” in tho front, wo 
advaneed alovg the plain towards the mountain, 

The Baris now opened firo upon us from their 
villages, from which they were driven in suecession, 
wntil no enemy vemained to oppose us except those 


upon the high ground, 
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Our righ was now prolveted hy an vxeecdingly 
deep raving, whieh was a walereatray et hy the 
forvents fram the memnitain Eo aeeordingly lou a 
party of tle Forty Thieves,” and following aluug the 
ede of Che ravine, ascended thee slapo Unt ded ty 
the sfovlades upon the heights, Great iainbins of 
Wbives Tul assenthted, sad were shorty the mgt 
abusive epithets in Avalide until we arrivedt at about 
a dimndeed: yards from Che foremost atockacte, "This 
now opened five upon ta, Hoy natives: being: concealed 
within, and aiming with thei pneketa between ¢he 
interstices of the upright piles, 

My rillemen now Kuolt dawn and fired nt the 
putts of smoke as they iened fram the impmuirabl: 
iramwand gareebies, Mais wien jut Cue werk dick le 
Garis uoderatoodl, ae thei position ennbled them 
to fight unseen amen Che numerous stockudes and 
high rocks clothed with bush. 

The bullets were whistling merrily, and preintly 
a soldier hy any side was shot thaeeugh the fleshy 
put of the hip. Uo examined him, ane sw Gael ee 
Illet bad passed through, therefore he eomtinned 
living, AC wife of ane of the nuldiers wig shot 
through the cdf of the ley. She haat vecumpauicd 
him with w sniall pureed of cooling pots and fad from 


Condokero that morning, and thos eae under fine, 
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‘The main body was delaying in tho rear, replying 
to the fire of the Baris on the other side of the | 
impassable ravine. I had only twenty men with 
me in addition to. Lieutenant Baker. I therefore 
ordered the bugler to sound ‘the “assembly,” as I 
determined, to attack the stockades with: the whole 
force. 

In a few minutes the main body arrived, and 
formed for the attack, ‘The bugles and’ drums 
sounded the advance, and the troops, having fired 
several volleys, rushed on at the double and stormed 
the position, This was well executed, and the rush 
was so unexpected by the Baris, that the stockades 
were taken ab the point of the bayonet; Captain 
Morgian, Shorrecf? «distinguishing himself by the 
gulant manner in which he Jed his company; he 
was the first man to break through the gateway, 

This attack was something that the Baris did not 
comprehend. They had only been accustomed to 
face the slave-hunters’ irregular companies, and thoy 
had never seen a charge home with the bayonet, 
They now began to clamber up the voeks and ascend 
the mountain with the activity of baboons, while a 
sharp fire from the sider rifles acted. like a spur

I had a suspicion “that the Baris might havo 
stationcd sharpshooters in ambush among the high 
dhurra, 1 thevefore directed a couple’ of rockets 
through the corn, The rash of these mknown 
projectiles produced a great effect, as they burst 
through tho stockade, and. buzzed and whizzed about 
the huts within the defence, An eight-pound shell 


“from the gun now crashed through tho: stockede and

Tho bugle immediately sounded the advance with

‘This was 
simply a manouvre to gain time, as during the 
truce they could carry off the corn by day as well 
as night I always leant toward peace, although the 
war had been wantonly foreed upon me; thus we 
soon ustablished friendly relations with an old sheik 
named Jarda, about two miles from the Belinian 
mountain, This old: fellow had an execcdingly clever 
sister who would have made a good foreign minister. 
She explained just as much of the Belinian polities 
as would suit her purpose, and very properly 
declared that the women were all in favour of the 
government, and they would uso their influence with 
the men, some of whom she asserted had very 
“hard heads,” 

Okl Jarda, who was about eighty years, and had 
sufigient worldly experience to appreciate the value 
of a good counsellor, left the diplomatic arrango- 
ments to his sister, who became extremely active, 
and ran about the country to collect the principal 
headmen, 

We had many pelavers, which as usual ended 
in nothing bub assurances of goodwill, and an

on the sume day that we had arrived ak Belinian 
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It appeared that the unfortunate officer had steered 
his course for the Belinian mountain peak, in the 
hope of overtaking the troops, This voute through 
the forest led him to the extreme end of the valley 
ab tho foot of the mountain, quite in tho wrong 
divection,. Having arrived ut the nearly dry bed 
of the Belinian river, he sat beneath a tree to rest. 
‘The natives quickly observed him, and stalked him 
as though he had been a wild animal. , 

Tt appeared that when attacked, he had wounded 
ony native in the head with his “little gun,” as 
the Bavis termed lis revolver; and this man was 
still alive with the bulleb in his skull, which, 
the women declared was swollen as large as a 
pumpkin 

Achmet Rafik was thus overpowered and killed, 
with the gain to the Baris of his wms and ammuni- 
tion, 

TL immediately started off with a company of 
troops, lurk by a Bari guide, to the west ond of the 
plain, where my oflieer had been killed. I had 
nob yet visited this spot, but tho guilty natives 
were wide awake, and they had concealed the ams, 
which I had hoped to vecover, ‘The forest was 
tolerably open, and was full of small villages con- 


cealead by the. toes, [spread oub my men and.

With horse on each flank and in the rear of 
the herd we at length managed to control their 
movements, Fortunately we had been running 
towards our camp. 

A herd of cattle gonorally depends upon.a few 
of its members, which are usually followed by the 
others, Upon this occasion there were two cows 
that appeared to direct their movements. Those 
wild creatures refused to enter our cattle kral 
upon arrival at the camp, whon the troops, having 
seen ottr approach, came oub to render assistance, 
With skilful management the herd was sceured with- 
in tho kraal, with the exception of the two un- 
disciplined cows, which started off at full speed along 
the plain, followed by Abd-cl-Kader and myself. 
A. black and white cow was execedingly vicious, 
ant being hast pressed for about a quarter of a 
mile, sho timed to bay on the open plain, IT was) 
riding my hest horse, named “Che Pig,” who was 
very powerful and fast, and understood — eattle- 
dviving thoroughly. “The Pig” accordingly avoided 
the charge of the infuriated eow, which dashed at

Belinian Baris had been called upon by. Allorron 
to become allies, at the same time that Loquia 
had been invited to join in the general attack that 
had been made upon Gondokoro, 

Loquia had hesitated, Lut had at length joined 
Belinian, as the government troops. had been re- 
ported as great cowerds who‘ were afraid to venture 
far from their head-quarters. Lhe muny thousand 
cattle known to be at Gondokoro, and the fabulous 
amount of stores and material, at length tempted 
the Loquia to join foreos, 

On the night of the attack, i6 now appeared 
that Loquia had Jost’ many men killed ; othors who 
were wounded dropped on the way, and dicd on 
the route through Belinian, ‘This loss so cnruged 
Loquia (who considered that he had been only 
used as a cabs-puv), that he was determined not 
to retmm home empty-handed, He therefore wo 
venged himself upon, his allies, and captured 
about 2,000 head of eattl: from Belinian, with 
which he retumed to his mounteins two days’ 
distant,

This kind regard for my military arrangements 
confirmed my suspicions, It was intended to draw 
off the greater portion of the troops to a distance, 
in company with the pretended allics. The attack 
was really to be made on Lokko, but my troops 
wore ulso to: be overpowered when unsuspectingly 
retimning by a night march with the spoil. The 
eattle captured from Tokko would then fall into 
_ the hands of Belinian, and my camp, protected by 
a weak force, was to be surprised, 

I pretended to enter into this scheme, but I 
oxprossed a doubt whether they would perform their 
part of the engagement, and convey the corn from 
Tokko to Gondokoro. ‘This they declared omphati- 
aly they would do without failing. 

T proposed, that if they could convey such an 
ehormous quantity so great a distance from Lokko 
to Gondokoro, they should first prove their fidelity 
hy tamsporting the fow hundred urdeps from our 
Belininn camp to head-quarters. If they would 
assist us in this manner, they should be paid for

OF courses J ind aie intention of allaeking Loken, 
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as I had no complaint against him; and although 
a Bari, he was a -chief who had always behaved 
well to the Austrian inissionaries. This portion of 
the Bari tribe, instead of being sixteen miles, was 
at least thirty miles distant to the north of Belinian, 
and was situated on the White Nile, where the 
- sheik, Lokko, was known to the traders as “ Oom 
Nickla.” 

The following extracts from my journal will at once 
explain the state of affairs, ‘The natives had lost 
their chance, and feeling that their treachery had 
heen discovered, they never came to me again :— 

“ September 22, 1871,-—No natives will come near 
us. Abou Saood arrived with forty men to ask 
my permission that he might start for Khartoum, 

“ September 23,—The natives, disappointed in their 
trick, will have nothing to say to us.” 

On the 25th September the nitives treacherously 
wtétackerl an unarmed soldier, This man had strayed. 
a few Indrod yrds from the camp, against orders, 
to search for wild thyme. A native met him and 
accosted: him hy the welcome * Adotto julio,” ‘The 
soldicy advanced close, when the treacherous Bani 
iamediately shot an arrow into him, This passed 
through his eam with such force that’ more than half 


the Jength of the axrow protruded on the other side.

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base, into a station about 350 fect above, I ordered 
tho troops to advance from two sides. My men 
serambled quickly up the rocks and destroyed the 
station, os 

“September 30.—A few days ago, the soldiers 
purposely burnt several granaries full of corn, and - 
throatencd to kill Sherroom and Morgiin, my Bari 
interpreters, if they should report the act to me, 
saying, ‘If the corn is finished, we shall all go back 
to Khartoum,’” 

This proves that the old spirit against the expedi- 
tion still oxists, The men take their cue fron the 
oflicors, 

In spito of the goncral discontent, I could place 
tho greatest reliance upon the “ Forty Thieves” and 
their officers, This litte corps performed nearly all 
tho active service. Their red shirts had become so 
well known, that the colour was cnough to keep the 
natives at a distance; but although tho Baris were 
now afraid to risk a stand-up fight, they troubled us 
by their stealthy tactics, It was impossible to say 
where they were concealed, They were spread all 
over the country: some hidden in the tall dhwra, 
others behind bushes, Their favourite place was 
in tho grass and scattered bush on the banks of the 


yiver, where they lay in wait for any unlucky 
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nofdier whose disoberlteer af orders leet liu ty 
tap his tite.

Upon arrival at the broad bed of the river, I 
explained to them the plan, The natives generally 
tpproached unperceived. by. means of this. winding 
trench, which entirely concealed them. The banks 
of this river were in most places nearly perpendicular, 
and were about nine fect deep, The river was about 
sixty or seventy paces broad, and was nearly dry, aa 
a very shallow stream flowed through the centre of .. 
its bed, aa. 

[f the high banks were occupied for a distance of 
several miles by small parties of sharpshooters con- 
cealod in high dhura, or. behind an wnt-hill, or 
evouched in high grass or bush, or in anything that — 
would servo as a protection, it would be impossible 
for the Baris to approach by tho. favourite river- 
hed, without being exposed to w deadly fire from 
the long lino of sentries, 

I therefore. sclected a position commencing far 
beyond my lino of posts, and eutirely commanding 
the river-bed for a distance of several miles. The

In the midst of amxioties, there was one lasting 
satisfaction in my position, I had the power to 
execute absolute justice, and I wished for no other 
reputation among my people, whether slaves or 
freemen, than. the confidence of pure equity. to be 
obtained without delay, At all hours I was acces- 
sible, and even the complaints of little children 
were attended to with the same attention that was 
bestowed upen more important appeuls, T hoped 
hy this linc: of conduct to be able at length to 
incorporate myself with the expedition, and to gain 
the affection of my people; without which, suecess 
would be impossible, — 

‘Che terrible absence of discipline among the troops 
was a great difficulty, but I had alveady improved 
them greatly, Since the mutiny of tho black 
division at Taka, in the year 1865, when -they 
murdered their officers, “and committed many 
atrocities, the Iigyptian officers had always, dis-

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an absolute control, without the slightest attempt 
ab resistance to my authority. 

I had learnt to like the Soudanis; there was..an 
untiring energy in their movements very unlike the 
ligyptians ;. they only vequired European officers 
to become first-rate troops. 

Although the force had much improved by the 
increase of discipline, they would have much pre- 
forred the good old times of phmder and prisoners, 
The officers had always looked forward to the 
glorious opportunity of procuring a few slaves in 

Central Africa, although they could not cxactly 
define the manner of obtaining them: thus my 
severe orders upon this subject caused a serious heart- 
burning, and a desire to give up so bairen an 
expedition. 

“The station was now complete, and well fortified 
by a ditch and carthwork. My own little station 
was the picture of neatness, I had two acres of 
the finest Egyptian cotton (galleen). Every inch 
of the knoll was highly cultivated, the lawn was 
closcly cut, and the diahbeeah, which was our home, 
lay snugly alongside the bark, closo to which was 
a little summer-honse, surrounded by a_ prolific 
gardon, ‘This was a little gom of civilization sot 

in the middle of savage Africa. My “ Forty Thieves” 
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were perfect gentlemen in comparison will the 
line regiments, The sanity artangement of the 
station wore good ; there was very Jillle sickness, ul 
the samo time that upwards of 400 mien suflered 
from uleorated legs ab headquarters, 

Our domestics were much impreved. ‘hose whe 
had been slaves liberated by me from. the traders’ 
* vessels at ‘Tewfikecyah, had Jeamait their duties, and 
had become very useful My wife ad trained 
some nice girls of seventeen or cighteen to house- 
hold duties, in addition to half a dozen exeelent 
boys, who were all neatly clothed, and Kept iu 
admirable discipline, Among Unese was the Ahys« 
sinian boy, “Amara,” who hacl Iately received Iits 
frocdom., He was a pretty little lad, andl his brows 
complexion looked quite light in comprrineon with 
his coal-black comrades, ‘The Abyssinian lou 
showed in strong contrast to the negro type around 
him, and he was far superior in intelligenes to any 
of the Central Africans. 

The girls were under old Karka, who had been 
with us throughout our former jowney. This okl 
woman was very proud because J had given C12 
to purchase her freedom in Kharioum, She was 2 
good old soul, but wonderfully fond. of fine elothes : 


and on great occasions sho always tuned ont in 
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‘clouds of snowy muslin with red edges and fringe, . 
like a young Abyssinian beauty, It was amusing 
to see her emerge from her hut in full costiune, 
her broad, flat face beaming with smiles in happy 
consciousness of universal admiration. 

Old Karka was a sort of duenna to watch over 
the morals of the younger girls, and ‘to see that 
they did not become too “fast”; but I believe that 
even the heart of Karka beat bigh. when a certain 
corporal of the gallant “Forty Thieves” passed by. 
Old Karka was actually accused of sending presents 
of food, carefully cooked by her own hands, to the 
house of this same corporal, Abdullah, thus appealing 
to his stomach, which is the direct road to’ the 
heart, in African courtship, The younger girls and 
the boys of the establishment oxclaimed, “ Mashallah ! 
Old Karka! who would have believed it?” 

Tt was curious to observe the difference between 
my station and that of head-quarters at Gondokoro : 
vu one, all was contentment and good order; in 
the other, discontent and disorder. 

Thad constant complaints from Mr. Higginbotham 
that my orders, that be should be supplied with 
men for public works, were disobeyed, and that 
every obstacle was thrown in his way. 

My Englishmen had been, as usual, very indus- 
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trivns, and utving, erected tlie iron nuigagines, they

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_ thas the greatesi enemy to the expedition was 
tho White Nile. This adverse river had given a 
serious check. ‘The work and fatigue in cutting 
through the obstructions had killed many men, and 
had. laid the seeds of fatal complaints among many 
others, The men’s hearts had been broken at 
the onset. There was even now a feeling of despair 
of the possibility of receiving supplics and teinforce- 
ments by xiver from Khartoum. We appeared 
to have forsaken the known world, and, having 
passed the river Styx, to have become secluded 
for ever in a wild land of our own, where all 
were onemics, liko evil spirits, and where it was 
nocessiry cither to -procure food at the point of 
the bayonet, or to lio down and die. 

Tf tho White Nile had been the fine, navigable river 
that [had known in former years, I believe [ should 
have had no difficulty, as T could have quickly ovex- 
come tho seruples of my -officers by direct reports 
of their conduct to the Khedive ; but we were lost 
to the world almosé as absolutely as though quartered 
in the moon, 

I had proposed, when in Cairo, that steamers 
should run monthly between Khartoum and Gondo- 
koro, with the post and all necessary supplies, In 


former days this would have been a matter of 
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course ine The thebd eeonmection with Uh SMonhear 
coyermiment would dewwe supported cliseipline : but 
the Tiehtf) obstracttiaas of de river tendered cone 
mnidention tapessthle, execpt by a restthar expedition 
in here foren.

Je passed through the usual stages of 
the complaint, and diel on the same day that he. 
was first attacked, 

U had only seven horses remaining out of twenty- 
one that had atarted with me from Cairo: In 
addition to these, were two horses belonging to the 
officers. 

The fact of the horses dying added to the un- 
favourable impression already in the minds of the 
oflicers and troops. In addition to this calamity, 
the drought at Gondokoro had been unprecedented. 
The native cultivation, and that of the troops, had 
all perished on. the light, sandy soil of Gondokoro. 
Rain had fallen in the vicinity ; but this unfortunate 
lowality ix -vory “subject to droughts, as the rain- 
clouds are attracted by neighbouring mountains, 
whero they expend themselves. The rich soil of 
tho river islands will always insure a crop, as the 
roots penetrate to a depth whore they obtain moisture 
from the river, As already described, the troops 
lad worked so badly, that one half of the island 
crop had been carried away by birds, Thus, when 
the harvest was in their hands, they neglected to 
gathor it ;'they now complained that nothing would 
sueeced in Gondokoro.

and forward the round-robin, together with a letter 
from themselves; the colonel should then forward 
this general and irresistible expression of public 
opinion to mo, together with » long ‘cpistle from 
himself, explaining the absolute necessity of a general 
abandonment of the expedition, and a retum to 
Khartown, 

I find these words in my jownal — These letters 
from ‘the officers declare, that the: expedition must 
rotum to Khartoum, as there is no corn in the 
country, aud the soldiers would die of starvation. 

“Although these people complain of want, they 
actually purchased 126 slaves during the journey 
from Towfikeeyah, thus adding to the number of 
mouths, and at the samo time acting against my 
positive orders. ; 

“They say there is no corn in the country, but

Mr, Higginbotham had the entire charge of the 
vessels, I ordered three noggurs to be prepared, 
together with one small diahbecah, to pass the troops 
across the river at 2 A.M, 

All troops and sailors were to take two days’ 
provisions, I had determined to push -straight for: 
tho Tari islands, south of Regitf hill, Should | 
he able to procure the supply of corn that I expected, 
it would até once checkmate the conspiracy, 

Tho Baris of Regiaf and: south of that hill had 
heen allied with thoso of Belinian, and had taken 
charge of their great herds during the month’s 
campaign in that country, , 

We started punctually ab the time appointed, and. 
sailed for about seven miles wp the river, which at 
this season could be navigated without difficulty. 
We now crossed over to the west bank, and the 
wind being foul, the soldiers turned out and hauled 
the vessels against the stream by tow-ropes. 

The country was perfectly lovely, The high, rocky 
hills, a few miles distant, sloped in beautiful undula- 
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tions of open, park-like land to the river's Intuk, 
Eero and there fine ornamental trees were dotted 
about the surfres; but tho abseneo of forest would 
have vendored tho’ locality walls for a huge station, 

The villages were immmerable: but there was not 
a sign of friendship among the numerous population, 
The natives poured ont of their various stations 
leaping, brandishing their spear, und gestioulabing 
with wnnistokable actions of hostility. 

‘Tho river was about 600 yerds wide, and in several 
places the dni, grey hoads of youks protradedt from the 
surfaco, We therefore continual to tow tho vessels 
close to the bank, with a party marehing purallel 
to protect the flank in case of a suddon atts, 

The natives evidently intended to oppeso uy T 
always gave tho Baris a fair chance, ane allowed 
thom: to’, mako tho first hostile move before | pros 
ceeded to forcible measures. | therefore funded andl 
advanced a few hundred paces inkind. ‘here were 
many curious rocks in this neighbourhood, somo of 
which were clean blocks of granite in masses of forty 
or fifty foct high, piled voyghly as though avenged 
artificially, 

‘The natives, as we advanced, moved graduully 
towards this shelter, in which they squatted until 
we arrived. within a hundved and tiventy paces. 
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My interpretor now conversed with them, saying 
-that T had not come te fight, but to purchase corn, 
and that I would give them a cow for cach googoo. 
fall of unthrashed dhuya: this was the usual price 
when the natives traded among themselves, 

In roply to this polite assurance, they used most 
insulting language, and said—“You need not offer 
us your cattle, as we intend to take them by force ; 
therefore, be off to Khartoum!” ; 

By this time T had advanced with the interpreter 
to within a hundred yards of them. They were com- 
plotely in my power, but I: resisted the temptation. 
This is always the disadvantage in treating with 
savagos, I always afforded thom every opportunity 
for peaceful arrangements, and returned civil replies 
to their abusive and coarse insults. This gave them 
‘the advantage of sclecting their own ‘convenience 
for a attack, A hundred times I have had them 
in my grasp, as upon this occasion, when a well- 
dirccted volloy would have created a terrible effect ; 
but I have always been patient, and allowed them 
to sivike the first blow, - ; 

I now oxplained to them my position, I gave 
them tho instance of their friends at Belinian, and - 
begged them to avoid a similar necessity. I must 
have corn, ‘Their granaries wore overflowing, while 
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aslies were edagdy, TE fuel qaeny Cheat cattle in 
wobdition tecall kimds of maeeediandins, bo slesiredd fide 
cloliiug whiels would pave saftatertion fa all: parties, 
They ahapdy slatted a bereave reply, cratpled with 
tuust clisutsthtey and dnenliane datente.

Tt appeared hopeless to athanpt a yaa dul come 
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munication with the Baris, This portion. of the 
country to the south of Regifif was immensoly 
populous, and the natives were more dreaded by 
tho slave-traders than any other, I now determined 
to examine some of the villages, 

Having oxtended the men in line so as e cover - 
about half a mile, I ordered the advance towards the 
hill of Roegiaf, with strict orders that no soldicr 
was to enter a hut; but they were simply to examine 
the, villages as they passed through, by tapping the 
numerous wicker googoos or granaries with their 
hands, to prove whether they were full, Thego neat 
little gvanaries contained: generally about forty 
bushels, but they varied in sizo: somo would have 
clad moro than double that quantity. 

Tho natives watched us in considerable numbers 
from all points. In this manner we examined twenty 
or thirty villages, cach of which contained at least 
fifteen googoos, nearly all of which were quite full | 
of corn. ‘The entire country was overflowing with 
dhurva and sesamd, As far as tho eye could reach 
were innumerable villages, all of which wo knew 
‘wore stores of abundance, by the samples wo had 
already cxamined. ‘i 

From. the high land of Regitif, we looked down

Sailors who have beon in danger of shipwreck, 
with a rocky shore close on the lec in. a heavy gale, 
may understand the relief offered by a sudden shift 
of wind in the moment of oxtremity. Such experi- 
ence alono can allow an appreciation of the mental 
reaction after a great strain of anxicty that I had 
suffered for somo time past 

A cortnin knowledge of human nature determined 
me . to improve, without a moment's delay, the 
opportunity, while the troops were under the firsé 
impulso of astonishment and delight, 

T addvossed myself to tho “Forty Thieves” in 
particular, and to the line generally, and explained 
“tho pleasure that I felt in now being able to inereaso 
their rations of corn, that had been, reduced by half. 
At the same time I had beon much dissatisfied with 
the small collection thoy had made from the harvest 
ab Bolinian, I know the country, and this was the 
only tuc granary that admitted of viver transport 
to Gondokoro, If thoy neglected this opportunity, 
tho rations would again be reduced ;'but upon no 
account whatever should J permit the retarn to 
Khartoum. of any officers or men, except those who 
could present a medical certificate of chronic bad

“Phos nam sank, aed f dal tit Gastead frat fie 
twenty fone bate, Lees wither my wily Caetine 
Towas net very particular, aml uy pol Alousoor 
Tving, forage, prodtteed gore paunphii cen, as 
he termed it, whieh was composed af avery watery 
anpkin boiled in water withent salt. ‘The next 
(ish was the very sinphe amtive lusty of hum 
flowy hoilel inte on thiek ppopridg, 0 was very 
Tungry al very lappy, thus Cota the ydain tne 
with a good appetite, 

Monaoor had mato a fire with dry extdeedung, and 
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spread a native mat on the ground, close to the smoke, 
upon which I could sleep, if the mosquitoes would 
allow mo, I lay as close.to the smoke as possible, 
with a comfortable log of wood for a pillow, and pon- 
dered over the events of the day, fecling very thankful 
for the change of circumstances, and making plans for 
tho morrow until I fell asleep, 

No sooner had the bugles sounded the morning call, 
than I was up and off, I instructed Raouf Bey to 
take a company of troops with the vessels, and occupy 
tho islands. At the same time, I marched through the 
country to the south, and having passed about three 
hours in exploration, I formed two stations in excellent. 
’ positions, and divided my men equally under Licu- 
tonant-Coloncl Achmet and Major Abdullah, ‘These 
stiitions were about a mile apart, upon high ground, 
and commanded a view of Raouf Bey’s vessels, that 
were already anchored at the island about a mile and 
a half below thom. ‘The three positions formed a 
triangle, in the very heart of the greatest abundance, 

Having concluded these avangements and estab- 
lished my positions, with the necessary instructions 
to the officers in‘ command, I retwmed to the river, 
and propared to start for Gondokoro in the little 
dingy. I did not wish to take a large vessel, therefore 
Lordered Raoul Bey to fill the noggurs with corn as 
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rapidly as possiblo, and to start than off when Call 
to Gondokoro. ‘Tho granavices on thea islinds wore 
all full, and closo to tho banks; therefore the, vessols 
lay alongside, as though in a dock, and could load 
with great caso, 

I started in the dingy with twe hoabmen to row, 
accompanied by Monsoor and two soldiors of “Lhe 
Forty.” . 

Tho stream ran at threo milos and v hull per hour : 
thus, with good pulling, wo reach heud-curtora ii 
one hour and thirty-two minutes, a distance of about 
ten miles anda half, 

Theliove it is common to human-nature to love to 
earry good news. ‘Tho sight of tho little dingy 
approaching Gondokoro ulone, had given rivy to all 
kinds of surmises, and whon I roavhed tho share, a 
crowd of officors, soldioxs, stilora, and womon were 
standing in expectation upon tho cliff, My men 
immedliately recounted all partienlurs, 

Great was the joy of the Zinglish party at the 
news of our success, This flow through the atation, 
and the Egyptian officors and soldiers slunk away ; 
whereas the black wives of the Sonduni regiment wore 
delighted, as they did not wish to go to Khartoum. 
These women wero slaves that 1 had liberated, and 
they always imagined that if they should arrive at 
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Khartoum, they would be sold, This home influenco 
was of scrvico to me, In conversation with my 
“Torty Thieves” I-had suggested, that porhaps on 
their arrival at Khartoum, the government might not 
permit. them to retain so many wives in tho rogi- 
ment, The Soudanis are always happy if they have 
a, wife and plenty to cat and drink; therefore Central 
Africa was preferable to their taste, where they 
could enjoy domestic bliss with a young wife, in- 
ston of sitting in the sultry barracks of Khartoum 
ag melancholy bachelors, 

I now determined to devote myself specially to the 
work of collceting corn, I therefore placed all my 
luggage in’ tho magazine, cleared out tho diahbeeah, 
and towed her up stream from my little station 
to head-quartovs, ready to start on tho following 
day. 

On 17th Octobor I started ot 6 Am, and reached 

. tho island at 4pm. Thore I found Raouf Boy, and 
tho vessols that I had lefé in his charge, He had only 
ocenpicd ono island, and the natives were hard at 
worle eavrying off their corn from the islands to the 
south, I immediately sont troops to take possession, 

.On 18th October I sent Raouf Bey to Gondo- 
koro, with orders to send off to Khartoum all the 


really sick and incapable, bué upon no account to 
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permit any man to-xelwn unless he was hopelessly 
invalided. , 

On 13th October, having noticed that tho stream 
brought down numerous steins of dliuzra, T coneladed 
that cultivated islands existed further up the river. 
T therefore instructed Licutenmit Baker to sail wp and 
explore ; at the samo time he was to talo possession 
should such islands be discovered. 

On 21st the dingy returned with a letter from 
Lieutenant Baker, who had, with only ton men of 
“The Forty,” driven out the enemy, and occupied 
an island, rich in corn, further south, ‘the dingy 
had been attacked on her way by the Davis, who 
had shot arrows, all of which had fallen short. 
immediately started with my Gahbeowh ant rein- 
forcements, and united with Ticutonant Baker 1 
had now threo large islands in possession. ‘The 
fertility of the soil was extraordinary, The cultivation 
was confined to the rim ox sides of tho islands, as 
the centre was swampy in the wot season, but the 
extreme richness of the soil produced tho heaviest 
crops, and the granaries wore full throughout the 
very numerous little villages, that were stationed 
around the islands, 

Having worked for twelve days, during which time 
numerous vessels had enlivened the river by passing 
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to and fro heavily laden with. corn, between our 
granaries and Gondokoro, I received notice from the 
mainland that the work of the two stations under 
Ticutenant-Colonel Achmot and Major Abdullah 
was concluded. Achmet had thrashed out all his 
corn, and was waiting for boats to convey it; and 
Abdullah had shipped all that he had collected, and 
was wailing for orders, 

L sent instructions, that Abdullah should march his 
dlotachment along the mainland, towards the south, 
and oceuwpy the villages on the high land, exactly 
opposite my vessels, ‘he countyy was beautifully 
open, like a fino park, in long, rolling undulations, 
whieh terminated in rocky hills, about four or five 
miles from tho viver. 

On 24th Octoher, having loaded a line of vessels 
that lay alongside tho island as snugly as though 
hy an artificial quay, I was amusing myself, together 
with J.ioutenant Baker, in shooting ducks, which 
swarmed in the neighhowing ponds and swamps, 
At about 4.80200 LF heard rapid file-firmg in the 
istaneo, aud I coneluded that Major Abdullah's de- 
tachment, that was hourly expected, was attacked 
hy the natives, I at oneo retuned to the diahbecah, 
whore my wifo was stationed on the high poop-deek, 


having a good view of a very protty little engugemont. 
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The trange: were gloat amiile distant, andl while 
steadily cae the ouirele aeeordings tay inal ruetions,

they attacked with bow andl arvaws, 

Forderedt ony solitary fiekdpives te lar distannted, 


and placed in the luge re wines bet, together with a 
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rocket-trough, and the requisite ammunition, in readi- 
ness to support Abdullah with a flank attack upon 
the natives, by crossing the river, should it be neces- 
sary, As our vossols were in close view, I waited for 
the signal by bugle should Abdullah require assistance. 

‘Thad only twenty-two men of the “ Forty Thieves ” 
with me, together with the cight artillerymen belong- 
ing to the gun, The remainder of “The Forty” were 
holding the second island, about four miles in our rear. 

Just before dark, I noticed that the Baris were 
giving way: they had evidently suffered some loss, 
which caused a sudden retreat. I heard the bugle 
sound “the advance,” and we could see the troops 
advancing and firing in pursuit. The Baris ccased 
blowing their horns, and. collected im dense bodies 
ab & great distonce from the troops, who had halted 
and now held the position. 

Only occasional shots were now fired, and the 
sun having sot, darkness gradually dissolved the 
view, . 

I fully expected that the Buris would renew the 
attack during the night, but I knew that Abdullah 
was safe in. his strong position within a village, 
surrounded by the high and denso hedge of eu- 
phorbia, whose thick, fleshy branches are the best 


protection against axows.- I ordered the boat 
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with: the gun to remain in readiness, 60 as to stuart 
at a moment’s notice should we hear firing renewed 
during the night, I should then. be able to uxt 
the gun, and take them unexpeeledly on the flank 
with case shot. 

Morning broke without: any night alam, I had 
filled the vessels with the last of the corn upon 
the island, therefore I determined to cross over 
with my force, and to mect tho detachment under 
Major Abdullah. This was not easy to accomplish, 
‘as there were some awkward sand-bauks in the 
iniddle of the river, It was thorefore necessury to 
pass: up stream between two islands, and then, hy 
rounding the head of a “point, to deseond through 
a channel about a hundred yards widy between 
the western island and the mainland, ‘This oeeupicd. 
about an how, and we dropped down, the channel and 
took up an-oxeellont position against a high shore 
that foimed a convenient landing-place, From this 
point the land rose rapidly, and the entire land- 
scape was covered with villages abounding in corn, 
The natives appeared to have deserted the country, 

Having giver the necessary orders, I took my 
shot gun, and, accompanied by Licutenat Baker, 
Monsoor, and two soldiers of “The Forty” [ walked 
along the river's bank towards the villago occupied 
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hy Major Abdullul’s detachment, who I imagined 
wight have found a large quantity of comm, which 
accounted’ for their delay in’ commencing the, morning 
march, 

There were great numbers of ducks and geese 
on the river's bank; thus as we walked towards 
Abdullah’s, village, about a mile and a half distant, 
wo made a tolerable bag. 

We had at length avived within half a mile of 
the village, which was situated upon high ground, 
about 600 yards from the river, when I noticed a 
uunber of people issuing from the village carrying 
large baskets upon their heads, 

“The soldiers have found plenty of corn,” 
remarked Monsoor; “they te carrying it from 
the googoos,”: 

My cyes were better than Monsoor’s. I at once 
pereeived that the people thus employed were 
Baris | 

‘We were only five guns, now separated from 
our vessels by about a mile, and tho troops under 
Major Abdullah had cvidently evacuated their 
position, 

Where upon earth had they gone? and for what 
veason? Certainly we had tho river on our right 
flank, but we might have been attacked and eut off 
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from our vesdoly, Jud the Baris the pluck to eens 
tho ollonsive, 

Tt was tine to retreat, but as [ wished the Baris 
to heligve that we felt quite 1b OTE Gtets, WO eee. 
plished the inove very leisuroly, and strolled quietly 
homewards, shooting ducks wail snipe mia we walked 
along, 

The moment J arcived at the vessels, £ denpitelead, 
a party in tho stewner's huge boat, under Captain 
Mohammed Deli, of the “ Forty Thivves,” te row 
down tho river, aul to reenll Abdul's detueh- 
ment, thet anush have retrenterdl for sume icon 
eeivable renson, ‘Lhe muvent ran atk oneudy four 
miles per how; thus the heat wonlét le sure to 
overtake thom, 

Lo was exeoodingly aunoyadl A: fores of ninety 
‘men had ovidently eon cowed bye their enjrage. 
ment with tho natives on tha previona ovenings, teu 
had velveatel wpon Lienteurt-Colonel  Achmet's 
position, instead of joining me according: to orders, 
At the same time my versely had been ia aight oly 
v milo und ow half distantt [owas thas left with 
av small purty of thirty men, while ninety men had 
fullon back, 

This waa an exwnplo of the utter helplessness of 
the offivery and mon when left to themerlyes, If

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the _natives had vepeated the attadk, “they would 
most probably have gat into: dire confusion, 
Having started the boat, I took ten men of “The 
Forty,” and, accompanied by Lieutenant Baker, I 
marched’ along the: bank in order’ to meet the de- 
tachment on their return, when recalled by Mohammed - 
Dei. During the march I continued to shoot ducks, 
as this amusement would. deceive: the natives: re- 
apecting the retreat of Major Abdullah, which might 
then bo attributed to some other cause than fear. 
In about an hour, TI distinguished a sail coming 
yound the point of Gobel (Mount) Rogiaf. ‘The wind 
was fair, and sho quickly ran up the stream. I now 
discovered that sho was towing the boat that I had 
sent down the river to recall Abdullah’s detach- 


ment, 


Upon her near approach, T hailed the vessel’ and 
avdored her to land the troops (with which she was 
crowded) upon the west shore, 

{n a short time, Major Abdullah and his gallant 
company had landed and formed in line, 

His excuse for tho precipitate retreat which he 
hak commenced et day-break was, that he feared 
a renewed attack, and he was short of ammunition. 
He had therefore determined to fall back on the 
stabion ovenpied hy Tieutenant-Colonel Aches.

I now marched my men along the high. ground 
towards the south, and examined the numerous habi- 
tations, until T arrived at-o little colorly comprising 
six villages, “all of which’ were full of comm, Here 
I left Major Abdullah rand hia detachment, with 
orders to collect all the dhura from the neighbouring 
villages, und to form a central depdt at his presenti 
station; ‘af tox which, the com could be +hrashed out’, 
and curried to the vessels, I stationed a nogeur by” 
tho bunk exactly’ opposite his position; about half a 
mile distant, 
~ ‘The uatives” had abandoned. the neighbourhood: 
aind ‘hundreds, of villages remained ‘without an. in- 
habitunt, 

On 3rd November, I sont off vessels hcivils laden 
with corn to Gondokoro, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Baker, with institictions that the detachment 
under Liewtenant-Colonel Achmet should join. me as 
soon as possible, and, that empty vessels me ab

Thieves” to the south, where I had discovered large 
quantities of corn in the villages that had becn until

advance of this position, I found. the remainder of 
my party, who were taking long shots at the negroes 
after the most approved method of targot practice. 
Té appeared that they been suddenly attacked, but 
the sentries on the house-tops -had given timely 
warning. 

There could nob have been a more suitable country 
for rifle-praetico, us it was completely open and 
almost devoid of trees. ‘The fine, swelling ‘ undu- 
lations wore intersected with deep rocky ravines 
ab right angles to tho river, which after heavy rains 
brought down the torrents from the mountains. , 

My tavival on the summit, on a white horse, 
attonded only by Monsoor and three soldiers, was 
asignal for a great blowing of horns and beating of 
dvums, Immense numbers of natives were to be 
acon in all parts of the view before us, ‘They ran 


oagerly from their villages, and collected from every 


quarter, evidently bent upon a fight with my little 


party. : 
I ordered my men to cease firing, as they were

Having marched about a mile without firing a 
shot, and finding that the natives” invariably fell. 
back as we advanced, at the same time that they 
kept the same interval between us, I at once un- 
derstood their tactics. It was now five o'clock; 
the sun would set within an hour, and their in- 
tention was to draw us forward until darkness 
would reduce the power of the rifles. They would 
thon be able to swround us, and very possibly over- 
power our little force during our retreat to the 
vessels in the dark, _ . 

I halted my mon, ‘and explained, ‘to them the 
Baris’ dodge, .I now ordered the retvent after this 
manner: we showld hurry down-hill and march 
quickly up the next undulation, so as to deceive 
the enemy with the ide of a precipitate retreat, 
This would induce an advance on their side. Tho 
Baris would be certain’ to follow us at full speed 
if they supposed we were afraid of them. 

It was my intention to cross rapidly the first 
undulation where my men would for a few minutes 
be out of view of the enemy, aid there to conceal 
them in a deserted village which I had noticed during 


our advance. ‘This would be an ambush that would

I had ordered my men to reserve their fire, and not 
to expend any ammunition until the command should 
he given, My good Monsoor was to reload for me, and. 
I borrowed a snider rifle from a soldier. I rested the 
“Dutchman” against’ the googoo, or wicker granary, 
behind which IT was concealed. 

The natives on our right flank now passed forward, 
which would bring them in our rear. At the same 
time, those in our front appeared in very loose and 
open order, evidently looking for us in all directions, 

I observed a man painted red, like a stick of sealing- 
wax, with large ivory bracelets upon his arms. This 
“follow was in advance, and he ascended a small ant- 
hill to obtain a better view. 

Monsoor whispered, “‘Lhat’s the shetk;” at the 
same time I had taken a rest with the rifle as I knelt 
down by the googoo-stand. 

A. pull of smoke and the sharp crack of the rifle 
startled the enemy, as the red sheik rolled over, The 
yells increased on all sides, the whistles of the ante-— 
lopes’ horns now sounded a shrill alarm, during which 
the red sheik recovered his legs and vainly attempted 
a dance of defiance. The leading Baris shot off their

My wen now beaved ime te allow Chet to charge 
and to capture the man, who was endeavending to 
cacapo, 1 gave them leave, md aw hody oof fifteen 
dashed oub in pursuit, with loud yells, after the 
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rotronting natives, For about a minute the natives 
faced them and shot their arrows, but the gallant 
fiftven coolly knelé upon the clear ground, and taking 
stoudy vests upon their knees, opencd a fire that 
wounded one man, who was immediately supported 
hy his follows, and drove the enemy before them, 
The fifteen immediately charged forward and bayo- 
netod a fugitive, and returned with his bow and 
arrows in wiumph, 

The enemy had quickly had the worst’of it. ‘hey 
were now standing in all directions at distances 
varying from 400 to 1,000 paces, Many of them 
wore actually in our rear, but I noticed that these 
fellows wore ohready opening to the right and left, 
ag though they faltered in their determination to 
resis ow rotrent to the vessels, 

IT determined to follow up the fist advantage, I 
therefore ordered my mon to hand me their rifles as 
quickly as IT required them, and I opened fixe in all 
dlivections from my elevated position. 

Having sct the sights for 400 yards, I took them 
first, and continued until the country was perfectly 
cleared. of an cnemy wp to 1,000 paces, 

‘The ground. was dry and dusty, thus cach bullet

CHAPTER XII 
‘VESSELS RETURN 10 KHARTOUM, 


On 6th November, 1871, Licutenant Baker returned 
from Gondokoro with four noggnrs, and the entire 
detachment of Lientenant-Colonel Achmet. The 
news, was as follows ;— 

After the departure of Major Abdullah, the natives 
had attacked the camp of Colonel Achmet, and had 
wounded him in the back with a barbed arrow, 
which had to be ent out Another arrow had passed 
through the heart of his servant, killing him on 
the spot. Several soldiers had been wounded, but 
not seriously, The corn had been delivered from 
his station to the magazines at Gondokoro. 

On 38rd November, thirty vessels had left Gon- 
dokoro for Khartoum, taking about 1,100 people, 
including childven, women, sailors, soldiers, and in-

I had written to Djiaffer Pacha for reinforeements* 
to be sent from Khartoum immediately, together 
with a large supply of dhurra, 

I had very little hope of receiving anything from 
the Soudan, Ib was therefore necessary to make. 
my arrangements for the future, independently of 
all extraneous assistance... With 602 officers and 
mon, and fifty-two armed sailors, T had to accomplish 
the work; that was the actual position, 

The force at present with me consisted of 251 
offieors and mon; thus I had exactly half of the 
troops. Gondokoro was well fortified, and the 
Belinian had been thoroughly cowed, therefore I 
* had nothing to fear in that quarter. 

I had move than filled one of the great magazines 
with com: thevéfore, including the dhurra now on 
board soveral vessels, I had more than twelve months’

Hor the first time I reecived a civil answer from 
‘the Baris, They explained, that although they 
wero Baris, thoy had «no connection ‘with the 
people who had futiglit us. "They were governed 
by a great sheik named Beddén, whose territory 
was bounded by the torrent bed that we had just 
evossed, — They promised that le should pay me 
a visti on the ‘MOITOW : in the meantime, if we 
required any corn, they would supply us, This was 
« politeness to which’ I was. quite unaccustomed. 
LU therefore thanked them, but declined their offer, 
saying that I wanted nothing from them except 
friendship. 

T now discovered, that these people had never 
had any communication with the slave-traders, who 
were afraid to molest: so powerful a tribe. 

~ At parting, T gave them a white handkerchief ‘as 
a signal to. our sontries, when they, should arrive.

“Laow sent for Boddén and a fow of his principal 
men to the poop-deck of my diahhecah, which, © 
being covered with carpets, and arranged with 
sofas and chairs, was something very astonishing 
to the great sheik, who had never seen anything 
lt a vessol in’ the distance. 

I now explained the objects. of the expedition ; 
wt the same time I presented im with a long 
Beyption bluo shirt that reached to his anklos, 
and made him look move respectable, A crimson 
sash round his waist, and a red tarboosh (fez) apon 
his head, improved his appearance wonderfully, and 
he began to feel at home, 

Lo presented him with six panna of beads 
of various colows, together with some strings 
of hemness bolls, Brass bugles and a large 
mirror attracted more attention than any other 
cttviosities, 

T gave him a brass bugle, to his great delight.

up and taken letve, 
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The magnetic battery and the large musical box 
wore also believed to be magie. 

At sunset, the great sheik departed in the best of 
spirits, with all his people, as he had drank a tumbler 
of Marsala before he started, in order to try the quality 
of our merissa. ' 

The population of this country is very large, and 
the natives are good agriculturists. Although tho soil 
is stony, it is very productive, as the cultivation is 
carefully attended to. Dhurra, sesamd, dochan, and 
beans, in addition to a species of Z7ibiscus which pro- 
duees an edible seed and algo a fine fibre, ave sown in 
exact oblongs or squares resembling the plots in allot- 
ment-gromds in England. Near the.villages axe large 
heaps of manure, collected from the cattle zarecbas, 
‘These mo mixed with the sweopings of the stations, 
and the ashes from the eattle-fires, and are divided 
when roquired among the proprietors of the herds, 

Hach cow of the zarecba is entitled to a certain 
measure of manure at the commencement of the rains, 
when all hands tun out to eultivate ; thus the owner 
of many cows is enabled to farm av luge area, 

The cows aro all herded in ono or two pens ; thus 
the whole manure is heaped, and, when divided, is 
measured in large baskets. It is then distributed very 
thickly over the field, aud is roughly hoed with the 
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fvon molote, the seed heing thrown upon ¢he manne 
hroadeust, previous to the hoeing. 

The geological appearances of the country would. 
suggost the prosonee of precious motils, Laue masses 
of rose-colouved and iey-white quart, project (rom the 
surface in dikes, These run for miles in tolerably 
direct lines, like walls, from west ‘to ont, Conerally 
the voeks are granitic, consisting of syenite and 
gneiss, with micaciows schisé in tho lower valloys, 
‘Ovcasionully, dikes of basalt break through the sur 
fuco, which ix generally meh denuded, and tho rocks 
ane worther-worn und decomposed, 

I have frequently washed for gold in the most likely 
spots among the deep holes of ravines, where the tor- 
rents have worn away tho bed, bub lt have found no 


sign of vithor precious stones or meials — Magnotic

disvovered in the river beds, 

On 18th November, ab sunvise, Lieutenant Baker

Lieutenant Baker cantered bhek to hia amen, while 
I commenced to write up my journal aecording 
to my daily custom. 

In about a quavtor of an hour, the sentry reported 
a herd of elephants. ATL my people clambered is 
upon the googoos and hints to obtin a yoo view 
of the herd, whieh from tho high poopeleck al the 
diahbecah wo could see distingtly. 

There wore cloven bulls, and they were iavedinge 
in close order along the bane of the river, appronele 
ing us et about 400 yards’ distance, 

T should have thought ib almost as likely to meet, 
& herd of elephants in Hyde Park as to find thet 
in this open and thickly-populated country, fnew 
distinguished natives along the distant heights, all of 
whom were abtracted by the uncommon aeenerener, 

— In the meantime the elephants approached, awn: 
ing their trunks and luge ears to and tro, apparently 
unconscious of the presence of the vessels and peuple, 

Ioabways kept my guns and ammunition in 
beautiful order, arranged on a rack in the eshin,

I ordered my men to run up the heights, and 
to come down at about 200 paces in the rear of 
the clephants, where they were to form a Tine as 
though in skirmishing order, ‘Chis Ine of ved 
shirts would most probably check the elephants 
from rashing back. My. men had orders to dive, 
vb the clephants, and to endevvour to turn them 
should they attempt a retreat, 

T was now on. “ Greedy Grey ;” the sloping ground 
was as clean as a race-course, [therefore galloped 
up the slope so us to keep above the elephants, 
The horse flew along at full speed, At this moment, 
a chorus of shouts. from great numbers of natives 
who had collected on the vast lank of the river 
was raised in admiration of the white house, whieh 
_ they probably thought would in some minmor seize 
the elephants. 

Tn a very few seconds TL reined up on the slope, 


about a hundred yards above the herd, whieh lad

My ammunition was exhausted | My servant, Sulci- 
man, had ‘sent the little bag that contained only one 
yoload for the breechloaders, and no powdor-tlask or 
shells for the half-pounders, T had now tho annoyance 
of witnessing the difficult ascent of the clephants in 
single filo, exposing their flanks in succession to the 
shouldor-shot, while: T remained. helpless looker-on, 

Thad thus bagged only two out of cleven, but those 
wore killed at very long shots (ebout 110 yards). 

Tho halfpouwnder rifles were the sane ealihre and 
pattern as that deserihed in Tho Nilo Tributaries of 
Abyssinia” as “the Buby.” ‘These wore made by My, . 
Tolland of Bond Strect, and-are the most overpower- 
ing rifles T ever used. ‘They were certain to ]dll the 
elephant, and to half kill the man who fired them, with 
twelve dvachins of fiue-grain powder, 1 was tolerably 


strong, therefore I was never killed outright ; but an

CHAPTER NEIL 
MORAL RESULTS OF TR TINT, 


Toe moral resntt of the elephant ditik was very 
sibisfictory, it Hie sre time most unexpected, 

The wom of cannon had been heard by the qthives 
for mummy qailes this tind awakened Choir curiosity, 
and uimbers had aped: from the aurratnuling heights 
and aabistied Ehemmalves: tuuk several elephants had 
Teen killed, ‘Phe atives af Heddon fleederl fo one 
little camp tn himdredks, and were delighted at receiv 
ing permission to bee much elephants flesh as they 
required, They raced along Hue tank for a couple of 
Juiles Co the, spot where the wo elephants had heen 
seetred by my people, and towed Upon a sstid-lanik, 

Thal sent down an hoger to anake sure of the 
heads, ax the opportunity of obtaining entire stalls 


seldom offered. ‘Pheae tive henda did uew been 
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brought sefely to camp, and the natives were employed 
in cleaning every atom of flesh from. the hone, 

In the meantime, great numbers of our enemies 
were to be seen squatting upon the heights, watching 
the happier Baris of Beddin, who had congregated 
like vultures in the river, and were quarrolling and 
scrunbling over the immense careases of the elephants. 
‘The temptation was too great to withstand. Who 
vould resist flesh? ‘Che mouths of our enemies 
were watering, as they watched the heavy loads 
of red meat carried upon the heads of the rival 
Baris, In the afternoon, a messenger hailed the 
sentry to sey that one of the sheiks wished to 
prosont himself to me to erave a cessation of hos- 
tilities, Shortly after the disappearance ‘of this man 
with a courteous answer, a batch of mesaongers ar 
rived to beg that their chief might be reevived, 
as they all desired peace. 

On the following morning [ held-a general levee. 
About twenty headmen, or shoiks of principal villages, 
uttended by many of their people, came to presont

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“hunger was a very bad thing, and that hungry 
men would always fill their stomachs, if they could, 
therefore we had been quite tight to “take 
thoiy coin.” ‘They declared that it did not in the 
least matter, as the islands were very fertile, and 
would produce another crop very quickly; in 
tho meantime thoy, had a good supply’ concealed, 
and their loss ‘only necessitated a little extra 
labour, , 

They continued this peaceable conversation by 
pyiig, that “thé elephants were seldom seen in 
this district, and that they did not understand 
such hunting, but they had heard the cannons, and 
they knew that we should be able to kill them,” 
‘ho meeting concluded by a request for meat; and 
the sheiks having given instructions to certain 
‘ messengers, despatched them to summon their peoplo 
to the sand-:bank, where the remains of the clephants 
were lying, 

In a short timo, swarms of natives, lately our 
enemies, were collecting from all quarters, and 
hunying towards the attractive spot, as though 
thoy were going ‘to a fain, ’ 7 

I gave the headmen a present of beads, and took 
them to admire themselves in the large glass within 
the enbin of the diahhvenh, J serambled some pomds

for prizes, 

Tho natives seleeted some of thei heat runners; 
nb although they ran well, they were all beaten 
hy Ali Necdjar of the “orty "Mhieves,? who was

The shoiks requeslodt thik the emmion might be tired 
for their amusement.

Tore was a sudden change in the polities of the 
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country! Peace had been effected by the suerifiee of 
tio clephants | 

This peace was the vesulé of gveediness and envy, 
‘Tho natives had pined for tho flesh, and envied the 
Baris of Bedddn who were carrying ib away ; therefore 
thoy sued for peace, 

At the same time, they had originally declined my 
offer of a largu herd of cattle that would have been 
worth a hundved elephants, Thus they had courted 
war, in which they had lost many of their people, 
together with much com, all of which they might 
have sold for cows; and they now desired poace, only 
to join in the serunble, dike vultures, over the flesh of 
tivo elephants, ; 

African negroes are incomprehensible people, and 
thoy cannot he judged hy the ordinary rales of humen 
nature, Tb was casy to wdorstand, that if thoy 
desived peace upon so frivolous.a pretext, they would 
pinnge into war with the. same frivolity---with a

The great waveller, Bruce, was discredited: for having 
described. a fact of which he was an eye-witness, This 
was the vivisection of a cow, driven by natives, who 
cut a sboak out of hor hind-quartors. 

T had a bull with a very large hump. ‘This animal 
was very handsome, and was kept for stock. I 
observed that tho skin of the hump showed a long, 
jagged scav from end to end, and my pooplo assured.” 
me that this bull had frequently boon operated 
upon, It had been the property of one of tho 
sluve-hunter’s parties, and they had been in the habit 
of removing the hump (as a surgeon would a tumour). 
‘This is the most dolicato portion of the meat, and 
I was assured that theo hump woull always be 





replaced by a similar growth after cach: operation, 
Qn 18th November, I commenced the march

Abou Saood, who hail receiver! permission to gn 
to Khartoum, had only gone down the river as 
far as his station at the Bohr, ‘There he had made 
arraugoments with his people thet the -ivory from 
Latooka station, 100 miles cast of Gondokoro, should 
avoid my heat-quarters, and be conveyed by an 
“oblique course to the Bohr, By this swindle, the 
government would be, cheated out of the share of 
two-fifths of the ivory which lelonged to them 
hy contract with Agid & Co, 

Abou Saood having personally witnessed — the 
departure of the troops to Khartoun, . considered 
his’ game as won, and that the oxpedition, now 
reduced to only 502 officers and men, would he 
compelled to centralise at Gondokoro, without tho 
possibility . of .penotrating the interior, Ife. had 
thus started for ‘his stations in tho distant south, 
whore he intended to incite the natives against | 
the government, to prevent mo from following out 
my plans with the small foreo at my disposal, 

This was tho first time in the career of Abou 
Saood that he had ever travelled inland, He had 
for mony yoars heen in the habit of arriving at 
Gondokove from Khartoum with the anual vessels 
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from Agiit & Co, bringing new levies of byimniuts 
togethor with fresh supplies of arma md amniiition, 
He then remained at Gandokere for xeveritl weelss, 
and reevived the ivory aid slaves eollectiat fran 
his worinns stations du te dateriar, with whieh he 
reburned’ ta hata, 

The necessity of the oreasion indueal him to

Co hhad eleewly written to astra the Kheive: tat, 
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should my work not be satisfactorily accomplished 
ab the expiration of my term of servieo, I should 
continue at my post until I could honourably resign 
the command, when tho government should he 
firmly established in the interior, ° 

I now devoted every energy to the preparations 
for starting, togethor with the English engineers and 
tho steamer, Having given the necessary instructions 
to My, Higginbotham, to Mz, McWilliam, and to 
My, Jarvis, cach of whom represented the head of 
his department, I had no anxicty, as I felt sure 
that everything would bo in order. 

The carts were to be thoroughly examined, and 
tho No, 8 steamer of 38 tons was to be divided. 
in parcels ; the small work secured in loads of fifty 
pounds, cach sewn up in raw hide, and tho heavier 
portions divided omong tho carts. 

Tho officers were now perfectly resigned to their 
lot The remnant of the Egyptian foree had beon 
converted into artillerymen, and all the Soudanis 
formed one regiment, 

Whilo Mz, Higginbotham was cngaged inthe worl: 
of arranging and packing, my masons were busy in 
tho manufacture of bricks, as I wished eventually 
to build the barracks of this solid material, instead

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natives had hoon thoroughly auhdued, The fem of 
the horses and the snider rifles had spread throughout 
the country. It was reported that no herds of cattle 
could possthly escape the horses, and that we could 
firo from their backs at full’ speed, thus nothing 
could withstand them. ‘The snider rifles were be- 
lieved. to be “ cojoor,” or magic. The helmet-shaped 
caps worn by Liewtenant Baker and myself were 
also considered to be “cojoor” I now heard from 
our Bari interpreters, Sheroom and Morgiiin, that 
the Sheik Allorron was willing to suc for peace, 
and to declare his allegiance to the government, 

Abou Sacod and his people had departed ; thus the 
evil spirit was withdrawn that had hitherto covertly 
incited the natives against the government, and the 
cffect of his absence was immediately apparont. 

I now devoted my attention to the final pre- 
parations for the start, and to the neccessary instic- 
tions for the command of tho station during my 
absence, ‘The officers found that i¢ was now impos- 
sible to resist their destiny ; and Raouf Bey, the 
colonel, who had, against orders, sent off so many 
troops to Khartoum who were in good health, now 
discovered that he would be left with a comparatively 
small force to hold the important position at head- 


quarters,

» tobacco, variotics of beans, sesamd, dliurva, and do- 
chau Qnillet), I endeavoured to persuade the Baris 
to cultivate and prepare largo quantities of the ZZi- 
biseus hemp, which would be extremely yrluable in 
the Soudan, The Baris used ib for nets and fishing- 
lines, 

The tamarinds were of two varietios, and were pro 
duced in extraordinary quantitios, . About two miles 
from head-quarters, Ghere was an extensive portion 
of tho forest composed almost exclusively of these 
magnificent trees, 

“ho forest was also vich in the treo known by tho 
Arabs as “héglik.” ‘This bears.a fiuit about tho sizo 
of wu date (lulobe), which is 1 combination of sweet, 
hitter, and highly avomatic, “My men collected. 
several hundredweight, as I wished to ty an ox- 
periment in distilling, There was an oxecllent 
copper still in the magazine, and I succeeded in 
producing a delicious spirit somewhut resembling 
kirschenwasser, 

My cotton was now ripe, and I cleaned it with a 
gmall land gin that could he worked by wo men, 
This greatly hyterested the Bari visitors, who, by my

asherp fire of musketry, blew the alum.

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a peculiar noiso in the thiek forest that denoted the 
approuch of elephants. 
_ We at once retreated to some rising ground about 
150 paces distant, as our small rifles would havo 
been useless against sueh heavy game. In a short 
time several elephants appeared from various por- 
tions of the covert, and one of extraordinary size 
moved slowly towards us, until he halted: beneath 
a tall, spreading higlik. This tree must have been 
neatly three fect in diameter, and was about thirty 
foct high from the ground to the fixst branch 5. it 
was therefore impossible for the elephant to gather the 
vovetvil frit, ‘Lo root up such a tree would have 
heen ont ‘of tho question, and LE should not havo 
thought that the power of - any. animal could 
havo offected it ‘The olophant paused’ for a short 
tine, as though considering; he then butted his 
forchoad suddenly against the trunk, I could not 
have believed the oflect: this large tree, which was 
equal in appewanee to the average size of park. 
timber, quivered in every brench to such a degree, 
that had a person taken refuge from an elephant, 
and thought himself sceure in the top, he would
